PREFACE. 

The Laws and Kegulations of the Tnited States Treasury included in tiie 
Code are obligatory. 

Also the La\v8 of the State of Louisiana. 

Also the Regulations of the State Board based upon them, specially those 
based upon Section 3, which orders and empowers the Stale Board to pre- 
pare a Sanitary Code for the State of Louisiana, which shall contain and 
provide rules and regulations of a general nature for the improvement and 
amelioration of the hygienic and sanitary conditions of the State, etc. (Act 
192 of 1898, Section 3, l*age 5, line 5 and following.) These are mnrked />// 
a Star opposite each number in the text. 

All Local Boards must obev them. 

The other Regulations horein contained are rei^omuiendatory, and op- 
tional and educational. 

Each Local Board trUi adopt what parts it thinks best .^iuited fnr its local 
conditions. 

Local Boards must be guided in their selections ])y an Attorney at law. 
who will specially instruct them as to what is obligatory and what is optional 
and recommendatory-. 

They will then enact penalties for the violation of the regulations 
adopted by them. 

When necessary they shall have the Municipal and Parish Civil Author- 
ities pass whatever special ordinances may be necessary. 

It is not necessary that the Local Municipal Auth<»riii«*s should <M>ncur 
in, and pass ordinary local sanitary ordinances, which may have been 
already adopted by the Local Boards of Health, but it would be better for 
them so to do, as the public have been accustomed to look to Police Juries 
and City Councils as the local law-making power, and their approval would 
tend to secure a more prompt compliance with health ordinances. 

The Local Boards shall have to be guided bv their Local Attornevs n\\ 
all matters local. 

But on matters general or doul)tfnl, an application to the President of 
the State Board shall be made, and it shall be submitted t(> the Attornev 
of the State Board for advice. 

A number of the regulations inserted were taken from ordinances of ilie 
city of New Orleans and of Shreveporr. and codes of Northern and Wes- 
tern cities, wherci they have given .^ali^ifaction. 

Penalties for violations of (hiarantiite /ietjuhitioiis «*na<"ted by Local 
Boards must be enacted by the Police Jury of each parish, or municipal 
authorities (Sec. 7, Act 192 of bSlKS).

THE LAW. 

Senate Bill No. 165-^By Committee on H, Q. D. and C. I., 

Act No. 192. 

AX ACT 

To carry into effect Article J96 oi the Constitution of the State of 
L<.uiisiana. in rehiiion to Hoards of IJealth: to protect and pre- 
serve the pul)lic health : to provide for the eslalilishment and 
or<^anization of a State lioard of Meallh, and parish and muni- 
cipal Hoards of Jlealth; to define the i>)\vers. duty and au- 
thority oi said lV)ards ; to provide for an apix>ii.tment or elec- 
tion <->f officers and employees thereof and for the fixint;- of the 
salaries of the s<iid officers and em])loyces of said Koard. to au- 
thorize the State lioard to prc])are and pninuiij^ate a sanitary 
code for the State of Tjouisiana, and fixinj^ penalties for the 
violations of the i)rovisions thereof; to provide for a j^eneral 
sanitatioin of the State and a h.K'al sanitation of parishes and 
numicipalities : to authorize the rej^ulation of the isolation of 
cases of infectious and conta^<.)US diseases, and a maritime 
'and land (juarantine aj^ainst places infected vith such dis- 
eases : to repeal all laws and ])arts of laws, special and general, 
in conflict with the provisions of this act, and to provide for 
the succession of the I weirds created hy this act. to all powers, 
authority. rijLjhts. claims and property oi the present l>oards. 

Scctioj! I. lie it enacted hy the (leneral Assemhly of the 
State of I^.)uisiana, 

T. That a State Hoard of Health for the State of I^uisiana is 
hereby created and established to consist ("if seven (7) repre- 
sentative physicians from the various sections of the State, 

2. Who shall be ap[)ointed by the (Governor, by aiur with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, as provided by Article 296 of 
the Constitution. 



3(1. They shall hold their offices for seven (7) \ears from the 

date of their qualification. 
36. Unless sooner removed for cause. 

4. The members first appointed shall be so designated that the 
term of two of the members shall expire in two years from 
the date of their qualifications, and the term of two other 
members shall expire in four years from the date of their 
qualification and the terms of the three others six years. 

5. When re-apix>inted. the meml^ers shall then serve for seven 
(7) years. 

6. They shall qualify, and be commissioned in the manner now 
provided by the Constitution and laws of the State of Louis- 
iana for all other officers of the State. 

7. At any meeting of said board htree members shall constitute 
a quorum to transact business. 

8. The board shall meet once in every three months on a day to 
be fixed by it, and as much oftener as the lx)ard may determine. 

9. Special and called meetings may be held as hereinafter pro- 
vided in this act. 

10. Such members of the board as may not reside in the city in 
which the domicile of the board is established, shall be entitled 
to and shall be allowed ten dollars ($10) per day for each day 
consumed in going to and coming from State meetings, and 
while in attendance thereon, and five cents (.05) per mile mile- 
age for each and ever>' mile traveled in going to and coming 
from said meetings, by the most direct route of transportation 
from the places of their respective residences to and from th^ 
place of meetings of the lx>ard, which aggregate amounts shall 
be paid by the secretary and treasurer of the board on the 
voucher of the member, approved by the president of the board, 
out of the funds of the board. 

Sectian 2. Be U further enacted, etc., 

11. That the Gcgremor shall designate and appoint one of the 
members to be president of said board, 

12. Who shall receive an annual salary of five thousand dollars 
($5000). 

13. And shall serve as such for four years from the date of his 
appointment. 
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14. The said salary to be paid out of the funds, or appropriations, 
of said board. 

15. At its first meeting after the passaj;^e of this act, the boa^jd 
shall elect a suitable person, other than a member of the 
board, to be secretary and treasurer, 

16. Who shall receive an annual salary of twenty-five hundred 
dollars ($2500), to be paid out of the funds or appropriations 
of the board, and 

17. Shall serve for four years from the date of his election. 

18. He shall be removable at the pleasure of the board. 

19. He shall give bond to the State of Ix)uisiana for the faithful 
perfonnance of his duty, in such sum and with such surety 
thereon as shall be fixed and approved by the board. 

20. The duties and powers of said president and secretary and 
treasurer shall be those incident to like officers in similar cor- 
porations, and 

21. Also such other powers and duties now devolved by law upon 
their predecessors in the present board, 

22. As well as those additionally prescribed by the provisions of 
this act. 

23. In addition to said powers and duties heretofore i)rcscri])ed 
by existing laws, the president shall have the power after the 
adjournment of the board, and during the interval of time be- 
tween the meetings of the board, and when the board is not in 
session to issue all orders and warrants, and to take all neces- 
sary steps to execute the sanitary law of the State, and to 
carry (uit the rules, ordinances and regulations of the board 
made thereunder, and 

24. He may in his discretion call special meetings of the board 
whenever in his opinion an emergency shall require it. pro- 
vided, that 

^25. In all cases where two or more members shall demand the 
same it shall be his duty to-convene said special meetings. 

Section j(. Be it further enacted, etc., 

26, That said board shall have all the powers authority and juris- 
diction now possessed by the existing State Board of Health 
under present laws now in force, except in so far as modified 
and changed by the provisions of this act. 
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parish from another, or from outside of the State, leaving to 
the local boards hereinafter provided, the regulation of the 
sale or offering for sale of said articles within the parish or 
municipality to which the same may be brought; and said 
node snail contain general rules in regard to such health, 
sanitary and hygienic subjects, as cannot in the opinion of the 
State Board of Health be efficiently and effectively regulated 
by the local boards. 

34. The board shall have power to appoint inspectors and other 
necessary officers and employees and fix the salaries thereof. 

35. All inspectors, officers and employees of the said board shall 
have power to arrest without warrant all persons violating the 
provisions of any rule or regulation of the said board, when 
such violation has occurred or is occurring within the sight, 
view or personal knowledge of said inspector, officer or em- 
ployee, and in all casc^ where said violation may not have 
occurred within the sight, view or personal knowledge of said 
inspector, officer or employee said functionary shall have only 
the right to arrest in execution of a warrant duly issued by 
the president of the board. 

36. It is hereby made the duty of all sheriffs, their deputies, con- 
stables, and their deputies, police officers of towns and cities 
and all other peace officers, to aid and assist in the arrest and 
apprehension of all persons violating the articles of any rule 
or regulation of the State Board of Health : to themselves 
arrest and apprehend all offenders committing the offense in 
their view or sight or within their personal knowledge. 

37. The members of the State Board of Health and every person 
duly authorized by them may without fear or hindrance enter, 
examine and inspect all grounds, erections, vehicles, struc- 
tures, public buildings and places. 

38. The State l^oard shall at all times keep in rcadine.ss one or 
more medical inspectors and nurses, medicines, clothing, bed- 
ding, appliances, tents, and other necessary paraphernalia, so 
as to repair to any locality in the State that applies to it f(^r 
assistance upon the outbreak of an infectious or contaj^ious 
disease with the view of stamping out the same.

55. Three of the persons so appointed or elected shall, if practi- 
cable, be duly registered and licensed physicians. 

56. Such persons when so appointed or elected shall constitute 
the city or town board of health, and 

57. Shall serve for four years from the date of their qualification. 

58. For the cities of Shreveport and Baton Rouge the Governor 
shall appoint, with the advice and consent of the Senate, three 
members on each of said citv boards. 

59. The council or legislative body shall provide ample means for 
the maintenance and operation of said board. 

60. Said town or city boards of health shall meet on the first 
Tuesday after the commissioning of its members, and 

61. Shall elect a chairman who shall be a duly registered and 
licensed physician, who shall be health officer of the town or 
municipality, who shall serve in said capacity, exercise the 
powers and perform the duties usual and incident to such 
officers in similar organizations. 

62. The chairman shall receive such an annual salarv as the board 
of health of said municipality may fix and pay. 

63. The said board of health shall have power to appoint a sanitary 
officer whose duties shall be to enforce the requirements of 
said board in all matters of sanitation, and also to act as 
secretarv. 

64. His salary shall be fixed and paid by the board. 

Section 6. Be it further enacted, etc., 

65. That all members of parish and municipal boards shall have 
been at the time of their appointment or election five years 
residents and voters of the parish or municipality in which 
they are to act as said boards, and the memlfership shall be 
vacated on the removal therefrom of the member. 

66. No member of said board, with the exception of the chairman 
and sanitary officer, shall receive any pay or emoluments in 
any way for the services rendered as a member of the 
board, and 

67. No member shall be in any way, directly or indirectly, inter- 
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purely local sanitation, not affecting other portions of the 
State. 

83. For the city of New Orleans the State Board alone shall have 
power to establish quarantines. 

84. Local Boards of Health shall have power to establish quaran- 
tines with the co-operation of the councils of municipalities 
and the police juries. 

85. The State Board shall have supervisory power over all local 
quarantines so established. 

86. All necessary expenses, costs and charges of local sanitation 
shall be bonie by the parish, city or town, in which the local 
board shall be established, and 

87. Tn case the fiscal authorities thereof shall refuse to budget for, 
appropriate or pay to the same, the local boards shall have 
right to the writ of mandamus before a court of competent 
jurisdiction to compel the proper action by said parish, city or 
town authority. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted, etc.. 

88. That in the event that any case shall be reported to. or come 
to the knowledge of any local board, which is either deemed 
to be a case of contagious or infectious disease, or suspected 
of so being, the local board shall immediately isolate the 
same and 

89. Communicate the fact by the most expeditious means at hand 
to the State Board of Health, together with the information as 
to what stei)s have been taken by the local board to isolate and 
care for the same, and 

90. Shall from time to time communicate the progress of the case 
and disease to the State Board of Health. 

91. On receipt of such information by the said Board of Health, 
the President of said Board shall if he deem the emergency 
sufficient and necessary, send expert physicians to be selected 
by him to examine and diagnose the disease, and 

92. If on such examination and diagnosis the experts shall declare 
the case to be one of obnoxious or infectious nature, liable to 
spread, or to become dangerous to the general public health 
of the State, the State Board of Health or its president shall 
instruct the health officer of the Board of Health of the ])arish.

102. The State Board of Health may, in its discretion, prohibit 
the introduction into any infected portion of the State, persons 
acclimated, unacclimated or said to l>c immniie. when in its 
judgment the introduction of such persons would add to or 
increase the prevalence of the disease. 

103. The State Board of Health shall render to the local txiards 
of health all the assistance in their power and ^vhich the con- 
dition of their finances will permit. 

Section p. Be it further enacted, etc., 

104. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with, inconsistent 
with, or superceded by, the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed, 

105. But all laws, or parts of laws, parish or city ordinances, State 
Board of Health ordinances. State, parish and municipal rules 
and regulations now existing and not in conflict with, or in- 
consistent with or superceded by the provisions of this act are 
continued in full force and effect, and 

106. This act shall not he construed or interpreted so as to deprive 
the State Board of Health, or the local board of health of any 
powers or authorities ihey may have under existing laws, ex- 
cept in so far as these powers and authorities may. be modified 
or changed by the provision of this act. and then only to the 
extent of the modification or change. 

107. All those parts (jf the special .Xct No. 172 of 1874, and the 
special Act No. 1 10 of rS/S. and the special Act No. 56 of 
1896, and of all other special acts relating to boards of health 
in towns, cities or parishes and of Act 92 of 1882, which are 
in conflict with, inconsistent with, or superceded by the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed, and 

108. All other parts of said acts not in conflict with, inconsistent 
with or superceded by the pro\'isions of this act are continued 
in full force and effect. 

109. Tile president and .secretary of the State Board shall not 
be ex-officio members of the Board of Health for ihe city of 
New Orleans, and the president of the State Board shall not 
be the president of the local board of the city of New Orleans.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 
Quarantine Laws of the United States. 

AN ACT 

Granting Additional Quarantine Powers and Imposing Additional 
Duties Upon the Marine-Hospital Service. 

[Approved February 15. 1S93.] 

Be it etuicted by the Seriate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, 

1. That it shall be unlawful for any merchant ship or other ves- 
sel from any foreign port or place of [to] enter any port of the 
United States except in accordance with the provisions of this 
act and with such rules and regulations of State and municipal 
health authorities as may be made in pursuance of, or con- 
sistent with, this act ; and 

2. Any such vessel which shall enter, or attempt to enter, a port of 
the United States in violation thereoi shall forfeit to the 
United States a sum, to be awarded in the discretion of the 
Court, not exceeding five thousand dollars, which shall be a 
lien upon said vessel, to be recovered by proceedings in the 
proper District Court of the United States.

11. That the Supervising Surgeon-General of the Marine-Hospi- 
tal Serv.ice shall, immediately after this act takes effect, exam- 
ine the quarantine regulations of all State and municipal 
boards of health, and shall, under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, co-operate with and aid Stat« and muni- 
cipal boards of health in the execution and enforcement of the 
rules and regulations of such boards and in the execution and 
enforcement of the rules and regulations made by the Secretary 
of the Treasury to prevent the introduction of contagious or 
infectious diseases into the United States from foreign coun- 
tries, and into one State or Territory or the District of Colum- 
bia from another State or Territory or the Distrct of Co- 
lumbia ; and 

12. All rules and regulations made by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall operate uniformly and in no manner discriminate 
against any port or place ; and 

13. At such ports and places within the United States as have no 
quarantine regulations under State or municipal authority, 
where such regulations are, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, necessary to prevent the introduction of con- 
tagious or infectious diseases into the United States from for- 
eign countries, or into one State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia from another State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia, and 

14. At such ports and places within the United States where quar- 
antine regulations exist under the authority of the State or 
municipality which, in the opinion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, are not sufficient to prevent the introduction of such 
diseases into the United States, or into one State or Territory 
or the District of Columbia from another State or Territory 
or the District of Columbia. 

15. The Secretary of the Treasury shall, if in his judgment it is 
necessary and proper, make sucli additional rules and regula- 
tions as arc necessary to prevent the introduction of such dis- 
eases into the United States from foreign countries, or into one 
State or Territorv or the District of Columbia from another 
State or Territory or the District of C^ohunhia. and 

16. When said rules and regulations have been made they shall be

with such recommendations as he may deem important to the 
public interests.

31. That the Secretary of the Treasury shall from time lo time 
issue to the consular officers of the L'nited States ami to the 
medical officers serving at any foreign ixirt, and otherwise 
make publicly known, the rules and regulations made t>y him, 
to be used and complieii with by vessels in foreign |x>ns. for 
securing the best sanitary condition of such vessels, their car- 
goes, passengers, and crew, before their departure for any port 
in the I'nited States, and in the course of the vovage; and 

32. All such other rules and regulations as shall l)c observed in tlie 
inspection of the same on the arrival there()f at any (juaranCine 
station at the port of destination, and for the disinfection and 
isolation of the same, and the treatment of cargo and persons

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Section 7. Be it further enacted, etc., 

39. That whenever it shall be shown to the satisfaction of the Pres- 
ident that by reason of the existence of cholera or other infec- 
tious or contagious diseases in a foreign country there is seri- 
ous danger of the introduction of the same into the United 
States, and that notwithstanding the quarantine defense this * 
danger is so increased by the introduction of persons or prop- 
erty from such country that a suspension of the right to intro- 
duce the same is demanded in the interest of the public healthy 
the President shall have power to prohibit, in whole or in part, 
the introduction of persons and property from such countries 
or places as he shall designate and for such period of time as 
he may deem necessary.

224. At the re(|uest of the Board of Health of the State of Louisi- 
ana, emlxxlied in a resolution adopted by that body at a regular 
meeting held February 15th, 1899, and by virtue of the author-

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226. "Third Class — \"essds arriviiif;' from ports known to be in- 
fected. 

227. "Fonrtli Class — Vessels which, without regard to port of de- 
parture, are infected ; that is to say, vessels which have yellow 
fever, cholera or other contagious or infectious diseases on 
board at the rime of arrival, or liave had same on voyage. 

228. "I'essels of the First Chss to be subjected to necessary mari- 
time sanitation without detention of either vessel or persons 
longer than may be necessary to place such vessels in good 
sanitary condition. 

229. "Vessels of the Second Class to undergo tlie same treatment 
as those of the First Class until May rst, 1899, on and after 
which date vessels of the Second Class shall be subjected to 
full sanitation at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, to- 
gether with detention of vessels and persons for such lengths 
of time as the Board of Health may determirie. 

230. "I'essels of the Third Class to be subjected to fidl sanitation 
at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, without detention 
of cither vessels or persons after disinfection, until May ist. 
1899, on and after which date vessels of this class shall he de- 
tained for observation, together with their crews, cargoes and 
passengers, for such length of time after completion of disin- 
fection as the Board of Health may determine. 

231. Vessels of the Fourth Class arriving at Port Eads with sick- 
ness on Ixord shall proceed to the Mississippi River Quaran- 
tine Station, there to undergo thorough disinfection. 

232. The sick with contagious diseases to be thence conveyed to 
the Lazaretto. 

233. .\ll vessels of the FourtJi Class, after completion iJf disinfec- 
tion, shall br detained for such length of time as the Board of 
Health may determine. 

234. ".'Vll vessels arriving from ports known or suspected to be in- 
fected with cholera shall be subjected to maritime sanitation 
and such detention as the Board of Health may determine. 

335. "\ essds arriving from ports aiKi places belonging to the sec- 
ond, third and fourth classes, ;is set forth in the above sched- 
ule, sliall iK)t be allowed to pass the Rigolets. the .Mchafalaya 
or X-ake Charles Quarantine Stations, or other cpiarantine sta- 
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lions which may be hereafter establishetl, without having: un- 
clergone proper maritime sanitation at the Mississippi River 
yuaranline Station. 

236. "Vessels engagvcl in the tropical fruit trade, whose sanitary 
condition and health record are satisfactory, may be allowed 
to pass the Mississippi River Qiiaraniine Station after inspec- 
tion, subject, however, to such reRHlation§ and sanitary treat- 
ment as the Board of Health may prescribe. 

237- "Quarantine officers at the several stations in this State are 
specially charged and re<iuircd to strictly enforce the execu- 
tion of this proclamation, and the State Board of I lealth is 
requested to prosecute vigorously all violators of the same, as. 
well as of the qnarantine laws and regulations of this State. '

Rules and Regulations Governing Vessels Engaged In the ■ 
leal Fruit Trade." 



253. AH vessels engaged in the trojiical Iriiit trade between Central 
American, South .American and West Indian ports and New 
Orleans will he allowed to pass the Mississippi River Quaran- 
tine Station without detention longer than is necessary for a 
tliorough inspectifin b;- ilay hy the quarantine officers, so long 
as a properly accredited medical agent of this lioarcl certifies 
that such ports and places are fr«e from contagious or infec- 
tious disease, and provided said vessels shall strictly conform 
to the fi>llowtng conditions : 

254. They shall not be allowed to hring to this port bedding or 
household effects of any kin<l. 

255. After leaving New * Weans sai<l vessels may take on board 
passengers during any part of their trip, and bring passengers 
to this port as herein provided : 

256. Cabin passengers only will he allowed at the discretion of the 
medical officer. 

257. This officer uuist satisfy himself that the applicant has not 
been in any infected locality in the past thirty days, and that 
none of his effects have been exposed to infection, and further 
such effects shall have been fumigated or disinfected before 
going on board. 

258. Passengers may l>e taken on Ixxtrd from one healthy port to 
another, each of said ports having a medical officer repre- 
senting this board: 

25y. L'nder the same restrictions said passengers may be brought 
to \ew ( )rleaus. 

260- Personal ctTecls of passengers are restricted to personal wear- 
ing apparel, and 

261. Should as nnich as i»ossihlc consist i>nly of clean, recently 
laundried clothing, and 

262. Such effects, together with passengers' trunks. bags, valises or 
baskets must Ije fumigated before being brought on board 

263. Tlie medical officer will refuse to iiermit the bringing of any 
unnsnal or imneccssary amount of baggage. 
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264. It being the purpose nf the Hoard of Health to facilitate the 
affairs of commerce by permitting passenger comnuinication 
whereby business may be transacted in a safe manner, holding 
highest the health of the commnnity; and it is insisted that 
material capable of carrying any possible infection should be 
limited to the least possible amount. 

265. Woolen bags or carpet sacks will be prohibited. 

266. Trunks slionld be of metal, wood or pai>er ; valises oi leather 
or paper. 

267. The medical officer will make a personal inspection of all pas- 
sengers and of every member of the crew just prior lo the 
departure of the vessel, and give a certificate to the master 
of the vessel of the condition of such persons examined, mark- 
ing opposite the name of each person on the list furnished him 
by the officers of the vessel of every person on hoard such 
observations as may seem to him to be advisable concerning 
the condition of said person's present or previous stale of 
health, 

268. Medical officers will im'ariably assist masters of vessels in 
treatment of members of crew or passengers taken sick on 
board vessels and should make notes of such treatment in writ- 
ing, to be sent to the t|uarantine officer at home ports. 

26y. Vessels shall not touch at any infected port 

270. ( .)r have any communication with any vessel during their voy- 
age except in case of distress. 

271. They shall not touch at such ports or stations as are not men- 
tioned in their schedide, which latter shall be communicated to 
the Board of Health. 

272. They shall be required to make a full disclosure when arriv- 
ing at Quarantine .Station of all ports and places they have 
visiteil on their vo>'age. 

273. They may take on bixird a crew of lal»rers after inspection 
by the medical officer and disinfection of clothing of such crew 
for such healthy point where they permanently reside and re- 
main, the crew being as nearly as possible composed of the 
same men. 

274. The captain or other officer may go ashore only for the pur- 
pose of entering or clearing vessels. 
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275- Any further communication with shore or natives will be con- 
sidered a violation of regulations, and vessels in default will be 
treated accordingly. 

276. These vessels shall be cleansed and when necessary disin- 
fected in the City of New Orleans after discharge of cargo. 

277. The expression, "vessels in default will be treated according- 
ly/' occurring in the sixth section of the regulations, has ref- 
erence to the following 

[Kesolutiofi Adopted April 28, 1897.] 

278. Resolved, That hereafter full quarantine restrictions will be 
imposed on all vessels whose officers wilfully attempt decep- 
tion in regard to any case of sickness, or material capable of 
carrying infection, or wilfully disregard the rules and regula- 
tions of the Board of Health ; and such detention will be im- 
posed thereafter on every vessel on which any officer who has 
previously attempted to practice deception is found in any of- 
ficial capacity. 

Contract. 

New Orleans, March 14th, 1898. 

279. The undersigned parties interested in the tropical fruit trade, 
hereby agree and bind themselves that, for the quarantine sea- 
son of 1898 the expense of the Medical Inspection Service at 
either the tropical fruit ports or on board their vessels, shall be 
borne pro-rata and refunded by them to the Board of Health 
as follows:

326. In the opinion of your Committee it is not advisable to make 
further changes in the present regulations, which we deem 
ample to protect this port from the introduction of foreign pes- 
tilence, if strictly carried out by our medical inspectors. We 
can see no objection to the night inspection of fruit ships at the 
Quaranline Station, especially as a second rigorous inspection 
by daylight is made by our Shipping Inspector at New Orleans 
(unless in the opinion of the Chief Quarantine Physician, day- 
light inspection is necessary), before any passenger is per- 
mitted to leave the ship and before any comnumication is 
allowed between the vessel and shore.

333. THE QUARANTINE WYSTEM OK LOUISIANA. 

In order that the quarantine system of this State may be fully 
comprehended by our home people as well as those of our sister 
States, it is deemed advisable to give a full description of the entire 
system, taking each station, together with the rules and regulations 
applying to each, and the pari they serve in the general system, 
seriatim 

The quarantine system of Louisiana consists of four separate 
Stations, viz : The Mississippi River station, located 90 miles below 
the City of New Orleans on the Mississippi River and ift miles 
from the outlet of that river into the Gulf ; the Rigolets station, lo- 
cated 30 miles from the City of New Orleans on the Rigolets or 
outlet of I^ke Pontchartrain into the Mississippi Sound; the At- 
chafalaya station. So miles from the City of New Orleans and 3 
miles east of Morgan City on the Atchafalaya river: the Lake 
Charles station on the Calcasieu river, about 40 miles below Lake 
Charles 
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Thi 



The Lake Charles Station. 

. station was established in 1890, it having come to the 



knowledge of the Board of Health, that vessels arriving from 
Vera Cruz and other infected ur suspected ports in Mexico and 
Central America, did occasionally call at Lake Charles for cargoes 
of lumber, thus making this port a possible point for the introduc- 
tion of contagious or infectious disease. As only a few of this 
class of vessels arrive at this port during quarantine season, it was 
not advisable to establish a fully equipped station and hence only a 
"Quarantine Guard" is employed here, who reports by wire or 
otherwise to the Resident Physician at the Atchafalaya Station. 
Thus this station may be considered as auxiliary to the Atchafa- 
laya Station, both being under the control of the same Quarantine 
Physician. 
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The Atchafalaya Station. 



This station, as noted above, is situated Ho miles from New 
Orleans in a westerly direction, and 3 miles below Morgan City, on 
the Atchafalaya river. It is operated by a Resident Physician 
and one boatman. It serves as a protection to Morgan City and 
surrounding country, which section is traversed by railroads and is 
in daily connection with New Orleans and other portions of the 
State. 



3j6. The Rigolets Station. 

This station guards the entrance to Lake Pontchartrain and 
that approach to the City of New Orleans. It is manned by a 
Resident Physician, two boatmen and a watchman. The shipping 
passing this station consists almost exclusively of vessels engaged 
in the coastwise trade, such as lumber and charcoal schooners, 
lisfiing smacks, etc. Vessels from foreign or infected ports rarely 
attempt to come lo New Orleans through this channel, on account 
of the qitarantine regulations there enforced. 

All the stations above described might be termed "inspection 
stations" for the reason that only vessels in a dean condition, free 
"Wn d/seasc and c^oming from non-quaranlined ports arc given 
P^tiquf ptt these j^tations. Should a vessel liable to quarantine.

arrive at an}- of the foregoing stations, she would be given the op- 
tion of submitting to a detention of forty days with such disinfec- 
tion as is available, or of going to the Mississippi River Station. 
there to be disinfected, in accordance with our improved method 
and undergoing a detention of only Ihree days. It goes without 
saying that al! vessels avail themselves of the alternative of re- 
pairing to the Mississippi River Station for Ireatment. In fact, 
these regulations are so well understood by parties interested in 
the shipping of this port that it is a rare occurrence for a quaran- 
tinable vessel to present itself at any of these minor stations. 



337. The Mississippi River Station- 

This, the principal point where our quarantine operations arc 
centred, is situated 90 miles below the city of New Orleans, on 
the east bank of the Mississippi rver, in a non-inhabited marshy 
country. The quarantine reservation embraces two miles front on 
the river bank. With control of this extent of territory there is 
no probability of any settlements near the quarantine station. In 
other words we claim complete isolation. ■ 

This station consists of three branches, all under (he manage- 
ment and supervision of the Resident Quarantine Physician, viz: 
The main station above described, the lazaretto and an outpost in- 
spection station at Port Eads. The force employed at these differ- 
ent branches consists of a Resident Physician, an Assistant Resi- 
dent Physician, a Superintendent of Disinfection, nine assistants 
to superintendent, one engineer in charge of heat disinfecting ap- 
paratus, one carpenter, four boatmen and a coxswain, one watch- 
man, one laborer, a matron for ihe snwrvision of the disinfection 
of ladies' apparel, a cook, a waiter, a lelegraph operator, engineer, 
captain, fireman and deckhand of tugboat ; all these at the main 
Station. .-Vt the lazaretlo there is a physician, one boatman, one 
nurse and a cook, and should necessity arise, on account of there 
being many cases of sickness in hospital, additional help is em- 
ployed. At Port Eads there is a physician and two boatmen. The 
location of these several branches of this station can be better un- 
derstood by reference to the map. 

Port Eads is directly on the Gulf of Mexico, at the outlet of 
"South Pass" of the Mississippi river, the only pass navigable for 



69 



the larger class of vessels, the jetties extending about i miles into 
the gulf, below the station. The lazaretto is located in Pass a 
L'Outre. an unused outlet of the Mississippi river, about 14 miles 
above Port Eads and 6 miles from the main station in a southwest- 
erly direction. It is about three miles from the highway of com- 
merce and a case of sickness taken there for treatment is as well 
isolated as if it had been removed to a place in midnDcean. 

Infection from this station need not be feared any more than 
from the U. S. Marine Hospital Station on Chandeleur Islands, in 
the Gulf of Mexico. The main station is above all navigable out- 
lets of the Mississippi river. 

A vessel entering the river is boarded at Port Gads by the 
Resident Physician, and if found in good sanitarj' condition, with 
a clean health record or voyage and from a non-quarantinable port, 
is given pratique to the city of New Orleans. A vessel from a 
quarantinable port, though perhaps in good sanitary condition and 
having a clean health record, is ordered to the main station for 
treatment according to the improved plan of Maritime Sanitation 
and detention thereafter in accordance with quarantine proclama- 
tion (Formerly 5 days from the time nf entering the river, but 
reduced in 1891 to 3 days after disinfection. | K vessel found with 
contagious or infectious disease on board or having had same on 
voyage, is at once remanded to the lazaretto, where the sick, if any. 
are removed to the hospital. The Resident Physician at the main 
station is notified and at once repairs to the lazaretto with steam 
tug having fumigating furnace nn board, and thoroughly disin- 
fects the ship with a bichloride of mercury solution of t to 1000, 
and fumigates the hold with sulphurous acid gas. The vessel, af- 
ter fumigation and disinfection, is detained at the station such time 
as the Board of Health may determine. 

If no case of sickness occurs after fumigation and disinfection 
and such detention as had been ordered, the vessel is then allowed 
to go to the main station, for a thorough redisinfection and a 
short detention, and is then given pratique. A vessel which has 
undergone this thorough treatment is regarded as a clean vessel 
(no matter how badly infected previously) free from all danger, 
and allowed to come to our wharves and enjoy all the privileges of 
a vessel that never had even the suspicion of infectious disease on 
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board. Thus far, experience has justified such a course, as in no 
instance iias infectious disease reappeared on hoard of any ves- 
sel which had undergone this treatment. 

Details of the improved method of disinfection and fumiga- 
tion as practised at the Mississippi River quarantine station. 

Heat efficiently applied is universally recognized as the disin- 
fectant par excellence. 

It is to this -agent that we have recourse in treating the cloth- 
ing and bedding, etc., from vessels that come within the scope of 
the questions under discussion. 

The articles to be disinfected are hung on racks suspended 
inside large iron cylinders, through which run numerous coils of 
pipes which convey from a steel boiler the heat necessary to raise 
the temperature in the cylinders to 210 degrees F. of dry heat, 
when steam is allowed to rush direct into the cylinders, rapidly 
raising the temperature to 230 degrees F. of moist heat, at which 
figure it is kept for at least half an hour with pressure on the 
cylinders of about seven pounds to the square incli. 

The articles are thus subjected to a heat of from 210 degree 
to 230 degrees Fahrenheit for a total period of nearly one houij 
and it is found by actual experiment that under this pressure 
thermometers imbedded in the centre of pillows and mattresse 
indicate the same temperature as that of the cylinders. p^oviI^ 
conclusively that the heat penetrates thorougiily all articles 
exposed to its action. 

At the same time that this heat disinfection is being applied a 
force of men is engaged with mercuric chloride solution in wash- 
ing down decks and cabins, and sprinkling all articles that would 
be damaged by heat disinfection. This solution is made of a , 
strength of r to tooo. There is no special skill required in its 
application, care as to thoroughness being the main point to 1 
considered. This solution is contained in a tardt of about f 
gallons capacity, placed at an elevation of about forty-five fee 
The tank is connected with pipes leading along the wharf. B]^ 
means of a nibber hose with nozzle and spray attachments, 
stream of the solution can be conducted and thoroughly applied b 
any and all parts of a ship. 
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■ As this process of disinfection is claimed to be efficient, we 
will now consider the last step — i', e., the fumigation of a ship's 
hold and cargo with sulphur dioxide. 

Owv apparatus consists of a boiter-Uke cylinder containing one 
or more pans, arranged one above the other with air spaces con- 
necting theni aUemalcly at the front and back, whereby the air 
is made to pass over the contents of all the pans. Underneath the 
cylinder is a furnace arranged in the same manner as for steam 
boilers, with ash pan. etc.. which furnace serves to keep the sulphur 
in the first pan in a molten state and the heat from this pan melts 
the sulphur in the pan above. An air-tight pipe from the hold of 
the vessel to be fumigated is connected with the furnace 
immediately over the surface of the bottom pan to supply 
oxygen for the generation of the sulphur dioxide . This 
pipe is provided with a cock for obtaining samples of 
the air. and a valve for regulating its supply to the 
furnace. An eleven-inch discharge-pipe taps the furnace at the 
lop, curving over, leads do\yn into and within six inches of the 
bottom of a reservoir. From the reservoir the gas is drawn by a 
"Sturtevant Fan" through an 8-inch pipe, issuing from the side of 
the reservoir, but having a curved section on the inside reaching 
nearly to the top, and is forced through a lead of pipe, extending 
through the roof of the tug to the pilot-house, and thence to the 
bottom of the ship's hold. It will thus be seen, that as the gas 
entering the reservoir is led nearly to the bottom of the reservoir 
and having to leave again through the curved section of the pipe 
near the top, the direct current is broken and any particles of 
burning sulphur that may enter are apt to be lodged at the bottom. 
Ttie difference of size of pipe of entrance and exit is made with 
a view of having a slow current in and from the furnace to the 
reservoir through the fan; this result naturally following, as the 
same amount of gas must necessarily leave the reservoir through 
the small pipe as comes in through the large pipe, thereby allowing 
longer contact of the air with the surface of the sulphur. 

Vnn will observe we now have a connection between the com- 
partment to be disinfected and the furnace, by which we can keep 
up a continuous current without the admission of any air from the 
outside world. After charging the pans with sulphur, the furnace 




I dosed and the fire started in the box underneath. In a fell 
minutes the sulphur is in a molten state — not burning, because it 
has no oxygen supply; tlien the fan is started, driving a current 
from the reservoir into the hold and producing a return current 
in second pipe from the hold to the furnace. We now have the 
apparatus in full operation, drawing the foul and infected air from 
the ship's hold into the furnace, literally burning it and convert 
its oxygen into SO2 and sending this deadly gas to the bottorad 
the ship. 
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338. Duties of the Officers of the Mississippi River Maritime 

Stations. 

Acts of the Legislature establishing Quarantine at various 
times within the limits of this State created the office of Resident 
Physician for that service established on the Mississippi river; 
and invested it with certain duties entirely independent and beyond 
the rules and ordinances of any other body than itself, the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

These laws put the entire control of quarantine on that river 
into the hands of that officer, by directing that no person should go 
on board 6i any vessel entering the Mississippi river, without his 
consent — they also put the management, control and disposition of 
the sick on board in his hands ; also invest him with power to 
engage and employ suitable persons to conduct quarantine opera- 
tions and to fix their salaries ; and to determine upon the sanitary 
condition of not only the vessels arriving at quarantine but the 
very ports from which they sailed. So absolute is the authority 
conferred upon this officer that the rules and regulations directed 
to be enacted by the Louisiana State Board of Health to carry out 
the principles of quarantine are but the specific details of the 
powers given to the Resident Physician. 

Limitation of action of the Resident Physician is wisely placed 
in the hands of the Board of Health. Thus while it is the duty of 
the Resident Physician to decide what may be an infected vessel or 
port, it lays in the power of the Board of Health to direct him 
what measures of disinfection to employ and what time of deten- 
tion to impose, on vessels arriving in such conditions or from such 
places. The acts of the Legislature direct that the Board of Health 
may enlarge or make more responsible his duties ; but the specific 
instructions from the higher authority decidedly check the Board 
of Health in any measures which might hinder that sway impera- 
tively necessary to him for the successful operation of his respon- 
sible duties. 

In addition to the labors devolving upon him by direction of 
the written statute, there are those just as arduous in the unwritten 
law involving an estimate of human nature and a knowledge of 
human practices. 

Every sick sailor desires to escape the real as well as supposed 
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dangers of a quarantine hospital. Every shipmaster desires to 
avoid every and all detention of vessel and freight. When the 
Quarantine Officer clinihs over the side of a ship and looks upon a 
mustered crew ready for inspection he finds himself facing a 
crowd everv man of which is his natural enemv : and to manv of 
whom, truth is a stranger even in name. 

There follows a personal inspection of every man on board ; an 
examination of the sanitary condition of vessel, cargo and ballast, 
then of her record from statements of master, and entries in ship's 
log, if necessary ; then into the sanitary condition of the ports from 
whence she sailed, as exhibited by the U. S. Consular bills of 
health. From all these data the Quarantine Officer draws his 
conclusion as to the foulness or purity of persons, vessel and port, 
involving often grave questions as to unnecessary delay and im- 
pediment to commerce or insufficient consideration of danger to 
the public health. 

The supervision of the administration of measures of disin- 
fection ; removal and treatment of the sick ; location of anchorage 
of the vessel ; conniiunication therewith in any manner, and the 
host of little details, not only of vessels in transit and in quarantine 
but the maintenance of good order and discipline among the men 
at the station ; their employment and occupation ; the condition and 
repair of the very large plant, grounds and buildings arc matters 
devolving upon the Resident Physician. 

The duties of all other officers in the river (Quarantine Service 
are. and of right ought to be. under the absolute direction of the 
Chief. 

Tile l>oard of Health established some years ago an Inspec- 
tion Station at Port Kads, and placed an officer in charge. This 
officer is annually elected by the P>oard of Health, and his duties, 
in so far as the Board of Health can direct, are to prevent any com- 
munication between vessels entering the mouth of the river and 
f)ersons from shore, before such vessel had been passed \\\K)\\ by the 
Resident Physician. 

This is a very iin|X)rtant and absolutely necessary station, and 
has been of immense service in the successful conduct of Quaran- 
tine. 

( jradnaliy. as the needs of commerce invited, additional inspec- 
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tioh duties were gfiven to him by tlie Resident Physician ; and at the 
present time he is practically acting as an assistant to the Chief, 
being invested by the latter with the same authority as that assist- 
ant, directed by statute, at the main station. 

The Lazaretto, or hospital, is situated some miles away from 
the main station; in Pass a V Outre, and being removed so far away 
requires the presence during the summer months of a physician in 
charge, whose duties are solely to attend such sick as may be taken 
ofiF ship and sent to hospital. 

The procedure of the Louisiana Quarantine service secures 
control of every vessel approaching the mouth of the Mississippi 
river before any possible communication from vessel to shore until 
she has passed through the hands of the Quarantine Officers. 

The first person to approach a ship off shore is the pilot. 
Under the laws of Louisiana this pilot is practically a deputy quar- 
antine officer. He is directed by law to put into the hands of the 
master of every vessel he boards a copy of such extracts of the 
quarantine law as the Board of Health may direct; he is made 
responsible for allowing any communication with that vessel and 
any unauthorized person. 

He proceeds with the vessel to the Quarantine Station at Port 
Eads and delivers her into the control of the Inspector at that 
point, and receives orders from him whether to proceed in prac- 
tique to her destination or to procee<l in quarantine to the main 
station for disinfection or detention of such course as the chief 
officer may direct. 

Arriving, in quarantine we will say, at the main station the 
sick, if any, are taken off and carried to the hospital and placed in 
charge of the hospital physician ; in case of recovery they are care- 
fullv disinfecte<l and sent to the city or sometimes returned to 
vessel ; and in case of death buried in the Lazaretto cemeterv. 

The vessel in the meantime is disinfected and detained in 
accordance with those rules directed by the Board of Health : and 
at the expiration of that period, if after careful examination all are 
found well on board, she is permitted to proceeil about her busi- 
ness. 

The annual proclamation of quarantine issued by the Gov- 
ernor of the State on the recommendation of the Board of Health, 
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is a general order to all the Quarantine Officers directing the rules 
that must be applied to such and such class of vessels from such 
and such class and location of ports and can not be so specific in 
detail as to cover all points, consequently each year there occur a 
number of cases calling for more or less divergence from the 
general rule. In this case it is the duty of the Resident Physician 
to communicate all the facts ascertainable promptly to the Presi- 
dent of the Board. Not infrequently these cases occasion a vast 
deal of responsibility and care upon all concerned ; for, while our 
first duty is to guard the public health, unjust detriment to the 
proper pursuits of our people is a grievous wrong. 

Duties of the ShippinsT Inspector in the City. 

33 9 . The Shipping Inspector is the Special Sanitary Inspector 
for the Shipping in the City of New Orleans. His duties are 
as follows: 
40. During the entire year he exercises general supervision over 
all watercraft arriving and departing. 

341. He is specially charged with the sanitary supervision of ves- 
sels engaged in tlie fruit trade. This supervision, while extend- 
ing over the whole year, is particularly minute and searching 
(luring tlie quarantine season, as indicated in the following 
schedule of duties prescribed for the Shipping Inspector: 

(a) — To supervise, daily, tlie sanitary condition of all fruit ves- 
sels. 
(b) — To supervise the cleansing and fumigation of any vessel on 

which cases of contagious disease may have occurred during 

the voyage, 
(r) — To enforce observance of any order emanating from the 

Board of Health regarding observance of quarantine laws or 

sanitary regulations. 
(d) — To visit, daily, any vessel where susjyicious cases of sickness 

mav occur. 
(c) — To receive a list of crew and passengers each trip during the 

quarantine season. 

342. When any vessel on which suspicious sickness has occurred, 
on the voyage or in quarantine, is released from detention, the 
Shipping Inspector is notified to meet such vessel on her ar- 
rival at her wharf, and keep said vessel under surveillance 
from the time of her arrival in the city.

State and Local Health .^luthorities, and others Concerned: 

In accordance with section 3 of the Act of February 15, 
1893, ^he following regulations are hereby promulgated to pre- 
vent the introduction of contagious diseases into one State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia, from another State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia. Additional regulations 
will be promulgated from time to time, as circumstances demand. 

The regulations of the Department issued August 12, 1893, to 
prevent the spread of yellow fever are hereby rescinded.

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Article I. 

347r ( I ) For the purposes of these regulations the quarantinabl.' 
diseases are cholera (cholerine), yellow fever, smallpox, 
typhus fever, leprosy, and plague.

N'OTIFHATION. 

348 ( I ) State and municipal health officers should immediately 
notify the Supervising Surgeon General of the United States 
Marine F^ospital Ser\'ice, by telegraph or by letter, of the 
existence of any of the above-mentioned quarantinable dis- 
eases in their resfKrctive States or localities.

Article IV. 

YELLOW FEVER. 

350 In addition to the foregoing regulations contained in Article 
III the following special provisions are made with regard to 
the prevention of the introduction and spread of yellow fever. 

(1) Localities infected with yellow fever, and localities contigu- 
ous thereto, should be depopulated as rapidly and as com- 
pletely as possible, so far as the same can be safely done ; per- 
sons from non-infected localities and who have not been ex- 
posed to infection being allowed to leave without detention.

Dear Doctor — The general consensus of opinion is that a 
focus of yellow fever can not be established any place after frost 
has shown there. If anything in epidemiology is established, I 
think this is. 

There seems no sanitary reason, then, for maintaining a quar- 
antine in any place after frost has shown at that place, independ- 
ently of the sanitary condition of other places whether they have 
yellow fever or not, as the place where frost has fallen is not 
infectable. 

I would be glad, then, if you will advise me when you have 
frost, so that I may cease to disinfect freight, etc., and would 
advise the raising of all quarantine at any place when that has 
happened.

362 Recommendations to Housekeepers. 

(a) The greatest danger of recurrence of disease lies in the 
houses, and especially in the bedding, clothing, bureaus^ 
trunks, boxes, etc. 
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(b) Hence the utmost importance for people in whose houses 
fe^'er of any kind has occurred to apply most rigorously, in 
spirit and in letter, the following recommendations : 

(c) All bedding, upholstered furniture, and especially packed 
clothing, should be taken out of doors and spread in the sun 
and wind. 

(d) This should be done in bright, clear, cold weather. 
(^) A single airing is not generally sufficient. 

(f) The house should, at the same time, be thrown open as far as 
possible. 

(g) It is better to be without fires, but it is better to have fires and 
keep the house open, than to be without fires and shut up, the 
house. 

(h) When practicable, leave bedding, etc., out during cold nights, 
but this is not essential. 

(i) Pay special attention to clothing, bedding, etc., packed away 
in trunks and boxes. 

(/) The armoirs, bureaus, boxes, trunks, etc., should be opened, 
and contents spread out as above indicated. 

(k) This should all be done six or seven times, in succession, if 
possible. 

(/) The yards, alleys, etc., must be kept thoroughly clean and 
drained. 

^363 Resolutions Adopted at New Orleans, La., 

December 8, 1898. 



(a) Quarantine shall be and is declared to exist against all places 
infectefl with yellow fever or other quarantinable diseases, 
and whenever relial>le infonnation shall reach the President 
of the State Board that such disease exists in a IcKalitv, the 
President shall take the proper steps to so declare against the 
particular locality infected, and to pre\'ent ingress or ^^ess to 
and fn.>m such localities into the State, or uninfected portions 
of the State, and the President shall call a meeting of the 
entire Board within forty-eight hours thereafter for further 
action thereon. 
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(t) In the event that the Lx)cal Boards of Heahh should fail to 
comply with Section 8 of Act No. 192 of 1898, by isolating 
and reporting any case of contagious or infectious disease 
within twenty-four hours after the same has been diagnosed 
as such, or become known as such, the President of the State 
Board shail, on reasonable and reliable information, by him 
deemed to be such, act in pursuance of the foregoing section, 
in the manner therein provided. 

(c) No Local Board will establish or enforce any quarantine until 
the facts and reasons therefor shall be first submitted to the 
State Board, and said quarantine be thereafter approved, sanc- 
tioned and authorized by the State Board. 

(d) No quarantine, when once established, shall be raised or dis- 
continued except by action and vote of the State Board at a 
meeting called for that purpose. 

(^) A Medical Inspector shall be appointed by the President on 
the recommendation of the members of the State Board resid- 
ing outside of New Orleans, which inspector shall remain in 
the city of New Orleans, when necessary, in order to ascer- 
tain and report cases of contagious or infectious diseases, or 
cases suspicious thereof, to the President of the State Board, 
who shall, thereupon, refer the same to the I^cal Board, who 
shall immediately investigate the same and report the result 
to the President of the State Board, and in the event that the 
Local Board shall fail to act thereon, promptly, the President 
of the State Board shall take charge of the same and proceed 
as authorized by the statute. Said inspector shall be paid a 
monthly salary at the rate of $200, by the State Board, while 
actually employed and until discharged by the State Board. 

(/) The Board shall meet every three months at 12:30 P. M., on 
the first Tuesday of the month, beginning with the first Tues- 
day of Feliruary, 1899. 

(g) The Boards of Health of the States of Alabama, Mississippi, 
Texas, Florida and other neighboring States, are invited and 
earnestly requested to station in the city of New Orleans 
during the summer months medical inspectors to investigate, 
examine into and report to their respective boards the exist- 
ence or non-existence of contagious or infectious diseases in 
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367c. Resolution adopted May 15th, 1899: In the event that Yel- 
low Fever occurs in any locality beyond the limits of the State 
of Lx)uisiana, the President is empowered at his discretion, to 
impose quarantine and refer his action to the Board for ap- 
proval. 



CHAPTER IV. 



REGULATIONS CONCERNING THE REPORTING 
OF CASES OF CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 



N, B, The Regulations of the State Board of Health marked by a star 

are Obligatory, 



368 The phrase "contagious disease'' shall be held to include all 
persons sick, affected, or attacked by or of a disease of an in- 
fectious, contagious, or pestilential nature (more especially, 
however, referring to cholera, yellow fever, smallpox, diph- 
theria [including membranous croup], ship or typhus, and 
scarlet fevers, and also including any new disease of an infec- 
tious, contagious, or pestilential nature), and also any other 
disease publicly declared by this Board dangerous to the pub- 
lic health. 

♦369 Every physician in said city shall, at all times, cause his or her 
name, office and residence, and also his or her kind and class 
of practice, to be registered within the Board of Health, and in 
a manner according to the regulations prescribed by this 
Board. 

*37o Every physician shall report to the Board of Health, in writ- 
ing, every person having a contagious disease (and the state 
of his or her disease, and his or her place of dwelling, and 
name if known), which such physician has prescribed for or 
attended for the first time since having such a contagious dis- 
ease, during any part of the preceding twenty-four hours. 
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371 Not more than two reports shall be required in one week con- 
cerning the same person. 

*372 Every attending or practising physician thereat, must, at hi» 
peril, see that such report is or has been made by some attend-^ 
ing physician. 

*373 It shall be the duty of each and every practising physician to* 
report, in writing, to the Board of Health, the death of any of 
his patients who shall have died of contagious or infectious 
disease, within twenty-four hours thereafter, and to state in 
such report the specific name and type of such disease. 

*374 Every keeper of any boarding-house, or lodging-house, and 
every inn-keeper and hotel keeper shall, within twenty-four 
hours, report, in writing, to the Board of Health the same par- 
ticulars in the last section required of any physician, concern- 
ing any person being at any of the aforesaid houses or hotels, - 
and attacked with any contagious disease. 

*375 The master, chief officer, and consignee, or one of them, of 
every vessel not being in quarantine, or within quarantine 
limits, but being within one-fourth of a mile of any dock, 
wharf, pier or building of said city, shall daily report to the 
Board of Health, or cause to be reported, in writing, the condi- 
tion of any person being in or on such vessel, sick of any con- 
tagious disease, and shall therein state the name and particulars- 
of the contagious disease. 

'•'376 It shall be the duty of every person knowing of any individual 
sick of any contagious disease, and the duty of every physician 
hearing of any such sick person, who shall have reason to 
think requires the attention of this Board, to at once report the 
facts to the Board of Health in regard to the disease, condi- 
tion and dwelling-place, or condition of such sick person. 

*377 No person shall interfere with or obstruct the entrance, inspec- 
tion and examination of any building or house by the inspec- 
tors and officers of this Board when there has been reported 
the case of a person sick with contagious disease therein, or sup- 
posed to be. 

*378 No person shall interfere, obstruct, mutilate or tear down any 
notices of this Board posted in or on any premises.

♦384 Nor shall he allow any such body to be placed in any coffin 
or casket unless the body has been thoroughly disinfected and 
wrapped in a sheet saturated with a proper disinfecting solu- 
tion, and the coffin or casket be immediately and permanently 
sealed. 

♦385 Nor shall he assist in the public or church funeral of any such 
person. 

*386a Any person or persons failing to report as above specified 
shall be punished by fine or imprisonment. 

*3866. When a Local Board or the State Board suspects the 
presence of a contagious disease in a house or place, and the 
physician or the head of the family refuses to permit a Medical 
Inspector of the Board, or an Expert of the Board to examine 
the case, the Board shall quarantine the premises and prevent 
egress and ingress until the request of the Board is complied 
with, and until the Board has practised disinfection and deten- 
tion to its satisfaction; and it shall immediately apply 10 the 
courts for an order that the proper w-rit be issued to gain admit- 
tance to the infected or suspected premises and access to the 
patient, all upon the plea that a contagious disease is a nuisance. 

*387 Upon receiving the report of the first Suspicious or Positive 
case or cases of Contagious Disease, the Local Health Officer 
• shall at once visit the case, with or without the Attending Phy- 
sician, and, if necessary, appoint one or more experts, chosen 
among the reputable and experienced physicians of the locality, 
to examine the case or cases and establish the diagnosis. 

♦388 In any consultation a majority shall rule. 

♦389 If two declare the case suspicious, it must so be reported. 

♦390 If one decides it suspicious and the other decides it not suspic- 
ious, a third reputable physician must be appointed as expert. 

*39i If one decides it suspicious and the other two decide it not 
suspicious, it shall not be reported. 

*392 If two declare it suspicious and one declares it non-suspicious, 
it shall be so reported as suspicious. 

*393 The same rules decide whether or not a case is a genuine case 
or not. 
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*394 The report shall be in writing, and signed by all the physicians 
who participated in the investigation. 

*39S No case of quarantinable disease reported to the President of 
the State Board of Health shall be accepted by him unless cor- 
roborated by one or two experts of the State Board of Health. 
(Resolution adopted August 31, 1898.) 

396 The State Board of Health has provided for the city of New 
Orleans a Commission of Medical Experts for the diagnosis of 
the first cases of cholera or yellow fever. 

397 The idea was to form a tribunal composed of gentlemen 
chosen from the highest rank in the medical profession, inde- 
pendent of the Board of Health. 

398 Any two or more members of this Commission being called 
upon in consultaition are competent, with the attending physi- 
cian, to render a diagnosis, which must be accepted. 

399 It is not to be critically traversed by the Board. 

400 The Commission is a Court of highest appeal whose decisions 
are final. 

401 If there is unity of affirmation of a case as cholera or yellow 
fever, it must be so reported. 

402 If there is one dissenting voice and two affirming, believing, 
or suspecting a case as cholera or yellow fever, the case must 
be accepted by the Board of Health as suspicious. 

*403 All cases reported to the Board of Health as Suspicious or 
Positive, must be reported at once to the various State Boards 
of Health, or State Health Officers. 

*404 The folloii'ing Groups of Symptoms sftall be considered to 
indicate Yellow Fez'cr. 

405 Group I — A j)erson after a sudden attack has fever of one 
paroxysm, attended with marked congestion or blood stasis of 
capillaries of surface, conjunctivae and gums, with a history 
of probable exix>sure to infection, and no histor}' of a previous 
attack of yellow fever. 

406 Group 2 — A person after a sudden attack has a fever of one 
paroxysm, followe<l by usual prostration, albuminous urine, 
yellowness of conjunctivae or skin, and having no positively 
authenticateil history of previous attack of yellow fever. 

407 Group 3— A person has a fever of one paroxysm, albuminous 
urine, black vomit, suppression of urine, general hemorrhagic 
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teiulency under circumstances where exposure to infection is 
a possibility. 

4C8 Suspicious Cases of Yellow Fez'er — The following symptom^ 
associated with fever of one paroxysm in a patient who has 
been apparently exposed to infection, and has never had 
yellow fever shall be held to justify in either of the six follow- 
ing cases a suspicion of this disease, viz.: i. Suddenness of 
attack either with violent pain in the head and back, injected 
eyes and face, or with marked congestion of the superficial 
capillaries. 2. Want of that correlation between pulse and 
temperature usual to other forms of fever. 3. Albuminous 
urine. 4. Black vomit. 5. General hemorrhagic tendency. 
6. Yellowness of skin. 

409 The folloiving cases shall also be suspicious: 7. Any casa 
respecting which reputable and experienced physicians disa- 
gree as to whether the disease is or is not yellow fever. 
8. Any case respecting which efforts are made to conceal its 
existence, full history and true nature. 

410 In the event of death of a suspicious case a post-mortem ex- 
amination should be made, when practicable. Both before 
and after death, yellow fever is specially and pre-eminently 
characterized by the fact that it is par excellence a hemorrha- 
gic fever, marked by capillary congestion and its sequelae, 
hence post-mortem evidence of a general hemorrhagic ten- 
dency in internal organs, especially in the digestive, in prefer- 
ence to the urinal tract, shall be held to confirm the suspicion. 

41 1 Extracts from the proceeding's of the National Conference of 
State Boards of HeaUh, at the Third Annual Meeting, held at 
Toronto, Canada, October 4, 1886: 

412 Whereas, It is necessary for the protection and preservation 
of the public health that prompt information should be given 
of the existence of cholera, yellow fever and smallpox ; be it 
(a) Resolved, that it is the sense of the National Conference 
of State Boards of Health that it is the dutv of each State, 
provincial and local Board of Health in any locality in which 
said diseases may at any time occur to furnish immediately 
information of the existence of such diseases to Boards of 
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Health of neighboring provincial States, and to the Local 
Board in such States as have no State Board. 

(b) Resolved, That upon rumor or report of the existence 
of pestilential disease, and positive, definite information 
thereon not being obtainable, from the proper health authori- 
ties, this Conference recommends that the health officials of 
one State shall be privileged and justified to go into another 
State for the purpose of investigating and establishing the 
truth or falsity of such reports. 

(c) Resolved, That whenever practicable the investigations 
made under the preceding section shall be done with the 
co-operation of the State or local authority. 

(d) Resolved, That any case which presents symptoms seri- 
ously suspicious of one of the aforesaid diseases, shall be 
treated as suspicious, and reported as provided for in cases 
announced as actual. 

(e) Resolved, That any case respecting which reputable 
and experienccfl physicians disagree as to whether the disease 
is or is not pestilential, shall be reported as suspicious. 

(i) Resolved. That any case respecting which efforts arc 
made to conceal its existence, full history and true nature, 
shall l>e deemed suspicious and so acted upon, 
(g) Resolved, That in accordance with the provisions of the 
foregoing resolutions, the Boards of Health of the United 
States and Canada represented at this Conference do pledge 
themselves to an interchange of information as herein 
provided. 

413 The object and the advantage of the Board itself reporting the 
cases reporteil is to tell the truth, to forestall the lies, the false, 
exaggerated ami damaging rumors that would follow should 
the case be reported by irresponsible and disreputable parties 
who have access to the record book of the Board of Health, 
which is a public institution, and as such must hold its records 
accessible to all who call to inspect them. 

414 For the same reasons it is best to use the telegraph instead of 
the mail in reporting the cases to the other Boards of Health. 

♦415 In case of Suspicious or of Positive diagnosis, the Local 
Health Authorities shall at once isolate the case, as per Regu- 
lations contained in "Instructions to Medical Inspectors." 
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4i6 The Local Health Authorities may call on the President to 
send an Expert of the State Board. 

*4i7 The Local Health Authorities shall communicate the facts by 
the most expeditious means at hand to the State Board of 
Health, together with the information as to what steps have 
been taken by the Local Board to isolate and care for the 
same. 

418 On receipt of such information by the said Board of Health, 

the President of said Board shall, if he deems the emergency 

, sufficient and necessary, send one or more expert physicians to 

be selected by him, and corroborate the diagnosis of the disease. 

♦419 The State Board, or its President, shall at all times keep in 
readiness one or more Medical Inspectors, and nurses, together 
with medicine, clothing, bedding, appHances, tents and other 
necessary paraphernalia, so as to repair to any locality in the 
State that applies to it for assistance upon the outbreak of a 
contagious disease. 

*420 The Local Authorities shall keep up the work at their own 
expense after it has been started. 

'421 The Towns or Parishes where the disease occurred shall re- 
imburse the State Board for all expenses incurred for that 
purpose. 

♦422 The Local Board shall from time to time communicate the 
progress of the disease or cases to the State Board. 

*423 Also all new cases as they develop. 

*424 All such cases shall be recorded by the Secretary in a special 
book. 



CHAITER V. 



LAWS AND REGULATIONS CONCERNING THE 
MANAGEMENT OF CONTAGIOUS DISEASES.

The BeguUUums qf the 
Slate Board marked by a star are also obligaiory. The others are 
recommendatory and educationaL Each Local Board wiU adopt 
those which it thinks best suited for its local conditions. 



ACT No. 85, 1892. 

An Act to i»rovcnt tiic Spreatl oi Leprosy, and to provide for the 
Treatment oi same, and fi^r l<<>lation of persons afflicted with 
said disease, and penalties for non-compliance with the pro- 
visions i>f this act, 

425. Ski'tion 1. He it cniictcd by the General Assembly of the State 
of Lvniisiaiui. Tliat whereas, the disease known as leprosy, 
which is contaminating' and dangerous to the public health and 
weifarc, exists in this State, and that |)ersons afflicted with said 
disease aro [Kmiitteil to Ik at lai^e, thns endangering public 
health.

420. That ail jxts^mis afflicteii or suffering with said disease of lep- 
rosy sliall l>e ci»ntinetl in an instittition isolateil and used for 
the irt*atnient oi said iliseasc. and 

427. It shall \k' a misdemeanor for any one to liarlK»r a leper or 
lejxTs. and 

428. The jK-nalty n.i l>e iiniK>sevl ii|kmi any one liarboring said leper 
or lepers and refusing 10 commit them to the care of said insti- 
tutk»n. shail. on conviction l>efore any committing magistrate iif 
tliis State. I>e subiect u^ a tine of not less than five dollars nor 
more tlian twenty-five dollars, or imprisiniment for a term not 
exceeding thirty days : 
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420. Said fine shall go to the support of said institution, and 
430 Said party sc found to be a leper shall be committed to said in- 
stitution. 
43 T. That whenever it shall be made known to the Judge of the 
District Court, by the petition and oath of any individual, that 
any person afflicted with leprosy within his district ought to b^ 
sent to or confined in said institution, 

432. It shall be the duty of said Judge to issue a warrant to bring 
before him in chaml>er said person so afflicted with leprosy, and 

433. After proper inquiry into all the facts and circun^stances of 
the case, if, in his opinion, he ought to be sent or confined in 
said institution, he shall make out his warrant to the sheriff of 
the parish, commanding him to convey said leper to said insti- 
tution, 

434. For which duty the sheriff shall have the right to demand the 
same fees as are now allowed bv law for the convevance of in- 
sane persons to the State Insane Asylum, 

435. Which shall be paid out of the parish treasury upon the order 
of the District Judge. 

436a And likewise all other expenses previously incurred in bring- 
ing said person before the District Judge. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc,. That the buildings and 
institution situated in the citv of New Orleans, in this State, 
now used or that mav hereafter be selected or directed to be 
used for the care of and treatment of leprosy, under a contract 
with the city of New Orleans, by virtue of Ordinance No. 5785, 
passed and adopted on the 31st day of March, 1891, shall be the 
institution to which lepers shall be sent and committed under the 
penalties provided for in section 2 of this act. 

ACT No. 80 OP 1894. 

To Provide for the Api)ointment of a Board of Control for the 
Leper Home, and to Provide for the Care and Treatment of 
Persons so Afflicted with Leprosy. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, 
4366 That a Board of Control for the Leper Home, consisting of 
seven members, to be appointed by the Governor of the State, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
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437- Whose duty it shall be to provide for the proper care, treat- 
ment and maintenance of all persons in the State of Louisiana 
who are now or may hereafter be afflicted with leprosy, and 

438. For that purpose they shall be authorized to arrange for a 
contract with any responsible physician, skilled in care and 
treatment of such disease, for the care, treatment and mainten- 
ance of all such persons so afflicted ; that 

439a Said board shall have power to remove for cause said con- 
tracting physician, and annul his contract, and to enter into a 
new contract with any other physician, in accordance with Act 
No. 85 of the Session of 1892. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., 

4396 That the sum of five thousand dollars be and the same is here- 
by set apart for the purposes of repairing or constructing and 
improving such buildings as may be necessary for the purposes 
of said institute. 

Sec. 3. Be it further ena<:ted, etc.. That the sum of ten 
thousand dollars per annum be and the same is hereby appro- 
priated for the purpose aforesaid, and 

440. The Auditor is hereby authorized to warrant monthly for the 
said amounts on the order of the President of said board, coun- 
tersigned by the Secretary of same. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc.. That as soon as practicable 
after the apix)intment of said board they shall meet and organ- 
ize by selecting a President and Secretary, 

441. Whose duties shall be prescribed by said board. 

442. All vacancies, whether by death, resignation or otherwise, on 
said board, shall be filled by the Governor. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That the amount of ap- 
propriation provided for herein shall take effect and be avail- 
able from and after the organization and appointment df said 
board, and 

443. Whose salaries shall be fixed by said board, and after the elec- 
tion of said physician having been certified to by the Secretary 
of State. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of 
laws in conflict herewith be and the same are hereby repealed.

444b. Cases of Contagious Diseases should be managed according 
to the Regulations laid down under the title of "Instructions to 
Miedical Inspectors and to Health Officers for the Manage- 
ment of Cases of Yellow Fever, etc/^ 

445. The Local Health Authorities should conform thereto as much 
as> possible and put the same in operation. 

*446. The State Board of Health or its President, if necessary, shall 
in$truct the Local Authorities as to what additional steps, if, 
any, shall be taken to further isolate the case and prevent the 
spitead of the contagion or infection therefrom. 

*447. it shall require that the Local Health Authorities shall im- 
mediately conform thereto and put the same in operation. 

♦448. In the event that such Local Health Authorities shall fail or 
neglect to so act within a reasonable time, or in so acting, shall 
fail to do so in a manner satisfactory to the State Board or it** 
President, the State Board or its President shall take charge of 
the caae and manage the same through its own officers and em- 
ployees. 

*449. All expenses, costs and charges incurred in the management, 
contro and supervision in such cases shall be borne and paid by 
the pa^'ish, town or city in which the cases may be. 

*450. On ihe failure of a parish or municipality to reimburse the 
State ]feoar(l the amount of its expenditure, incurred in such 
cases, the State Board shall have the right to proceed by writ of 
mandanius in any Court of competent jurisdiction to compel the 
payme^it of the same. 

*45i. In cfise that any parish, town or city or any portion thereof 
shall fcjecome infected with any contagious or infectious dis- 
ease to such an extent as to threaten the spread of such disease 
to the other portions of the State, the State Board of Health, or 

its President, shall issue its proclamation declaring the fact and 
ordering it in quarantine. 

♦452. It shall order the Local Boards of Health in other parishes, 
cities and towns to quarantine against said locality. 

*453. Intercourse with such localities shall be permitted under the 
Atlanta Regulations. 
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454. Localities, adjacent and remote, shall require Health (Jertifi- 
cates as per the Atlanta Regulations from all persons wishing to 
enter their territory. 
' *455- If any other of the non-infected portion of the State desires to 
add to the regulations, rules, terms and conditions already en-» 
forced by the State Board, they may do so on approval of the 
State Board of Health or its President. 

*456. When a locality is considered rid of a contagious disease, the 
State Board or its President shall send there an expert to es- 
tablish the fact before ordering the quarantine raised. 

457. All suspicious cases shall be investigated by the Expert. • 

458. Any case of sickness in die locality which the Expert ivishes 
to examine shall be shown to him by the Attending Physician or 
the head of the family, and he shall have the right of examining 
the same. 

459. If any practising physician called upon fails to report to tho 
Expert or to make a sworn statement, the quarantine shall not 
be raised. 

460. If the Expert is refused to examine any case in any house 
which he requests, the quarantine shall not be raised. ] 

461. If after thorough investigation the Expert reports tne locality 
free from disease the quarantine shall be raised. > 

462(7. Xo investigation shall be undertaken until eight pays have 
elapsed since the recovery or death of the last case of the con- 
tagious disease. 

462/7. In every nublic hospital and dispensary in a city, ^fhere shall 
be provided and maintained a suitable room or rooms and place 
for the temporary isolation of jxirsons infected with ^ontagiou^ 
diseases, who shall immediately l>e separated from* the other 
persons and other patients at such dispensary or hospital. 

463. It shall be the duty of the physician or physicians, 6f the offi- 
cers, managers and of every one in charge of a hosptial or dis- 
pensary, and of every one who has any duty or office in respect 
to i)atients in the course of treatment, or persons who apply fof 
treatment or care at a dispensary or hospital, to see that a report 
is immediately made to the P>oard of Health of every person in- 
fected with a contagious disease who comes to their knowledge, 
and that such person or i)ersons so infected are properly isolated 
and kept separate from other persons and other patients.

466. H|ive ready, body clothes for patients, towels, bedding, tubs, 
gerpiicides, as will be needed by the nurses, in suitable quanti- 
ties' for a dozen cases. 

467. Have a special conveyance ready to instantly answer summons 
to take a case to a special place. 

468. Secure in advance vacant houses for patients and for suspects. 

469. Act at once. 

470. Act quickly, but determinedly and quietly. 

471. Take with you to each house for the inmates to be disinfected: 
a2 bath robes of thick white smooth cotton of assorted sizes. 
112 night shirts with collars, ditto of assorted sizes.

476. Inimunes should always be selected for sanitary' work and foff 
removing:, when possible. 

477. Maiuii^enient of Cases that can be TransportedU with 
a View of Stampini: out the Disease. 

478. When jx)ssible. transpc>rt the patient to a special isolated place. 

479. Tlie earlier the cases are transported, the less injurious. 

480. There is no special risk in moving him during the first" two or 
two and one-half days, before the period of calm. 

481. The i>atient must be transported on a stretcher, laid, if jiossible, 
on a wire netting covered with can\'as or rubber cloth, and in a 
^Ai spring conveyance. \ 

*482. ^!attre*:ses and quilts may be used, but should be bumee after 
use. - 

*483. i^lanket?, sheets and coverlets of cotton should be used k^ pre- 
ference, to Ix' disinfected later in bichloride. 

484- li the weather h c<x>l, a light blanket sliould be used, to be dis- 
iniVcled later in bichloride. 

483. The patient must be carried, and must be kept l>*ing ^o\vn, 
w ith his head low. from his l>ed to the convevance and frdm the 
conveyance to the l>ed in the special place. * 

486. I le must not 1>e allowe<l to make any exertion to help himself. 

487. The patient must under no circumstances be allowed to w^dk 
or vj stand, nor even to sit in the conveyance, especially if;mark- 
cdlv sick. i 

*488. The susj)ects comprise the inmates of the house, the .people 
wlio have entered and left the house since the patient wai taken 
sick, the inmates of the neighboring houses, especially those to 
the leeward. >, 

*489. The laundress wlio washes the clothes for the inmates aiAd also 
the other jxxjple whose clothes she washes. These last* clothes 
must Ije located and disinfected. 

*490. \ ou will do all in your power to trace and find out all |he sus- 
pects and make a list of them. 
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*49i' Disinfect their clothing. 

492. They should be prevailed upon to go to some suitable non-in- 
fected place, preferably to some non-infected region. 

*493. These people must be kept under observation until the period 
of incubation of ten days is past, so that if one sickens it may be 
immediately known and provided against. 

*494. The house in which the patient has been taken sick and the 
yards, drains and gutters must be thoroughly disinfected as de- 
scribed further. 

*495. Place a cordon around the town or around the group or 
blocks of houses liable to be infected. 

*496. Make daily a house-to-house inspection to find out if other 
cases have developed. Keep a list of the occupants of each 
house and check each in person. 

497. Management of the First Cases that can not or will 
not be Transported, with a View of Stamping Out the 
Disease. 

498. When the patient can not or will not be transported, insist alt 
the more to induce the suspects to leave the house. 

*499. Place a Sanitary Inspector within the premises. 

*500. He will prevent egress and ingress of all persons. 
*50i. The inmates of the house will be subjected to the rules men- 
tioned above. 

*502. Place special card on the front part of the house as a warning. 

♦503. During the time of preparation of the room for the patient, 
keep the other inmates in the other apartments of the house. 

*S04. Give them disinfected clothing in place of theirs. 

♦505. Disinfect their own clothing in one of the smaller rooms with 
formaldehyde gas from a generator, according to instructions on 
the card that accompanies each generator, or with sulphur, as 
described further.

*52o. Instructions to the Nurse Regarding the Antisepsis 
of the Room for Preventing Contagion and Spread. 

521. The room is the true battlefield; the fight must be made and 
won in it. The success depends upon destroying the germs 
emanating from the patient's excretions, and located in the 
clothing, bedding, bedpan, etc., before they turn to dust, which 
dust will then infect the air of the room and then the whol^ 

« 

house. 

522. Until the air of the room is infected there is no risk of con- 
tagion. 

523. No detail, ever so small, must be overlooked. 

524. A professional trained nurse is usually the best attendant, but a 
willing, intelligent and active person in good health, especially 
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541 • Have ready a large tub, one-third full of solution of bichloride 
of mercury, i-iooo. When pouring in the water count the 
number of gallons and add bichloride of mercury and muriatic 
acid, as indicated above to each gallon. 

542. To prepare a solution of i to 500, add 2 drachms of each to the 
gallon of water, instead of one. 

543. Have pails and pitchers always full of clear water. 

544. No heavy woolen articles must be used fpr any purpose ; use 
no quilts ; but coverlets of cotton. 

545. Should the weather be cool, a light blanket and woolen sockai 
may be used. 

546. Mattresses, quilts, heavy woolen articles, etc., which have been 
used, must be burned at once. 

547. All clothing and bedding and light blankets which has come in 
contact with the patient must at once be placed in an acid solu- 
tion of bichloride of mercury, i to 1000. 

548. This applies also to handkerchiefs, towels, rags used for 
cleaning and sponging the patient, and for any other purpose. 

549. The clothing and bedding shall at once be placed in the germi- 
cide solution upon being taken from the patient or the bed. 

550. Clothes with colors should not be put in any solution of acid 
bichloride, because it will cause the colors to run. 

551. They must be placed in a solution of i drachm of bichloride to 
a gallon of water, to which is added one drachm of ammonium 
chloride. 

552. To place them in a 2 per cent, solution of carbolic acid is best ; 
the odor will gradually wear off. 

553- When the tub is full of clothes, let the contents stand sub- 
merged for five hours. 

554. Then wring the clothes slightly, enough to prevent dripping, 
and put aside for the laundry. 

555. The water from this tub of soiled linen can be emptied into the 
gutters. 

556. Wash the tub with a bichloride solution, inside and outside. 

557. Fill the tub again one-third full with bichloride solution as 
above. 

558. Bulky articles (blankets, quilts, mattresses), when partially 
soiled, must be washed where soiled with bichloride, sponged 



and kept saturated with a bichloride of mercury solution of I 
to 500. 

559. If extensively soiled, they must he burned at once, 

560. Walls, bedsteads, furniture, floors, etc., where contaminated, 
must be scrubbed, and the soiled places soaked with a strong 
germicide solution. 

561. The clothing, bedding, etc., must never be shaken; they must 
be gently handled and with care. 

562. The room must not be swept, but sprinkled and rnopped with a 
soluiion of bichloride of mercurv, i to 1000. 

563. The water used to sponge or wash the patient, or to rinse hi* 
mouth, must be treated at once with an equal amount of a 
bichloride solution, i to 500. 

561. Let it stand for five hours and then throw in gutter. 

565. Also the water from the washings and moppings. 

566. The patient's clothing and bedding must be changed at least 
once daily ; twice daily is better ; place them at once in the ger- 
micide solution. 

567. Change rubber cloth over mattress with each change of bed- 
ding. Wash out with bichloride solution. Hang it out in the 
sun. 

56S. Clothing and bedding must be changed at once if soiled bv 
feces, urine, or vomiting ; but with great care and without rais- 
ing the ixitient, especially if he is markedly sick. 

569. The sputum on handkerchiefs, rags, etc., must be disinfected 
with sj^ecial care. C se no spittoons, but a cup or a plate. Treat 
sputum with an acid s(/:ution of bichloride of mercury, i to 500, 
prepared as explained al)ove. Let it stand eight hours before 
throwing it in the closet or into the gutters. Better use rage 
and l)urn them. 

570. The urine must be treated with an equal amount of a I to 500 
acid solution of bichloride, and allowed to stand for five hours. 
Then it can be emptied into the closet. 

571. The chamber or urinal must be washed with a bichloride solu- 
tion, inside and outside. 

57?. Jt shall be ke])t at all times full of the same solution. 

573. The feces must be treated in a like manner if very liquid. 

374. The chamber <>r bedpan must be treated as described above. 
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575- Soft or solid feces had better be burned. Build a small wood 
fire in the yard, and when in full blaze throw the feces on it in 
sniail quantities at the time. 

576. All vomited matter shall be disinfected by adding to it an equal 
volume of a I to 500 acid solution of bichloride of mercury; 
allow to stand for five hours and empty. Clean vessel inside and 
outside with a solution of bichloride of mercury. 

577. Keep vessel filled with this solution. 

578. The water used in washing anything about the room must be 
treated as indicated above. 

579. The mops must be wrung out in a solution of bichloride, i to 
1000. 

580. The glasses, plates, spoons, etc., used alx>ut the room must be 
disinfected by boiling. 

581. The nurses* clothing must \ye also changed twice daily; the 
underclothes once daily ; all these clothes must be placed also in 
the germicide solution. 

582. The nurse must keep her hands aseptic all the time by wash- 
ing them in carbolic acid, 3 per cent., or bichloride of mercury, I 
to 3000, every time she touches the patient or soiled things. 

583. Instructions to Nurses Attending Yellow Fever 
Patients, Subject to the Orders of the Attending Phy- 
sician. 

58.^. Patients must not try to resist or fight yellow fever. As soon 
as they feel sick they must lie down at once and stop taking any 
foocl.of any kind, liquid or solid, except pure ice water. 
Patients who disregard this important rule aggravate their cas^ 
verv much. 

585. Give the patient no medicine of any kind. 

586. Give an enema of plain cold water. Use a fountain syringe. 
Stop the flow- as soon as the patient complains of fullness or un- 
easiness or when the patient has taken a quart of water. 

587. Keep the room well ventilated. 

588. But in the early fall look out for cold evenings, cold nights, 
cold mornings; guard against sudden changes; they are dis- 
astrous to the patient. 
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589. Keep the patient always lying down.- Do not allow hini to sit 
in bed, much less to get out of bed, to stand, to walk. He must 
use the urinal and bedpan lying in bed. The more sick, the 
more rigorously this rule must be enforced. Many lives have 
been lost by the disregard of this rule. 

590. Let the patient drink all the pure water he wants, provided it 
does not lay on his stomach. Be sure the water is pure. Give 
him from two to four ounces every half hour. Moderately iced 
water is beneficial. 

591. Vichy water is best. 

592. No lemonade, no other kinds of drinks must be allowed. 

593. Give the patient no food of any kind, neither liquid nor solids 
no milk, no broth, no Ducro, no elixirs, no tonics. 

59 1. For headache, bathe head and face with cold water, adding ice 
if necessary. 

595. If the lips and teeth are dry, smear them with fresh white vase- 
line or fresh cold cream. 

596. If the eyelashes and lids are dry, treat them likewise. 

597. The lay nurse must familiarize herself with the use of the ther- 
mometer by studying the printed instructions that accompany 
each thermometer when sold. 

598. Do not place thermometer in the mouth after the patient has 
been drinking. Wait ten minutes. 

599. If the patient is nauseated, place the thermometer in the axilla; 
place it well in the bottom of the hollow. Leave it there five 
minutes. Add one degree to obtain the temperature that would 
have been obtained in the mouth. 

600. Apply thermometer every two hours. 

601. // the temperature exceeds 103 degrees, sponge the zvhole sur-- 
face of the body with zvater. 

602. Use a towel well saturated with water, but not dripping. 

603. Sponge first the head, face and neck. Pass the towel slowly all 
over ten times. Then sponge the upper limbs in like manner 
in front and behind. Then the zvhole back, from head to anus, 
in like manner. The back is most important. Then the chest 
and stomach. Then the lower limbs in front and behind. 

604. Apply the thermometer, and if the temperature has not gone 
down to 102 deg. or loi deg., sponge the whole body over again 
as above indicated. 
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605. Apply the thermometer, and if the temperature has not gone 
down to 102 deg. or loi deg., place a chunk of ice in the water 
and sponge the whole body over again. 

606. Apply the thermometer, and if the temperature has not falleik 
to 102 deg. or loi deg., keep up the sponging, applying the 
thermometer every twenty minutes. 

607. // the fever is not reduced, give an enema of ice zvater, about a 
tumblerful, or as much as the patient can retain. 

608. Repeat every twenty minutes until the temperature yields, or 
until the patient has taken six enemata. 

609. // the fezer is not reduced, place the patient in a bath of ordi- 
nary cold zvater. It is preferable not to use the bath tub, but, 
instead, place a large piece of oil or rubber cloth 6 by 8 under 
the patient ; get assistants to raise the edges and corners so as 
to make a deep hollow. A proper frame to support the edges 
can be readily built. Pieces of tape secured to the cloth and tied 
to the frame will do away with one-half, at least, of the assist- 
ants. Pour in water gradually so as to cover the surface of the 
body, and proceed as indicated below. 

610. He must be lifted in the bath ; he must not help himself in any 
way, nor sit straight. 

611. Keep the head wet. 

612. At the end of fifteen minutes apply the thermometer. 

613. If the thermometer has fallen to 102 or loi deg., remove the 
patient from the bath. He must be lifted out ; he must not help 
himself in any way. 

614. If the temperature has not decreased, leave the patient in the 
bath for fifteen minutes longer, and if the temperature has then 
decreased, remove him out of the bath. 

615. // the temperature has not decreased, place tzvo pounds of ice in 
the bath. 

616. Keep the patient in the bath until the temperature lias de- 
creased to 102 or 10 1 deg. 

617. Whenever the thermometer rises at any time and under any 
circumstafices to 105 or 105.4 deg., there is danger. Place the 
patient at once in a bath zvith three pounds of ice, and keep him 
in the bath until the temperature has gone down to 103 or 102 
deg., then remove him. 
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6i8. IVIicii the temperature rises to 104^ 105, or 106 deg., the patient 
must be put again in the bath, even if his skin feels cold. 

619. When the' sponging or bathing are over, and the patient is re- 
placed in his bed, the temperature must be taken every hour ; if 
it rises again, the sponging and bathing must be resorted to as 
described above. 

620. Write down the temperature whenever it is taken, noting the 
hour at which it is taken, on a sheet of paper, one sheet for each 
day. Number and date the sheets and preserve them. 

621. Count the pulse and respiration at the same moment and writtf 
them down on the sheet. 

622. In cases wliere no thermometer is available, a fair idea can b^ 
had of the temperature of the patient by laying the palm of the 
hand on the patient's stomach and holding it there for thirty 
seconds. Restlessness of the patient and headache are also 
signs of increasing fever and call for sponging. 

623. Should the fever turn out to be of another kind than yellow 
fever, this sponging and bathing is also most beneficial. 

62 1. /;/ case the stomach shows intolerance or irritability, nausea or 
vomiting, stop giving anything by the mouth except small 
pieces of crushed ice to cool the mouth. Place a mustard |X)ul- 
tice on the pit of the stomach, use half fresh mustard and half 
corn meal. L^^t it stay on several hours. Place a chunk of ice 
in a thick-folded towel and place it under the nape of the neck 
Be careful to wrap the ice in a thickly -folded towel lest it may 
cause gangrene of the skin. 

625. If the mustard poultice seems to do no good replace it by a 
chunk of ice wrapped u]) in the middle of a thickly- folded towel. 

626. (live patient an enema of one-haif tumblerful of ice water every 
hour, to be retained, to make up for the suppression of liquids 
of all .sorts by the mouth. 

627. Gi'i'C the patient an enema of plain cold zvater once daily during 
his sickness to secure a passage or cleanse the bowel. Use a 
fountain syringe. Stop the flow as soon as patient complains of 
fullness or uneasiness, or when he has taken in a quart of water. 

628. riana^ement of Convalescence. 

629. When the fever has left the patient, but not until then, feeding 
must be begun, but with the utmost care. 
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630. After grave cases specially , great caution must be observed; 
many patients have had relapses and many have died from to<J 
early and too full feeding. Patients are clamorous for food. 
Resist them. Beware of solid food specially. 

631. The first day following the disappearance of the fever give 
them one tablespoon ful of pure milk every two hours. 

632. On the second day, two tablespoonfuls every two hours. 

633. On third day, two tablespoonfuls every hour. 

634. On fourth day, four tablespoonfuls with a teaspoonful of good 
whiskey in the milk every two hours. 

635. On fifth day, half glass of milk or half a cup of broth every 
two hours. Whiskey in milk or in water and sugar every two 
or three hours. 

636. On sixth day, same, add an egg boiled very soft. 

637. On seventh day add a small piece of steak or chicken twice 
daily. 

638. On eighth day add Irish potatoes or light vegetables to food. 

639. On ninth day, gradually return to normal diet. 

640. Be slow and careful. Do not give too much at each time, but 
give oftener. 

641. Should the patient complain of heaviness or burning at the 
stomach, or nausea generally, give one-half the quantity or less. 

642. Light cases may be fed more freely after the second day after 
the fever has left, especially on liquid food. 

643. If stomach shows intplerance and irritability or nausea or vom- 
iting, proceed as explained above in such cases. 

644. Disinfection of Patient After Recovery. 

645. The disinfection of the patient after recovery must be done by 
washing him ail over the Ixxly with a solution (tepid) of 
bichloride of mercury, i to 1000, followed by a wash with alco- 
hol or bay rum or cologne water. 

*646. Preparation of Corpse for Burial— Funeral. 

647. The corpse for burial shall be wrapped up in a sheet, saturated 
with a solution of bichloride of mercury, i to 500. 

648. All should be done as simply and quickly as possible. 

649. No funeral sermon shall be held in the house, but at the cem< 
etery. 
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650. One or two members only of the family may accompany the 
remains to the cemetery. 

651. No clergyman, no friends or acquaintances shall be allowed to 
do so. 

652. The draperies from the hearse shall be removed. 

653. After the removal of the body the room shall be disinfected. 

«654. Disinfection of the Room in Which the Patient Has 
Been Sick. 

655. The disinfection of the room after recovery or death, must be 
thorough. 

656. Burn mattresses and quilts. 

657. Immerse in bichloride all fabrics that have not been already 
immersed. 

658. Wash floors and furniture with bichloride or 5 per cent, car- 
bolic solution. 

659. Be sure that no bedding, no clothes, etc., from the sick room is 
used in any other room until they have been thoroughly disin- 
fected. 

660. Toys, lx)oks, etc., used by the patient must be burned. 

66 r. Wlhen a steam chamber is obtainable it is the best means of 
sterilizing fabrics. 

662. Treat the room with formaldehyde gas or sulphur. 

663. Disinfection of the Room with Sulphur. 

664. All drawers and doors of furniture 'should be opened, and all 
fabrics that do not admit of other treatment should be opened 
out as much as possible and suspended in the room. 

665. The room should be closed and made as tight as possible by 
stopping all oi)enings in floor, walls, chimney and cracks near 
windows and doors. 

666. CVovices can be closed by pasting strips of paper (old news- 
paper ) over them with a paste made of flour. 

66j. Stretch ropes across the room and hang and spread clothing, 
bedding. Anything folded or packed or damp will not be dis- 
infected. 

668. After the room has been thus prepared, roll sulphur should be 
burned in the nxnn. three pounds to 1000 cubic feet of air space, 
or about nine pounds to an ordinary r<x)m. 
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'669. The sulphur should be placed in an iron pot, and this placed on 
bricks in a tub with about one inch of water in the bottom. 

'670. This precaution is taken to guard against accidents, as the sul- 
phur is liable to boil over and set fire to the house. 

•671. The sulphur is easily ignited by sprinkling alcohol over it, and 
then lighting it, or by placing kindling pine in the |X)t crosswisa 
and piling the sulphur on the lighted pine. 

672. The apartment. should be kept dosed fifteen hours, and then 
opened up and well ventilated. 

673. After this ventilation the walls, floor, ceiling and furniture 
should be well sprinkled with mercuric chloride solution, i to 
1000, and afterward washed down with warm water. 

674. If the walls are papered the paper should be torn off and 
burned ; if the walls are plastered they should be given a coating 
of whitewash made with lime and the bichloride solution. 

.675. Disinfecting the Room with Formaldehyde Qas. 

676. A disinfecting crew is composed of four men, one of whom is 

desig^ted as the captain. 
-677. A wagon shall convey to the infected house the disinfecting 
crew and the following materials : 
One formaldehyde generator in good working order and prop- 
erly equipped. 

1 1 gals, formaldehyde and calcium chloride solution, prepared 
as follows: 

12^ lbs. calcium chloride. 

3 gals, water. 

8 gals, formalin sol., 40 per cerit. 
I gal. kerosene oil for use in generator lamp. 
I pint wood alcohol.

1 lot paper for pasting.

i4^ oz. ammonium chloride.

3 oz. mercuric chloride.

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Chlorinated lime, 50 lbs.

3 doz. screw hooks. 
I coil stout wire. 

1 coil manila rope. 

2 rakes. 
2 hoes. 

2 shovels. 
2 brooms. 

1 wheelbarrow. 

2 mops. 

2 spray pumps. 

2 spray cans, 2^ gals, capacity each. 

I gal. measure. 

I pint measure. 

4 wooden pails, 2^ gals, capacity each. 
4 caps of cotton. 

4 suits of overalls of cotton duck. 
4 pairs rubber boots. 
67S. On arriving at the infected house the captain of the crew wilt 
announce their arrival to the inmates of the house. 

67Q. On the captain devolves the duty of explaining the contem- 
plated work to the head of the household. 

680. The captaiti will do all the talking necessary for the disinfect- 
ing crew. 

681. The men of the crew must not hold anv conversation with the 
inmates of the house. The work must be done quietly and care- 
fully. 

682. On gaining admittance, the captain and his men will proceed to 
an outbuilding or in the rear yard where they will divest them- 
selves of their street attire and don their disinfecting clothing. 

683. A man thus dressed will have on a cloth cap, overalls and rub-' 
ber boots. 

684. The captain will then enter the house and locate the infected 
and other rooms that are likely to have been infected. 

685. The men will prepare the germicidal solutions; the formalde- 
hyde generator, the paper, paste^ etc. 
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686. The patient will be invested with non-infected clothing and re- 
moved to a non-infected room. 

687. The other occupants, including the nurse, will be treated in the 
same manner. 

688. All the garments that have been doflfed by tlie patients, nurse 
and inmates of the house must remain in the infected room until 
<lisinfection has been completed. 

689. In the event that no such room is available on the premises, a 
rear room or shed is disinfected with a spray of formalin solu- 
tion, 40 per cent., and when thoroughly dry, the i)aticnt, luirse. 
and inmates of the house are removed to this prepared room 
or shed. 

690. The captain will then calculate the air space of the various 
rooms to be disinfected. 

691. The generator is then properly charged. 

692. One gallon of the formalin-calcium chloride solution will make 
4 per cent, saturation of 25,000 cubic feet of air. 

693. The captain can give orders to charge the generator with more 
than this ratio so as to allow for leakage through the floors and 
ceilings. 

694. Whenever the mattress, cari)et, rugs and mattings, or any other 
goods, arc soiled from fecal matter, urine, vomit or sputum, or 
blood, the soiled goods are wrapped in a sheet saturated with a 
mercuric chloride solution, i to 1000, and carried into the vard 
or street and burned. 

695. One package each of 1^ ounces mercuric chloride and i^ 
ounces ammonium chloride to \2\ gallons water approximates a 
I to 1000 solution. 

696. The sheet need not be burned, but nuist he returned to a tub 
containing the mercuric bichloride solution, i to 1000. 

697. The burning of these goods must be done under the constant 
supervision of one of the men. 

698. These goods must be thoroughly saturated with coal oil and 
burned from the top. 

699. If the carpets, rugs, matting, etc., are not soiled, they must be 
saturated with the mercuric chloride solution and hung in the 
yard to dry. 

700. All the openings are then tightened. 
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701 . All crevices are then pasted over with paper, stid paste fnade of 
flour. 

702. This paste must be made with cold water, as it is easier to re- 
move when so made. 

703. Any dejecta of the patient that may have reached the floor or 
walls nujst lie mopped with a i to 500 solution of mercuric 
chloride. 

704. Three ounces mercuric chloride to 12^ gallons water approxi-^ 
mate a i to 500 solution. 

705. The draperies of the bed and room, white blankets, quilts, pil- 
low slips, and the washable clothing of the patient, nurse and 
inmates of the house must be placed in tubs of mercuric chloride 
solution, I to 1000. The colored blankets, quilts and bedding 
must be placed in separate tubs of the same solution. These 
goods, still in the tubs, must be removed \o the yard and remain 
in the solution for six hours. 

706. If there are two mattresses, one end of the top one is thrown 
over the footboard of the bed and the other end supported on 
chairs. The other is permitted to remain in position. The pil- 
lows and bolsters arc set up loosely on chairs. 

707. The brads and screw hooks are advantageously placed for 
stretching the wire and ropes as required. 

708. All the goods of the room are then taken from the armoirs, 
trunks, etc., and placed loosely on these wires and ropes. 

709. The door of the room is finally closed and the cracks pasted 
over with ihe pasting material. 

710. The nozzle of the generator is then inserted in the keyhole of 
the room. 

71 1. When the generator shows forty pounds pressure on the gauge, 
the valves are opened and the room chaVged with tlie steam of 
the formaldehyde calcium chloride solution until all that has 
been calculated to be used has been converted into steam and 
thrown into the room. 

712. Efforts should not cease until a 4 per cent, saturation of the 
room is approximated. 

713. Other rooms decided on as likely to have been infected are 
treated in ihe same manner. 

714. The captain will then paste the keyholes and keep the various 
rooms thus treated closed for six hours. 
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*7i5- Disinlectins: of Yards, etc. 

716. The captain will then order his men to proceed to the yard, 
where disinfection will now be practised. 

717. Under the house will demand special attention. 

718. If any foul or offensive material of any kind be found, it i^ 
raked out with hoes, rakes and shovels, and immediately re- 
moved to the yard or street and burned. Pour coal oil on it iii 
moderation and light with care. 

719. Mould and mildew must be removed everywhere, also rotten 
wood. 

720. If stagnant water is found, same should be disinfected with 
chlorinated lime and drained away. 

721. The foiuidation of house should be sprayed with mercuric bi- 
chloride solution, I to 500. 

722. The ground under the house should then be dusted with chlor- 
inated lime. 

723. The vault is then disinfected with a to per cent, solution chlor- 
inated lime (2 pounds to a bucketful of water will give a 10 per 
cent, solution). 

724. One bucketful to a small vault, 2 bncketfuls to a large vault 
are used. 

725. If the vault is full or defective, proper notices arc given at once. 

726. The yard is raked thoroughly behind outbuildings, privies, 
sheds, etc. 

^2^, All chips, debris of wood, paper trash, garbage, etc., are heaped 
in a pile and burnt. What is not combustible must be thor- 
oughly saturated with mercuric chloride solution, 1 to 300. 

728. Plants in the yard nuist not be sprayed with the mercuric chlo- 
ride solutioii, but the ground from which they grow must be 
sprayed with solutfon, i to 500. 

729. The drains are cleaned and examined for defects. 

730. The yard is then sprayed with a solution of bichloride of nier- 
cur)', I to 500, and the drains with a 10 per cent, solution 
chlorinated lime. 

731. The sidewalks are treated in the same way. 

732. The gutters around the square are cleaned and flushed freely 
with water, and chlorinated lime dusted in them. 

733. The adjoining premises are disinfected in the same way ex- 
cept that the houses are not entered. 
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734- T^^^^ inipleiiients that have been used in the work are now 
washed with a mercuric chloride soUition, i to looo, and re- 
turned to the wagon. 

733. The men then retire to the outbuilding and remove their disin- 
fecting clothes and saturate them with mercuric solution, i to 
1000. 

736. They then invest themselves in their street attire, wrap theid 
disinfecting clothing in bundles and take their departure. 

7}^*j, The captain must return six hours later and open up the disin- 
fected rooms. 

•738. Management of Cases of Yellow Fever When the Dis* 
ease can not be Stamped Out. 

739. If ihc disease can not be stamped out, then the Sanitary In- 
spector must be removcfl and sanitation restricted to quarantin- 
ing of the RX)m, house and neighborhood ; to the maintenance 
of disinfection and detention camps, relay camps, etc.

< WTien Patients and Suspects can be prevailed upon to go to a 
Camp, this is the iKsst for all concerned. 
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75^- There must then be established : 

752. A FfT'er Camp, with two or more Patients' Tents with all 
equipments ; one or two Nurses' Tents ; one Doctors' Tent. 

753. A Suspect Camp — or Probation Camp, distant from the fever 
and not in the direction of the wind, with a sufficient number of 
tents, cots, kitchen, etc. 

754. A Disinfecting Tent, with all the necessary clothes, apparatus, 
etc. 

755. A Detention Camp, with a sufficient number of tents to accom- 
modate the people wishing to leave an infected place. 

756. A Camp for the Guards, of the Camp and of the Locality. 

757. Relay Camps for the Railroad and Steamtoat Traffic of the 
Locality. 

758. In each: Storage Tent; Reception Tent, 

759. Situation and Aiwangemknt of Camps.* 

760. A high shady green plot of ground should be selected for th^ 
location of a detention camp. 

761. It should be freely supplied with water, and drainage should be 
made efficient if nature has not provided for it. 

762. The sanitary arrangements should be completed before ''sus- 
pects" are taken into camp. 

^63. These arrangements apply particularly to the digging of vaults 
in convenient places for the collection and disposal of garbage. 

764. Food, bedding, etc., should also be provided before any **sus- 
pects^' are received. 

765. Everything should be provided to make the camp comfortable. 
•766. The camp must be placed in absolute charge of a physician. 

767. He must always reside in the camp. 

768. He must be empowered to hire and discharge the necessary 
help, and there must not be any appeal from his decision in these 
matters. 

769. The tents or cabins should as far as practicable be arranged in 
rows or streets 20 to 30 feet wide.

949&. Items Which flust Be Ready in Advance. 

950. Have few nurses ready at a moment's notice. 

951. Have ready, body clothes for patients, towels, bedding, tubs, 
germicides, as will be needed by the nurses, in suitable quanti- 
ties for a dozen cases. 

952. Have a special conveyance ready to instantly answer summons 
to take a case to a special place. 

953. Secure in advance vacant houses for patients and for suspects. 

954. Act at once. 

955. Act quickly, but determinedly and quietly. 

956. Take with you to each house for the inmates to be disinfected : 
12 bath robes of thick white smooth cotton of assorted sizes. 
12 night shirts with collars, ditto assorted sizes. 

12 pairs of pants, ditto. 

12 skirts, ditto. 

12 skirts, ditto, for children, of assorted sizes. 

12 bath robes, ditto. 

12 night shirts, ditto. 

957. Bring paper, paste, etc. 
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976. In all cases clean the whole house thoroughly, also the yard, 
drains, gutters. Mould and mildew must he renK>ved every- 
where. Remove rotten wood about the place. Clean under the 
house and behind cisterns. Burn all rubbish that can be burned. 
Disinfect yard and gutters with chlorinated lime or copperas. 
Use two pounds to a pail of water. Disinfect the privies in the 
same way. Clean also the surrounding premises. 

977. Manai^ement of Cases That Cannot or Will Not 

Be Transported. 

978. When transportation to a special isolated place is not possible, 
place a Sanitar>^ Inspector within the premises. 

979. He will prevent egress and ingress of all persons. 

980. The inmates of the house shall be subjected to the rules men- 
tioned above. 

981. Place special card on the front part of the house as a warning. 

982. During the time of preparation of the room for the patient, 
keep the other inmates in the other apartments of the house. 

983. Give them disinfected clothing in place of theirs. 

984. The Sanitary Inspector will see that the inmates which must 
go in and out remove their clothes when they come in. and leave 
their clothes in a room remote from the sick room. 

985. Expose these clothes to the air as much as possible, all the time, 
until needed to go out the next day. 

986. If needs be, provide them with cheap clothes to wear in the 
house while the street clothes are being aired, or vice versa.

*997. Instructions to the Lay Nurse Regarding the Anti- 
sepsis of the Room for Preventing Contagion and 
Spread. 

998. The room is the true battlefield ; the fight must be made and 
won in it. The success depends upon destroying the germs 
emanating from the patient's excretions, and located in the 
clothing, bedding, bedpan, etc., before they turn to dust, whicH 
dust will then infect the air of the room and then the \vhole 
house. 

999. Until the air of the room is infected there is no risk of con- 
tagion. 

1000. No detail, ever so small, must be overlooked. 

100 1. A professional trained nurse is usually the best attendant, but 
a willing, intelligent and active person in good health, especially 
an immune, can quickly and efficiently train for this special 
work. . 

1002. The nurse should be provided with a copy of these instruc- 
tions and be made to study and understand the spirit and lettef 
of these instructions. 

1003. It is by following these instructions strictly that during the 
epidemic of 1897 in the city of Xew Orleans the inmates of the 
Yellow Fever Hospital, Touro Infirmary and Hotel Dieu were 
not affected by the fever, although many were non-immune. 
When cases of fever occur under these circumstances, they are 
exceptional and are due to some disregard of some instruction. 

1004. Select the most favorable room in the house. 

1005. Remove from it all unnecessary furniture, rugs and the 
ornaments. 

1006. Have it scrubbeil and cleaned generally and promptly. 
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1007. If the bedding is not clean, or has been used for some previous 
disease, bum it, and use new mattress, bar, sheets, etc.

1009. Then place the patient in the bed. 

Quarantine the room and impose silence in and arotmd the 
room. 

101 1. One or other member of the family shall be admitted into the 
room at the time. 

1012. He shall wear clean cotton or linen overclothes. 

1013. He shall remain in the room as little as possible if the patient 
is very sick. 

1014. His minister may visit him daily for ten minutes. 

J015. Have alzvays ready a gallon of carbolic acid solution, 2 per 
cent.; this is prepared by adding 2 J ounces carbolic acid to I 
gallon of water. 

1016. Have always ready one gallon of solution of bichloride of 
mercury, i-iooo. 

1017. This is prepared by adding i drachm of bichloride of mer- 
cury to a gallon of water, and adding also i drachm of muriatic 
acid. 

Have ready a large tub, one-third full of solution of bichloride 
of mercury, I -1000. When pouring in the water count the 
number of gallons and add bichloride of mercury and muriatic, 
as indicated above to each gallon.

1020. Have pails and pitchers always full of clear water. 

102 1. Xo heavy woolen articles must be used for any purpose; use 
no quilts ; but coverlets of cotton. 

1022. Should the weather be cool, a light blanket and woolen socks 
mav l)e used. 

023. Mattresses, quilts, heavy woolen articles, etc., which have 
been used, must be burned at once. 

%, All clothing and bedding and light blankets which has come 
contact with the patient must at once be placed in an acid 
tion of bichloride of mercurv. 1 to 1000. 
his applies also to handkerchkeis, towels, rags used for 
ling and sponging the patient, ^t\d ior any other purpose. 
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1026. The clothing and bedding shall at once be placed in the germi- 
cide solution upon being taken from the patient or the bed. 

1027. Clothes with colors should not he put in any solution of acidt 
bichloride, because it will cause the colors to run. 

1028. They must be placed in a solution of i drachm of bichloride 
to a gallon of water, to which is added one drachm of ammon- 
ium chloride. 

1029. To place them in a 2 per cent, solution of carbolic acid is best ; 
the odor will gradually wear off. 

1030. When the tub is full of clothes, let the contents stand sub- 
merged for five hours. 

103 1. Then wring the clothes slightly, enough to prevent dripping, 
and put aside for the laundry. 

1032. The water from this tub of soiled linen can be emptied into 
the gutters.

1040. The water used to sponge or wash the patient, or to rinse hi4 
mouth, must be treated at once with an equal amount of a 
bichloride solution, i to 500.

1043. The patient's clothing and bedding must be changed at least 
once daily ; twice daily is better ; place them at once in the germi- 
cide solution.

1048. It shall be kept at all times full of the same solution. 

1049. The feces must be treated in a like manner if very liquid. 

1050. The chamber or bedpan must be treatal as described above. 

1 05 1. Soft or solid feces had better be burned. Build a small wood 
fire in the yard, and when in full blaze throw the feces on it in 
small quantities at the time. 

1052. All vomited matter shall be disinfected by adding to it an 
equal volume of a i to 500 acid solution of bichloride of mer- 
cury; allow to stand for five hours and empty.

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I059- Instructions to Lay Nurses Who May Have to Treat 
a Yellow Fever Patient in Default of a Physician. 

1060. Patients must not try to resist or fight yellow fever. As soon 
as they feel sick they must lie down at once and stop taking any 
food of any kind, liquid or solid, except pure ice water. Patients 
who disregard this important rule aggravate their case very 
much. 

1061. Give the patient no medicine of any kind. 

1062. Give an enema of plain cold water. Use a fountain syringe. 
Stop the flow as soon as tlie patient complains of fullness or 
uneasiness or when the patient has taken a quart of water. 

1063. Keep the room well ventilated. 

1064. But in the early fall look out for cold evenings, cold nights, 
cold mornings ; guard against sudden clianges ; they are disas- 
trous to the patient. 

1065. Keep the patient always lying down. Do not allow him to sit 
in bed. much less to get out of bed, to stand, to walk. He must 
use the urinal and bedpan lying in bed. The more sick, the 
more rigorously this rule must be enforced. Many lives have 
been lost by the disregard of this rule. 

1066. Let the patient drink all the pure water he wants, provided it 
does not lay on his stomach. Be sure the water is pure. Give 
him from two to four ounces every half hour. Moderately iced 
water is beneficial. 

1067. Vichy water is best. 

1068. No lemonade, no other kinds of drinks must be allowed. 

1069. (jiye the patient no food of any kind, neither liquid nor solid, 
no milk, no broth, no Ducro, no elixirs, no tonics. 

1070. For headache, bathe head and face with cold water, adding 
ice if necessary.

107 1. If the lips and teeth are dry, smear them with fresh white 

vaseline or fresh cold cream. 

1072. If the eyelashes and lids are dry, treat them likewise. 

1073. The lay nurse must familiarize herself with the use of the 
thermometer by studying the printed instructions that accom- 
pany each thermometer when sold. 

1074. Do not place thermometer in the mouth after the patient has 
been drinking. Wait ten minutes. 
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I075- If the patient is nauseated, place the thermometer in the 
axilla ; place it well in the bottom of the hollow. Leave it thera 
five minutes. Add one degree to obtain the temperature that 

would have been obtained in the mouth. 

1076. Apply thermometer every two hours.

1082. Apply the thermometer, and if the temperature has not failed 
to 102 deg. or loi deg., keep up the sponging, applying the 
thermometer every twenty minutes. 

1083. // the fever is not reduced, give an enenia of ice water, about! 
a tumblerful, or as much as the patient can retain. 

1084. Repeat every twenty minutes until the temperature yields, or 
until the patient has taken six enemata. 

1085. // the fez'cr is not reduced, place the patient in bath of^ 
ordinary cold zmter. It is preferable not to use the bath tub, 
but, instead, place a large piece of oil or rubber cloth 6 by 8 
under the patient ; get assistants to raise the edges and corners 
so as to make a deep hollow ; pour in water gradually so as to 
cover the surface of the body, and proceed as indicated below.

1093. Whenever the thermometer runs at any time and undei any 
circumstances to 105 or 105.4 deg., there is danger. Place the 
patient at once in a bath with three pounds of ice, and keep him 
in the bath until the temperature has gone down to 103 or 102 
deg., then remove him. 

1094. When the temperature ruses to 104, 105, or 106 deg., the 
patient must be put again in the bath, even if his skin feels cold. 

1095. When the sponging or bathing are over, and the patient i* 
replaced in his bed, the temperature must be taken every hour ; 
if it rises again, the sponging and bathing must be resorted to 
as described above. ^ 

1096. Write down the temperature whenever it is taken, noting the 
hour at which it is taken on a sheet of paper, one sheet for each 
day. Number and date the sheets and preserve them. 

1097. Count the pulse and respiration at the same moment and 
write them down on the sheet. 

1098. In cases where no thermometer is available, a fair idea can be 
had of the temperature of the patient by laying the palm of tM 
hand on the patient's stomach and holding it there for thirty 
seconds. Restlessness of the patient and headache are also signs 
of increasing fever and call for sponging. 

1099. Should the fever turn out to be of another kind than yellow? 
fever, this sponging and bathing is also most beneficial. 

1 100. In case the stomach shows intolerance or irritability, nauseal 
or vomiting, stop giving anything by the mouth except small 
pieces of crushed ice to cool the mouth. Place a mustard poul- 
tice on the pit of the stomach, use half fresh mustard and half 
corn meal. Let it stay on several hours. Place a chunk of ice 
in a thick- folded towel and place it under the nape of the neck. 
Be careful to wrap the ice in a thickly-folded towel lest it may^ 
cause gangrene of the skin.

Resist them. Beware of solid food specially. 

1107. ^^^^ fi^st ^^^> following the disappearance of the fever g^ve 
them one tablesp<X)nful of pure milk every tw^o hours. 

1 108. ( )n second day, two tablespoonfuls every two hours.

1121. The disinfection of the patient after recovery must be done by 
washing him all over the body with a solution (tepid) of bichlo- 
ride of mercury, i to 1000, followed bv a wash with alcohol or 
bay rum or cologne water. 

1 122. Be particularly certain that no bedding, no clothes, etc., from 
the room is used in any other room unless it has been disin- 
fected thoroughly. 

1 123. Toys, books, etc., used by the patient shall be burned. 

1 124. Burn sulphur in the room, as indicated below. 

^1125. Preparation of the Corpse for Burial — Funeral. 

1 1 26. The corpse for burial sliall be wrapped up in a sheet, saturated 
with a solution of bichloride of mercury, i to 500. 

1 127. All this should be done as simply and quickly as possible. 

1 1 28. No funeral sermon shall be held in the house, but at the 
cemetery. 

1 1 29. One or two members only of the family may accompany the 
remains to the cemetery. 

1 130. No clergyman, no friends or acquaintances shall be allovyed 
to do so. 

1 13 1. The draperies from the hearse shall be removed. 

1 132. After the removal of the body sulphur shall be burned in the 
room and house for twelve hours. 

*ii33. Disinfection of the Room in Which the Patient Has 

Been Sick. 

1 1 34. Sulphur shall be burned in the sick room and adjoining roofns, 

1 135. All drawers and doors of furniture should be opened, and all 
fabrics that do not admit of other treatment should be opened 
out as much as possible and suspended in the ro(^m. 

1 1 36. The room should be closed and made as tight as possible by 
stopping all openings in floor, walls, chimney and cracks near 
windows and doors. 

J 1 37. Crevices can be closed by pasting strips of paper (old news- 
paper) over them with a paste made of flour. 
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1 1 38. After the room has been thus prepared, roll sulphur should be 
burned in the room, three pounds to 1000 cubic feet of air 
space, or about nine pounds to an ordinary room. 

1 139. The sulphur should be placed in an iron pot, and this placed"- 
on bricks in a tub with about one inch of water in the bottom. 

1 140. This precaution is taken to guard against accidents, as the 
sulphur is liable to toil over and set fire to the house. 

1 141. The sulphur is easily ignited by sprinkling alcohol over it, 
and then lighting it, or by placing kindling pine in the pot cross- 
wise and piling the sulphur on the lighted pine. 

1 142. The apartment should be kept closed fifteen hours, and thert 
opened up and well ventilated. 

1 143. After this ventilation the walls, floor, ceiling and furniture 
should be well sprinkled with mercuric chloride solution, i to 
1000. and afterward washed down with warm water. 

1 144. If the walls are papered the paper should be torn off and 
burned ; if the walls are plastered they should be given a coating 
of whitewash made with lime and the bichloride solution. 

1 145. Recommendations to Physicians inexperienced ii» 
the Treatment of Yellow Fever with Res:ard to the 
Use of Medicines. 

1 146. Beware of the use of strong medicines. 

1 147. At the onset administer a fnild purgative: calomel, salts,^ 
castor oil. 

1 148. Be sure it is mild : do not repeat it. 

1 149. When the headache or backache is unbearable and resists the 
cold sponging, give five grains of phenacetine. 

T150. Do not repeat it more than once if absolutely necessary. 
151. When the fever goes down and the patient shows weakness, 
use digitalis str}xhnine hypodermatically, but with caution. 
I. Use no other medicines.

ir54^. Exposure of Infected Persons or Things. 

IIS4C. No person shall, unless by a permit of the Board of Healthy 
carry or remove from one building to another any patient 
affected with any contagious or infectious disease. 

1 155. Nor shall any person, by any exposure of any individual so 
affected, or of the body of such individual ; 

1 156. Or of any article capable of conveying contagion or infection ; 

1 157. Or by any negligent act connected with the care or custody 
thereof ; 

1 158. Or by a needless exposure of himself or herself, cause or con- 
tribute to the spread of disease from any such individual or dead 
body. 

1159a. Importation of Infectious Substances, Persons or 

Things. 

11596. No i>erson or article, liable to propagate a dangerous disease, 
shall be brought within the limits of this numicipality, unless by 
the special permit and direction of the Board of Health. 

1 160. Any one having knowledge that such person or article has 
been brought within such limits shall immediately notify the 
said board thereof. 

1 161. Any violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
subject the offending party to a penalty. 

1 162. No principal or superintendent of any school, and no parent, 
master or custodian of any child or minor (having the power 
and authority to prevent) shall permit any child or minor having 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, small-pox or any dangerous, infectious, 
or contagious disease, or any child in any family in which any 
such disease exists or has recently existed, to attend any public 
or private school until the Board of Health shall have given its 
permission therefor, nor in any manner to be unnecessarily 
exposed, or to needlessly expose any other person to the takingj 
or to the infection of any contagious disease. 

1 163. No person shall, without a permit from the Board of Health, 
carry, remove, or cause or permit to be carried or removed, any 
person sick with infectious or contagious disease, or remove 01^ 
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cause to l>e removed any such [)erson from any building or ves- 
sel to any other building or vessel or to the shore, or to or from 
any vehicle in any part of the city. 
1 164. Nor sliall any person, by any exposure of any individual sick 
of any contagious disease, or of the body of such person, or by 
any negligent act connected therewith, or in respect of the care 
or custody thereof, or by a needless exposure of himself, cause 
or contribute to, or promote the spread of disease from any such 
person, or from any dead body. 

1165a. Prevention and Control of Small-Pox, Scarlet Fever, 

Diphtheria and Measles. 

1165^. The following are the requisites for suppression of conta- 
gious diseases : small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria and measles 
are contagious diseases. 

1166. (a) An individual to contract either of them must come in 
contact with the germs of the disease in one of the following 
ways : 

1 1 67. (b) Exposure to one ill of the malady. 

1 168. (c) Exposure to fabrics, l)edding, clothing, stuffed furniture, 
carpets, toys, books, etc.. containing the germs of the disease. 

1 169. (J) Entering a room infected with the germs of the affection. 
IT70. (r) Neither of these diseases is disseminated by the atmos- 
phere outside of the infected domicile. 

To prevent the spread of these diseases in households or com- 
munities, the following measures are indispensable : 

1 17 1. Isolation. 

Every person known lo have contracted either of these maladies 
should be promptly isolated from all members of the household, 
and 

1 172. Only such persons as are actually necessary to care for the 
patient should Ik* aHowed to enter the rcKMU. 

Preparation of the r<.x)m: 

1 173. As soon as the disea.se is discovered, the patient should l>e 
confined to one room. 

1 174. All clooTs opening from the sick room into other apartments 
shouUl l)e locked and a sheet enveloping the entire door frame 
down to the floor should be closelv tacked over everv (l(X)r lead- 
ing into another room. 
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1 175- Promptly remove the carpet or matting and all stiiflfed furni- 
ture, books, etc., from the room. 

1 176. Next remove from the wardrobe, bureau and washstand, 
every article not necessary for the care of the patient while ill. 

1 177. The danger of such articles being affected is practically nil if 
removed immediately that the disease has shown itself upon the 
patient. 

1 178. It is well to thoroughly "air' such articles as are promptly 
removed from the sick room. 

1 179. It is unsafe to remove articles which have remained in the 
room twenty-four hours after the disease has manifested itself 
iu the patient. 

ii8oa (f) If possible, the patient should be placed in a room on 
tlie upper floor of the dwelling, and one into which the sun can 
shine directly. 

1180^. (g) Sunlight and fresh air are nature's great germicides. 

1 181. (h) The room should constantly receive a liberal supply of 
fresh air. 

1 182. (1) The bed being so located as to protect the patient from 
currents of air or drafts blowing upon him. 

1 183. T;) In cold weather the temperature of the room must be con- 
stantly maintained at or near 70 degrees F.. and this tempera- 
ture ascertained by a thermometer kept in the room. 

The bed should be specially prepared. 

If a feather bed is in the room it should be removed at once and 

substituted bv a cotton mattress. 

Over the mattress a rubber sheet should be fastened to protect 

the entire upper surface and sides of the mattress. If this be 

done the mattress can be maintained in a cleanly condition and 

will obviate the necessity of destroying it after the patient's 

recovery. 

1184(7. Xtrsics 

The germs of either of these diseases readily attach themselves 
to the clothing of persons nursing the sick. 
For this reason those nursing such sick can not safely mingle 
with the other members of the household, nor visit rooms into 
which susceptible people enter. 
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Woolen clothing is more readily and dangerously infected than 
washable goods. It is safest for female nurses to wear calico or 
gingham dresses and males to wear linen suits or cover the outer 
clothing with a closely buttoned duster. 
1184^. Nurses should keep themselves and patient in a clean condi- 
tion, frequently changing their clothing and linen. 

1 185. The nurses' hands should be frequently washed in disinfectant 
solution. 

1 186. {k) The hair of nurses bec9mes dangerously infected, and for 
this reason they should constantly wear a cap in the sick room. 

1 187. (/) Patients should not be allowed to spit upon the floor, but 

1 188. (7;/ ) If it be done, the nurse should at once wash that part o£ 
the floor with a germicide. 

1 189. (n) It is generally agreed among sanitarians that scarlet fever 
and measles are conveyed from one person to another by means 
of the epithelium or thin superficial covering which extends 
over the whole body under the name of epidermis, cuticle or 
scarf skin, and which 

1 190. {o) Also lines the inner passages of the body. 

1 191. (/>) In small-pox, by the vesicles or pustules. 

1 192. ((/) The exhalations from the outer and inner surfaces of the 
various parts of the body, and the excretions also, in all these 
maladies, are capable of transmitting the disease. 

1 193. (r) Upon whatever the contagious matter depends for its 
dangerous character, it is capable of retaining, under favorable 
conditions, its power to carry the disease for a long time, cer- 
tainly many months, and i)ossibly for a year or more, unless de- 
stroyed. 

1194. (jt) In small-pox, scarlet fever and measles, as well as diph- 
theria, the discharge from the mouth, throat and nose are ex- 
tremely liable to communicate the disease, and should invariably 
be received into vessels containing disinfectant solutions. 

^^95- (0 A better method of treatment is to have the patient or 
nurse use bits of cloth to receive these discharges, and bum these 
cloths immediately they become soiled. 

1 196. («) The disinfectant should be placed in the vessels to re- 
ceive excreta, urine, foul matter of the patient prior to being* 
used, one quart of the disinfectant solution to every liquid dis- 
charge. For a fecal discharc^e. two quarts. 
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IJ97- (^') ^^^ contents of the vessel should be thoroughly agitated 
before leaving the sick room or being poured into the water- 
closet. 

1198. (tv) Where infected articles are put in boiling water for one 
hour, all disease germs are certainly destroyed, even though no 
disinfectant be placed in the water. 

1^199. (.1^) To be effectual, disinfectiofi of every single infected ar- 
ticle must be practised. 

4200. (xr) One infected handkerchief, towel, toy. or other article 
sent out of the sick room without previous germicidal treat- 
ment, may scatter the infection of either one of this class of dis- 
seases, even though all other articles are thoroughly disinfected. 

J 20 1. Neglect of these rules is the invariable source of cases said to 
have occurred in families, notwithstanding every possible pre- 
caution was taken as to isolation and disinfection. 

J202. Patients recovering from either Small-pox, Scarlet Fever, 
Measles or Diphtheria, can infect other individuals for a limited 
pericKl after all evidences of the disease have apparently disap-« 
pcarcd. 

1203. Individuals recovering from Small-pox should not be allowed 
to leave the sick room until ten <iays shall have elapsed since 
complete desquamation. 

1204. If a small-pox patient be removed from isolation and hav^ 
but one crust of the eruption on the skiti, he is almost certain 
to spread the disease. 

1205. The scalp is always infected and the covering of hair pro- 
tects the crusts and renders their detection difficult. 

1206. Before the small-pox patient is discharged from quarantine, 
the scalp should be thoroughly searched for adherent crusts, and 
under no circumstances should he leave the ro^MU so long as 
one crust or open sore exists. 

1207. The pustules of small-pox are fully matured by the end of 
the eighth day. 

1208. They then undergo retrogade changes. Between the eighth 
and eleventh days of eniption the pustules either break and dis- 
charge their contents and dry so as to form a yellowish brown 
scab, or the pustules shrivel and dry without rupturing. 

1209. By the fourteenth day these scabs begin to fall from the skin. 
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1223- Disinfection of Apartments, Clothing:, Bedding, etc.. 
After Recovery or Deatli of Patient. 

1224. Because of the innumerable ways in which the contagion may 
be scattered about the house and premises where there has been 
for some Httle time a case, it is all-important that — 

1225. Every room reasonably suspected, as well as those known to 
be infected, together with the bath-room, water-closet and sur- 
face privy, should be disinfected. 

1226. A room to be disinfected must be vacated. It is utterly im- 
possible to disinfect an occupied room by gaseous disinfectants, 
for the reason that any disinfectant agent which will kill the 
germ of disease will kill the inhabitants of the room. 

1227. Germs penetrate the mattresses, pillows and carpets and 
stuffed furniture, and are protected when thus hidden away, and 
in clothing or bundles and folds. 

1228. Inasmuch as the fumes of sulphur can not fully penetrate 
these substances, sulphur fumigation of such infected articles is 
not sufficient germicidal treatment. Sulphur fumigation of such 
substances is an im|x>rtant preliminary stej) in thorough germi- 
cidal treatment of the contents of an infected room. This pro- 
cess kills the disease germs in exposed situations, hut it is insuf- 
ficient for destruction of germs in protected situations. 

1229. The process of disinfection must go beyond sulphur fumiga- 
tion. 

1230. Liquid germicidal solutions of unbounded potency and iiT 
abundant quantity must be made to penetrate every particle of 
infected substances in order to secure death of all disease germ^ 
therein. 

1231. There can be no such thing as a partial disinfection. 

1232. Every disease germ in an infected house must be killed, and 
failing in this, the place has not been disinfected. 

1233. After the apartment and contents have been thoroughly fumi- 
gated, all stuffed furniture should be dismantled and the stuffed 
fabrics, together with the mattresses, should be covered with 
sheets, taken into the yard, saturated with oil, and burned. 

1234. Pillows, bolsters, etc.. can be safely treattnl by lx>iling them 
in a large pot for one hour.

1235- Ai\ infected carpet should he saturated with a solution of 
hichloride of mercury, i to looo, and then swept and then again 
saturated : it is safer, however, to destroy it by fire. 

1236. Cottoi\ goods, linen, tlannds. blankets, etc., should be treated 
with the IxMling-liot carlwlic acid, or bichloride of mercury 
solutkMis. intRxlucing them piece by piece, securing thorough 
wetting and boiling for at least one hour. 

IJ37. Heavy \\xx4en clothing, silks, furs, stuffed bed covers, and 
4>cher like articles which can not be treated with solution, should, 
after being htuig in the room during fumigation, pockets of 
^'kHhing being turned inside out, and the whole garment beinisf 
thc^roughly exposevl. be hung in the open air and sun, tfien 
beiiien and sliak^i. and then again exposed.

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12486. To six gallons of water in a tub, add one bottle of Labar- 
raque's solution of French chloride of soda and stir for a min- 
ute, or bichloride of mercury, i to 2000. 

I240r. Spread a clean sheet on the floor under the tub in which the 
patient is to be bathed. 

i2Sod, Now place on a chair an entire suit of clothing just brought 
into the room. 

1251^. Then place patient in the tub, give him a thorough scrub 
bath, using soap in addition to the disinfectant in the tub. 

1252/. The hair must be thoroughly washed with the disinfectant 
solution with which the body is being bathed. 

1253^. Dry the hair and body by brisk rubbing, and dress the 
patient with the fresh suit of clothing. 

1254^. Patient after being dressed should leave the room at once, 
and can then be allowed to mingle with other members of the 
family. 

1255*. The nurse must take similar steps for body disinfection, and 
can then safely mingle with those who have not had the diseases. 

1256;. Should either patient or nurse fail to thoroughly disinfect 
his body, he is almost certain to infect other persons. 

1257. How to Avoid and Prevent the Extension of Con- 

tas:ious Diseases. 

1258(a) Avoid the special contagium of the disease. 

I259(^) This is especially important to be observed by children and 
all those whose throats arc sore from anv cause. 

1260 (c) Children under ten years of age are in much greater dan- 
ger of contracting these diseases, and dying from them, than 
adults. 

1261(d) Adults, however, not infrec^uently contract these maladies 
and die. 

1262(e) An extremely mild case of small-pox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria or measles, may cause a malignant case in another. 

€263 (/) Never let a child go near another who has recently had 
either of these diseases, unless the latter's lx)dy, as well as dom- 
icile, has been thoroughly disinfected by a competent person. 

•J264(^) Adults who have not had these diseases should exercise a 
like precaution. If adults are compelled to visit cases of this 
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class, they niiist bathe themselves, disinfect their clothing and 
put on a fresh suit before coming in contact with children. 
1265 (/i) Never purcliase second-hand school books for children. 
Innumerable instances are on record in which scarlet fever, 
diphtheria and measles have been contracted from books com- 
ing from houses in which these diseases had existed months 
previous. 

1266 (/) Immediately that a child complains of sore throat or has an 
eruption on its body, promptly isolate the patient and summon 
your family physician. 

1267. Prevention of Scarlet Fever. 

1268. Conditions on idiich it depends. 

1269. Scarlet 1^'ever is a disease of early life. 

1270. Less than five per cent, of cases occur after the age of fifteen, 
and two-thirds of all the deaths from it occur in the first five 
years of childhood. 

1 27 1. Especial care should, therefore, be taken to protect children' 
from exposure to it. 

1272. The spread of the disease is not infrequently increased by fail- 
ure to detect these mild cases. 

1273. During the prevalence of an epidemic, cases of sore throat 
among schcx)l children from an infected house should be 
regarded with suspicion. 

1274. Severe cases may originate from a mild one, and mild cases 
may be followed by the dangerous after-results of more severe 
cases unless they are properly cared for. 

1275. It is infectious from the beginning throughout the course of 
the ilhiess. and until all traces of the disease have disappeared 
from the throat and skin. 

1276. It is taken by contact with the sick, or with articles that have 
become infected by pioximity to them, or from the room whichi 
they have (xcupicd. 

1277. It may probably be communicated also by milk into which the 
germs of the di.sease have found their way through proximity to 
the sick or their surroundings. 

1278. Scarlet fever probably always (originates from a special poison, 
which devek>|)s in the person sick with it. 
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1279. This poison is given off in the breath, the discharges from the 
body and the scales from the skin. 

1280. The virus is very long-lived, so that infected articles may 
communicate the disease months after they become infected. 

128 1. General Precautions. 

1282. All should avoid sources of contagion. 

1283. It should be borne in mind that adults, although but slightly 
susceptible to the disease themselves, may carry it away to 
others, after but a momentary exposure. 

1284. Those who remain in the house where there are cases of the 
disease, even if they never enter tlie sick room, should carefully 
avoid contact wiih others and should not go to school, church or 
any general gathering, nor to any house where there are young* 
persons. 

1285. If the disease has secured a foothold in a locality, every case 
of sore throat, or presenting other symptoms found in scarlet 
fever, should be regarded as suspicious and excluded from 
schools and from contact with other children until its character 
is determined. 

1286. It would be well to make sure that milk is not taken from a 
dairv where disease exists. 

1287. Prevention of Small- Pox. 

1288. Small-pox is a preventable disease. 

1289. It is contracted only ])y exposure to emanations from the 
body of the sick, or from articles used by them or exposed in 
their vicinity. 

1290. It is taken only by those who arc unprotected by vaccination, 
and is liable to appear in any place where there are unvaccinated 
persons. 

1291. Its sprearl is prevented by separating the sick entirely from 
all but necessary attendants and by vaccinating al! in their 
vicinitv. 

X292. Prevention of Diphtheria. 

1293. Diphtheria is spread from one person to another by means of 
a special jX)ison which develops in the person sick with it. 
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1294- ^^^is special poison is given off in the discharges from the 
mouth, throat and nose. 

1295. Alighting upon articles about the sick person, this poison 
clings to theni so that soon the sick room, its floor, walls, furni- 
ture and all its contents become infected with the disease. 

1296. The person and clothing of those in attendance on the sick, 
the bedding, eating utensils, food, toys, books and other things 
used by the patient are especially certain to be thus infected, but 
nothing in the apartment is likely to escape it. 

1297. The virus is long-lived ; 

1298. Articles and premises infected with it may communicate thci 
disease for at least several weeks ; 

1299. It may be transported by them with great facility, and to aa 
indefinite distance. 

1300. In this way new epidemics are very often started. 

1301. The virus thrives best in places that are damp, foul and ill 
ventilated, and is most likely to lose its vitality when exposed to 
abundance of sunlight and fresh air. 

1302. Diphtlieria is contracted by inhalation of air containing 
the disease-germ coming directly from the sick, or from the 
persons and clothing of those in attendance upon them, or from 
any articles infected by being in the sick room. 

1303- It is communicated by articles passing from mouth to mouth, 
such as cups, sjxx>ns and toys that have been used by the patient 
and upon which bits of their discliarge remain. 

1304. The articles by which it is communicated may have become 
infected weeks before, and possibly at some locality quite remote. 

1305. Ry handling any of these things the hands may become in- 
fected and convey the disease-germs directly to the mouth. 

1306. Children contract diphtheria much more readily than adults^ 
and persons whose throats are not healthy are especially exposed 
to the dis^Mse. 

1307. Suppression of Diphtheria. 

1308. Every Kvality is liable to have diphtheria brought into it. 

1309. It will iK>t continue long if the principal conditions on which 
its existence niainly depends are removed ; 
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1310. If the sick are strictly secluded, the disease-germs destroyed^ 
and all unsanitary conditions which favor their continued exist- 
ence removed. 

131 1. The attendants should remember that they carry with them 
the poison of the disease, and they must keep entirely away from 
others, especially from children, who take diphtheria most 
readily. 

1312. They should avoid for their own protection particles ejected* 
by the patient and observe constant cleanliness, especially of the 
hands and face; their outer clothing becoming infected ought 
not to be worn outside of the sick room. 

1313. No article should leave the sick room without cleansing and 
disinfecting. 

1314. Utensils used by the sick should be well cleansed before being 
used by others. 

131 5. Food left by them should be destroyed. 

1316. Bed and body clothing should, before being taken from the 
room, be placed in a disinfectant solution, preferably boiling hot^ 
solution No. 3 being best for the purpose. 

1317. Cats and dogs should be excluded. 

13 18. The discharges from the mouth and nose must be received on 
cloths tliat can be burned, or in cups that can be disinfected. 

1319. Vessels for receiving the discharges should contain a disin- 
fectant and after use should be cleansed with boiling water. 

1320. The patient must not mingle with the well until all traces of 
the disease have left the throat and nose. 

132 1. The disease-genns may continue to exist in the mouth and 
throat even after the disease has subsided, wherefore disinfec- 
tion of them by gargles and sprays, which will be prescribed by* 
the physician in attendance, must be continued even after appar- 
ent recovery. 

1322. The only certain test of their disappearance is by microscop-* 
ical examination. 

1323. Nurses must observe the same final precautions ; disinfectant 
gargles should be used by them since they may themselves have 
disease-germs in the mouth and throat. 

1324. General Precautions. 

1325. All should avoid sources of contagion. 
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1341. The Board of Health shall have authority to disinfect or de- 
stroy, by burning or otherwise, any infected clothing, bedding, 
or anv substance or material, whenever in the discretion of said 
board such action shall be deemed necessary to prevent the 
spread of said disease. 

1342. The expenses incurred in the necessary performance of any 
of the duties named in this ordinance shall, after their approval 
by the Board of Health, be borne by the locality ; provided, that 
no contract fixing the price for the future keeping, maintenance 
and attendance upon cases shall be valid without the previous 
approval of the Board of Health. 

1343. Parents shall infbnn principals of schools attended by their 
children of any contagious disease occurring in their families. 

1344. Any parent, guardian, tutor, or other person liaving charge 
or control of any child or children, who shall allow or permit 
any such child or children to go from any house or building 
infected with typhoid,yellow fever or scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
cholera, small-pox. or other contagious or infectious disease, t<S 
attend any public or private school or any place of amusement, 
or to travel in any street car or public vehicle, shall be punished 
by a fine of five dollars, or in default of payment thereof by five 
days' imprisonment in the Parish Prison, on conviction thereof 
before any Recorder or public magistrate. 

1345. No parent, tutor or custodian of any child or minor (having 
power and authority to prevent) shall permit any such child or 
minor to be unnecessarily exposed, or to needlessly expose any 
such minor or child to the taking or to the infection of any con- 
tagious disease. 

1346. No householder, whether the owner of the premises or any 
part thereof, or possessor or occupant thereof by lease or other- 
wise, shall allow or permit, contrary to the order of the Board 
of Health of the State of Ijouisiana, any person or persons to 
visit any person who may be sick or confined on said premises 
with any infectious or contagious disease, saving and excepting 
such person or persons as may be actually necessary and essen- 
tial to tlie proper care and attention of said sick person or 
persons. 

1347- Every houseliolder occupying premises or any portion thereof, 
either as owner or possessor, or occupant, under lease or other" 
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wise, shall ob^- and confonii to all instructions and orders of the 
Board of Health of the State of I^uisiana, relative to the dis- 
positions of the clothing, linen, expectorations or defecations ot 
persons confined on said premises with infectious or contagious 
diseases, as well as those relating to the treatment of the sick 
room or the sick room utensils, in which said persons may 
have been confined with contagious or infectious diseases ; and it 
shall be the duty of the attending physician in each and every 
case to notify the said householder or person having charge of 
said room of said rules and regulations. 

^348. There shall not be a public or church funeral of any person 
who has died of any contagious or infectious disease, but the 
funeral of such person shall be private ; and it shall not be lawful 
to invite, or permit at the funeral of any person who has died of 
•any infectious or contagious or pestilential disease, or at any 
services connected therewith, any person whose presence is not 
absolutely and essentially necessary, or to whom there is danger 
of contagion thereby. 

1349. No owner, driver, agent or other person having, owning, or 
being in charge of any carriage, cab. hack, cart, wagon, or other 
conveyance or vehicle, shall permit or allow the placing therein, 
or the carriage thereby, of the corpse or dead body of any person 
or persons who have died of contagious, infectious or pestilen- 
tial diseases; provided, that this section shall not apply to 
hearses. 

1350. Every princij^l, teacher or assistant teacher of any and every 
private or public school, on observing that any child or children, 
pupils of said school, present symptoms of any contagious, infec- 
tious or pestilential disease, shall send said child or pupil to said 
pupil's or child's domicile and residence, with instructions to 
the parent or parents, tutor, guardian or other i>erson in charge 
'if said pupil, child or children, to have the said pupil or child, or 

ipils or children, examined by the family physician, and said 

actions shall be in writing, and in no case shall said child or 

11, pupil or pupils, so sent home, be allowed to attend 

h»oI thereafter until there shall be produced and filed with 

incipal. teacher, or assistant teacher, a certificate from a 

J physician that said child or children, pupil or pupils, arc 
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not sufferings froni any contagfious, infectious or pestilential 
diseases. 

135 1. No principal, teacher or assistant teacher shall i^^rmit or allow 
any child, children, pupil or pupils, to attend school from any 
liousc in which contagious, infectious or pestilential diseases 
may prevail at the time, or may have prevailed antecedent 
thereto, until such time as all danger of infection shall have 
passed. 

•1352. Tlie phrase and words "infectious, contagious or pestilential 
diseases" used shall Ix? held and construed to include and mean 
all such sickness, affections or diseases or phases thereof, of an 
infectious, contagious or pestilential nature (more especially re- 
ferring to cholera, yellow fever, small-pox. diphtheria, ship or 
typhus, spotted, relapsing and scarlet fevers), and also including 
any new disejase of any infectious, contagious or pestilential na-* 
ture, and also any other disease publicly declared by the Board 
of Health of the State of Tx>uisiana dangerous to the public 
health, and of a contagious, infectious or pestilential nature or 
character. 

1353. No person shall retain, expose, or allow to be retained or ex- 
posed, the dead lK)dy of any human being to the peril or preju- 
dice of the life or health of any person. 

■1354. All dead bodies shall be interred within twenty-four hours 
after death during the sunmier, and thirty-six hours after death 
during the winter months, unless permission is obtained in 
special cases from the Board of Health to withhold them from, 
burial for a longer period. In the case of death from a con- 
tagious or infectious disease the Board of Health shall be cm- 
powered to require and enforce the earlier burial of the corpse. 

1355. Any person or persons violating any provision of this ordi- 
nance, or failing to comply with any provision thereof, shall be 
fined a penalty of not more than twenty-five dollars for each and 
ever\' offence, or in default of payment thereof shall be impris- 
oned in the Parish Prison not exceeding ten days, at the dis- 
cretion of the Recorder before whom such case may be tried. 

1356. Every person undertaking preparations for the burial of a 
body dead from contagious or infectious disease, as hereinbefore 
enumerated, shall adopt such precautions as the Board of Health 
may prescribe to prevent the spread of such disease. 



1357- Any violation of ain of the provisions of lliis ordinance s 

subject the offcndinfj party to a penalty— — — 



1359. Tht coninmnicaliility of Puhnonary Tuberculosis has been so 
thorough^ established and is now so generally recognized by 
the medical profession throughout the world. 

1360. The Board of Health has determined to take such active 
measures as may be consistent and possible for the prevention of 
the disease in this Stale. 

1361. Local health officers register the name, address, sex, and age 
of every person suffering from tuberculosis within their respec- 
tive jurisdictions so far as such information can be obtained. 

1362. This board specially respectfully requests that hereafter al! 
physicians will forward such information to the health officials 
in the respective jurisdictions in which such cases may occur. 

1363. The information will be solely for the use of health officer*,

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1368. If it is considered necessary, will make such recommenda- 
tions for the cleaning or renovation of the apartment as may 
be required to render it free from infection. 

1369. In all cases where it comes to the knowledge of a local health 
officer that premises which have been occupied by con- 
sumptives have been vacated by death or removal, an inspector 
will visit the premises and direct the removal of infected articles, 
such as carpets, rugs, bedding, etc., for disinfection, and will 
make such written recommendations to his immediate superior 
concerning the cleaning and renovation of the apartment as may 
be required. 

J 370. An order embodyitig these recommendations will then be 
issued to the owner of the premises and compliance with thi^ 
order will be enforced for sanitarv reasons. 

X371. No other persons than those there residing at the time will be 
allowed to occupy such apartments until the order of the healtW 
officer has been complied with. 

J372. The authorities of all public institutions under the j; 

tion of the State Board of Health, such as hospitals, dispensa- 
ries, prisons, homes, etc., should be required to furnish to the 
Board of Health of the State the names and last address of 
every consumptive coming under olxservation, within seven days 
of such time. 

J373. It is the earnest wish and hope of the State Board of Health' 
tliat all practising physicians throughout the State will co- 
operate with the State Board and with the local health officers 
in an earnest endeavor and determined effort to restrict the rav- 
ages of the most prevalent and formiclahle disease with which 
modern civilization has to deal. 

1374. The following circular, which is respectfully suggested for 
distribution among consumptives and persons living with them, 
and for general distribution : 

1375. Consumption is a disease which can !)c taken from others, and 
is not simply caused by colds. 

1376. A cold may make it easier to take the disease. 

1377. It is usually caused by germs which enter the body with the 
air breathed. 

1378. The matter which consumptives cough or spit up contains 
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these germs in great numbers; frequently millions are dis- 
charged in a single day. 

1379. This matter spit upon the floor, wall or elsewhere, is apt txy 
dry, become pulverized, and float in the air as dust. 

1380. The dust contains the germs, and thus they enter the body 
with the air breathed. 

1 381. The breath of a consumptive does not contain the germs andt 
will not produce the disease. 

1382. A well person catches the disease from a consumptive only by 
in some way taking in the matter coughed up by the con- 
sumptive. 

1383. (Consumption can often be cured if its nature is recognized 
early and proper means are taken for its treatment. 

1384. In a majority of cases it is not a fatal disease, 

1385. It is not dangerous for other persons to live with a consump- 
tive, if the matter coughed up by the consumptive is at once 
destroyed. 

1386. This matter should not be spit upon the floor, carpet, stove^ 
wall, or street, or anywhere except into a cup kept for that 
purpose. 

1387. This cup should contain water, so that the matter may not 
dry, and should be emptied into the closet at least twice a day, 
and carefullv washed with hot water. 

1388. Great care should be taken by a consumptive that his hands, 
face, and clothing do not become soiled with the matter coughed 
up. 

1389. If they do become soiled, they should at once be washed with 
hot soap and water. 

1390. When consumptives are away from home, the matter coughed 
up may be received on cloths, which should be at once burned 
on returning home. 

1391. If handkerchiefs are used (worthless cloths which can be 
burned are far better), they should be boiled in water alone be- 
fore being washed. 

"'^92. It is better for a consumptive to sleep alone, and 

13. His bedclothing and personal effects should be boiled and 
cashed separately from the clothing belonging to other people. 
. Whenever a person is thought to be suffering from consump- 
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tion, the name and address should be sent at once to the local 
health c^cer in whose jurisdiction the case occurs, with a state- 
ment of this fact. 

1395. An inspector will then call and examine the person to see if 
he has consumption, providing he has no physician, and 

1396. If necessary, will give pro[>er directions to prevent others 
from catching the disease. 

1397' A person suffering from consumption may often only do his 
usual work without giving the disease to others, but may also get 
well, if the matter coughed up is only properly destroyed. 

1398. Rooms tliat have been occupied by consumptives should be 
thoroughly cleansed, scrubbed, whitewashed, painted, or papered 
before they are again occupied. 

1399. Carpets, rugs, bedding, etc., from rooms which have been oc- 
cupied by consumptives, should be destroyed. 

1400. Every local Board of Health shall guard against the intro- 
duction of contagious and infectious diseases by the exercise oi 
proper and vigilant medical inspection and control of all per- 
sons and things arriving in the municipality from infected 
places, or which from any cause are liable to communicate con- 
tagion. 

140 r. It shall rec^uire the isolation of all persons and things infected 
with or exposed to such diseases, and provide suitable places for 
the treatment and care of sick persons who can not otherwise be 
provided for. 

1402. It shall prohibit and prevent all intercourse and communica- 
tion with or use of infected premises, places and things, and 
require, and, if necessary, provide the means for the thorough 
purification and cleansing of the same before general inter- 
course with the same or use thereof shall be allowed. 

1403. It sliall report to the State Board of Health, promptly, the 
facts relating to infectious or contagious diseases, and every 
case of small-pox or varioloid within the municipality. 

1404. Health Officers of Villages and Towns shall report in writing 
once a month to the State Board of Health all cases of such in- 
fectious and contagious diseases as may be required by the State 
Board of flealth, and 
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1405. If a pestilential, infectious or contagious disease exists in any 
locality almshouse or its vicinity, and the physician thereof shall 
certify that such disease is likely to endanger the health of the 
inmates, tlie locality superintendent of the poor may cause such 
inmates or anv of them to be removed to such other suitable 
place in the locality as the local Board of Health of the mu- 
nicipality where the almshouse is situated may designate, 

1406a. There to be maintained and provided for at the expense of 
the parish, with all necessary medical care and attendance until 
they shall be safely returned to such almshouse or otherwise 
discharged. 

14066. Local Health Boards have the legal right to iscJate cases of 
contagious diseases on the premises where found. 

I406r. The owner thereof had no legal right to prevent the Board 
from so doing. 

i4o6{/. Of course no other cases could be brought thei e, without the 
permission of the owners of the premises. 

1406^. In case of the development of other cases at other places 
than those first discovered, the Board can establish a general 
isolation hospital, and remove all the cases thereto. 

1406/. The expenses of establi.shing the liospital, maintainmg the 
guards and the removal of tlie cases, etc. thereto, must be borne 
by the municipality or parish, as the case may be. 

1406^. In the event of the Council of the municipality, or the Police 
Jury of a parish failing to make the necessarv appropriation 
after due notice and demand, and not paying the same, thd 
Ixral Board, under the law, can mandamus those authorities 
and compel them so to do. 

"^407. Recommendations to Housekeepers. 

408. (a) The greatest danger of recurrence of disease lies in the 
houses, and especially in the bedding, clothing, bureaus, trunks, 
boxes, etc. 

(6) Hence the utmost importance for people in whose houses 
^9er of any kind has occurred to apply most rigorously, in spirit 
in letter, the following recommendations : 

All bedding, upholstered furniture, 9^^ ^s^^\^\y packed 
ly, should be taken out of doors and ^"^xeaA'm tVve sun and 
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€411. (d) This should be done in bright, clear, cold weather. 

141 2. (^) A single airing is not generally sufficient. 

1413. (/) The house should at the same time be thrown open as faf 
as possible. 

1414. (g) It is better to be without fires, but it is better to have fires 
and keep the house open than to be without fires and shut up the 
house. 

1415. (h) When practicable, leave bedding, etc., out during cold 
nights, but this is not essential. 

1416. (1) Pay special attention to clothing, bedding, etc., packed 
away in trunks and boxes. 

1417. (/) The armoirs, bureaus, boxes, trunks, etc., should be 
opened, and contents spread out as above indicated. 

1418. (k) This should all be done six or seven times, in succession, 
if possible. 

1419. (/) The yards, alleys, etc., must be kept thoroughly clean and 
drained. 

1420. Disinfection of Rooms, Public Institutions, Hospitals, etc., by 

the Qas of Formaldehyde. 

1421. The Kny-Scheerer Co., 17 Park Place, New York. 

1422. Formaldehyde, as is well known, is a gaseous body generated 
by oxidizing Methyl Alcohol (wood alcohol).

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1427. For this puq^osc, we have brought out through our Mechan- 
ical Department three sizes and forms of Generators, which we 
herewith illustrate. In these we meet the demand for a Disin- . 
fector for a room of moderate size, an apartment, an institution 
5ind the Health Board. Each apparatus receives the most tech- 
nical care ; from the closest scrutiny given the copper fonning 
the Generator, that no flaws in the metal occur, to its final test 
at the hand of an expert. Nearly all the paits are made in our 
own works, and in this way only are we assured of absolute 
accuracy. We not only use the best obtainable copper for the 
Generator, but we coat it intenially with pure tin, and over this 
another coating of nickel, both of which resist any possible 
action of the solutions or gases. 

1428. Each apparatus is arranged for ready access to its interior, for 
cleansing purposes, and this we advise be often done to insure 
the integrity of the apparatus. 

1429. The great care necessary in manufacture is due to the internal 
pressure required for good work, and to guard against the 
unwarranted emission of the gas, which owing to its pungency 
would not be agreeable to the operator. 

1430. As a heating medium, we employ a very simple form of wick • 
less high test petroleum burner, which not only heats quickly, 
but Is economical and safe. 

1431. Externally, the apparatus is finished in nickel-plate, excepting 
the base of the No. 2, which is enameled black. 

■ (32. Each Generator is accompanied by a card of detailed instruc- 
tions for its management, also a card indicating its shop number, 
giving the names of the inspector and packer, in order that the 
lightest defect may be traceable and absolute accuracy insured. 
Should any defect be found, the purchaser should promptly 
port the same to us, when it will be corrected at our expense. 
None of the many diflFerent patterns of Formaldehyde I-amps 
"<rhich have been placed on the market are satisfactory to the 
^th Officer. In all of these lamps the Formaldehyde is gen- 
•d by oxidation of Methyl Alcohol (wood alcohol), and as 
• them are necessarily of primitive construction, the oxida- 
rf the Methyl Alcohol is not perfect, and larger volumes of 
artion gases are generated as by-product of Fonnaldehyde 
The manipulation of these lamps is more or less cumber- 
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some. They require the closest attention of the operator diirini^ 
the process of combustion (oxidation), and the danger of set* 
ting fire is not entirely precluded. The operator, by keeping 
constant watch, is compelled to frequently enter the rocnn which 
is being disinfected, inhaling the gas, which, to say the least, is- 
not agreeable. 

1435. In view of such manifest deficiencies in the Formaldehyde 
Lamps, and in view of the perfect results obtainable with the 
Generators, we unqualifiedly commend the use of the latter to all 
interested in the subject.

1437. ResnltA. 

1438. In the Public Health Reports to the United States Treasury

1451. Directions tor Use. 

1452. The capacity of this size Generator is for the Disinfection of 
rooms or apartments aggregating 30,000 cubic feet of space. 
Full cliarge, 128 ounces Formaldehyde and Chloride Calcium in 
solution {sec Formula) , but this should be proportionately gov- 
erned by the number of cubic feet of space to be disinfected, 
evaporating until alxiut half-an-inch of the solution is visible in 
the gauge glass. 

145J. To charge the (fienerator, unloosen and throw off the swing- 
ing ixtlts. using wrench provided with each apparatus, and 
remove the dome head.

CHAPTER VI. 



LAWS AND REGULATIONS CONCERNING 

VITAL STATISTICS. 



^. B. The Regulations of the United States Treasury and the Acts of 
the State of Louisiana are obligatory. The Regulations of the State 
Board marked by a star are obligatory also The other Regulations 
are recommendatory and educational. Each Local Board will 
adopt those which it thinks best suited for its local conditions. 



1457. Extracts From Act No. 80, 1877, Relative to Registration 

of Births, Marriages and Deaths, etc. 

Section p. Be it further ettactedj etc., Tliat 

1458. It shall be the duty of the attending physician or midwife, at 
the birth of any child in the Parish of Orleans, in the State of 
Louisiana, to report the same to the office of the Board of 
Health within twenty-four hours of the same, and 

1459. It shall be the duty of the father, or, in his default, of any 
person present at the birth of any child, to report within twenty- 
four hours from the date of said birth, at the office of the Board 
of Health, such birth, which report shall be recorded in presence 
of two witnesses, and shall, as nearly as possible, show the date, 
hour, street and numl)er thereof of such birth, the sex of the 
child, and its name, the names of the father and mother, their 
nationaHty, age, occupation and residence, and the name of said 
witness. 

Section 10. Be it further enacted, etc.. That 

1460. Every death in the parish of Orleans, or State of Louisiana 
shall be reported at said office within twenty-four hours after it 
has occurred. 

1461. Such report shall be made by the nearest relative, or thu 
husband or wife of the decea>ed, if present in the parish. 

1462. Other^vise by the executor, if designated, or landlord of the 
deceased, or the officiating undertaker. 
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1463. It shall be the duty of coroners to report all deaths coming 
to their official notice, and 

1464. Of the president, manager or superintendent of any State, 
parish, municipal, charitable or benevolent institutions; 

1465. Said rcpon shall, as far as possible, contain the name, sex, 
age, .occupation, residence, color or race, and nativity of the 
deceased, the cause of death, the street and number where it 
occurred : shall show whether deceased was married or unmar- 
ried, the name of surviving spouse, if any, and where residing; 
also the name, age. and residence of the declarant, and his 
relationship, if any, to the deceased, and such other particulars 
as may be retjuired by said board. 

1466. No Ixxly shall 'je ri'nioved from said parish until a permit 
shall have been obtained from the president of said board, under 
his official seal, showintj tliat the requirements of this section 
have been complied with. 

Section I!. Be it further enacted, etc., That 

1467. Every marriage cdebrated in the parish of Orleans shall bo 
recorded in said office.

of such child born ) . and of every person preocnt at such birth, 
within five days after such birth or death, vo report to said 
board, in writing, so far as known, the dat^, ward, and street 
number of said birth, and the sex and color ox such child born, 
and the names of the parents, and the age. color, nativity, last 
occupation, and cause of deata of such deceased person, and 
the ward and street and place of such person's death and last 
residence. 

1475. ^^o person shall make, prepare, deliver or issue any false 
certificate, statement or report of a birth, marriage or death, or 
any such certificate, statement or report, which is not in accord- 
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ance with the facts of the birth, marriage or death; all certifi- 
cates, statements and reports of births, marriages or deaths 
shall be signed by the person purporting to make the same, 
and no person shall sign or forge the name of another to any 
^uch certificate, statement or report.

CHAPTER VII. 



REGULATIONS CONCERNING INTERMENTS. 
CEMETERIES, SEXTONS AND DEAD 

BODIES. 



N. B, 7%6 Regulations marked by a star are c^ligatory. The other 
Reffulations are recommendatory and edttcationaL Each Local 
Board wiU adopt those which it thinks best suited for its local 
conditions. 



*I497. Every sexton or other person having charge of any cemetery, 
graveyard or burying ground shall, on Monday of .each week, 
before the hour of 9 a. m.^ make a written report and hand the 
same into the office of the Board of Health; which said report 
shall contain the full name of each and every person buried in 
such cemetery, yard or ground, during the seven days next 
preceding 6 o'clock p. m. of the last Sunday before making such 
report, together with a statement of the color, sex, age, nativity, 
the cause of death of such person, occupation, place of death, 
social condition and birthplace of parents ; also what interments 
were made in the ground, and what interments in vaults or 
tombs, together with the numbers and owners of said vaults or 
tombs, and such other information as the Board of Health may 
from time to time require. 

1498. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
regulation shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, 
recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the 
offence was committed, or. in default of payment of the fine 
imprisonment not exceeding thirty days for each and every 
offence. 

* 1499a. The sextons of the various cemeteries in the parishes have 
authority, upon application of the proper owners or heirs of • 
tombs, vaults and graves, to open same, 
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*I499^- ^^^^ "^* tombs, vaults and graves shall be opened 
before one (i) year for an adult and six months 
for a child, where human bodies were interred, unless 
by a special permission from the Board of Health; pro- 
vided, that no tomb, vault or grave shall be opened by any 
sexton, where death has resulted from any contagious disease, 
until two (2) years shall have elapsed from the date of sudi 
death and burial. And no human body or remains shall be 
disinterred, or disentombed, or removed or brought within the 
city without permission, in writing, from the proper officers of 
the Board of Health. 

*I500. At the expiration of every month it shall be the duty of 
keepers of burial grounds, within the to deliver to the 

Recorder of Births and Deaths of this parish all the original 
certificates rei]uired by the ordinances, by virtue of which the 
said keeixirs have received bodies for interment. 

1500 (2) And the said Recorder. of Births and Deaths shall carefully 
file and preserve such original certificates, and keep indexes of 
the same, so that they may be easily found and referred to, and 
shall give copies of the same, duly certified, whenever 
thereunto required by the persons interested. 

*150I(J. All tombs must be built of the best kind of brick or stqjie, 
laid in mortar, with the proper proportion of the best cement 
and sharp sand, and covereil with bitumen on the ground floor 
of each tomb, with walls not less than nine inches in thickness, 
and plastered.

1606. The New Medical Law Passed by the Legislature, and 
Promulgrated July 18, 1894.

TO REGULATE THE PRACTICE OF DENTISTRY 
WITHIN THE STATE OF LOUISIANA. 

Sec. I. — Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State

any person to practise dentistry in the State of Louisiana unless 
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said person has graduated and received a diploma from the fac-

Or shall have obtained a certificate from a board of examin- 
ing dentists, duly authorized by this act to issue such certificate.

The Board of Examining Dentists shall consist of five dental 
graduates, practitioners of dentistry, 

1728. Who arc members in good standing in the Louisiana State 
Dental Society, and

Medicines, etc., and also Patent iledicines. 

1775. Patent medicines, household remedies, etc., compounds for 
the destruction of rats, insects, bugs, of a poisonous character^ 
may be sold without a physician's prescription to persons of full 
age and sound mind, and personally known to the vendor. These 
articles shall always be labeled "Poison." 

1776. All druggists, peddlers, hawkers, and all other persons deal- 
ing in or selling poisonous substances, shall keep a special book, 
opened at all times to the proper authorities, in which they shall 
register the name, age, residence and profession of the person 
to whom any poisonous substance is sold ; also the date of sale, 
the quantity sold, the use it is intended for, whether sold upon 
a personal acquaintance with the buyer or upon a physician's 
prescription. The latter shall always be carefully preserved. 

1777. No person shall sell, or offer for sale, any poisonous drugs, 
medicines or chemicals, except on the prescription or written 
order of a physician ; nor unless the receptacle or j)ackage con- 
taining such poisonous drug, medicine or chemical be marked 
"Poison'' in plain and conspicuous characters. 

1778. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 

ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding dollars, 

recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the of- 
fence was committed ; or, in default of payment of the fine, im-« 

prisonment not exceeding days for each and every

any such or other drug, medicine, decoction, drink or other arti- 
cle offered or intended to be taken as food or medicine. 

1784. No poisonous medicine, decoction or substance shall be held 
for sale, or sold, except for lawful purposes and with proper 
motives, and by persons competent to give the proper direc- 
tions and precautions as to the use thereof ; nor shall any bottle, 
box, parcel or receptacle thereof be (delivered to any person 
unless the same is marked "Poison,'^ nor to any person who the 
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party delivering the same has reason to think intends it for any 
illegal or improper use or purpose. 

1785. No person shall make, offer or have, for sale, or keep at any 
place of sale any ''poisonous, unwholesome, deleterious, or adul- 
terated drugs, medicines, or food.'^ or in respect thereto omit 
any act or thing required, or do any act forbidden by any law 
or health re^^ulation of this State applicable in any part of said 
city. 

1786. No preparation of diphtheria antitoxine shall be offered or 
exposed for sale in this city unless the receptacle containing 
such preparation bear a label on which is placed the name and 
the address of the producer, and upon such label, or upon a 
circular accompanying such receptacle and enclosed with it in a 
sealed package, shall be printed or written the date of produc- 
tion and the value of the contents in antitoxine, as measured 
by some generally recognized standard.

Any such Medical Collie or University desiring to avail 
itself of the provisions of this regulation shall notify such per- 
sons having the control and management of the institutions and 
places heretofore specified, and such imdertakers and other per- 
sons having any such corpse in their possession, custody or 
control in the county where such College or University is situ- 
ated, and in any adjoining county in which no Medical Collie 
is situated, of such desire, and thereafter all such persons shall 
notify the proper officers of such College or University when- 
ever there is any corpse in their possession, custody or control, 
which may be delivered to a Medical College or University un- 
der this section, and shall deliver the same to such College or 
University. 

1793. If two or more medical colleges located in one county are 
entitled to receive corpses from the same county or adjo'uin^

The professors and teachers in every college or university 
receiving any corpse under this section shall dispose ot the 
remains thereof, after they have served the purposes of me^iical 
science and study, in accordance with the regulations of the 
local Board of Health where the college or university is situ- 
ated. 

1795. Every person neglecting to comply with or violating any pro- 
vision of this sectk>n shall forfeit to the Local Board of Health 
where such non-compliance or violation occurred, the sum of 
twenty-five dollars for every such non-compliance or violation, 
to be sued for by the health officer of such place, and when 
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recovered to be paid over, less the costs and expenses ot the 
action, to such board for its use and benefit. 

1796. The governors, keepers, wardens, managers or persons hav-» 
ing lawful control and management of any hospital, prison, 
almshouse, asylum, morgue or receptacle for corpses not 
interred in the counties. 

1797. Every undertaker or other person having in his lawful pos- 
session any such corpses for keeping or burial, may deliver, 
under the conditions specified in this regulation, every such 
corpse in their or his possession, charge, custody or control, not 
placed therein by relatives or friends in the usual manner for 
keeping or burial, to the medical colleges or schools authorized 
by law to confer either the degree of doctor of medicine, or the 
degree of doctor of dental surgery, and to all other collies or 
schools incorporated under the laws of the State in said counties 
for the purpose of teaching medicine, anatomy or surgery, and 
to any university in either of said counties having a medical pre- 
paratory course of instruction, and the professors and teachers) 
in every such college, school or university, may receive such 
corpses and use the same for the purposes of medical, anatom^ 
ical or surgical science and study. 



CHAPTER XI. 



LAWS AND REGULATIONS CONCERNING 

FOODS. 



N. B. The Acts of the State of LouiHana are obligatory. The Regw 
lations of the State Board marked by a star are aUo obligatory. 
The other Regulations are recommendatory and educational. Each 
Local Board will adopt those which it thinks best suited for its local 
conditions,

1829. No person shall sell, or offer or exposfc for sale in public or 
private, any blown, stale, decaying, putrid, ratten or unwhole- 
some provisions, vegetables, fruits ^r tainted meats or fish, or 
any impure or unsound food, or any drink liable to be injurious 
to health, or the flesh of any animal that has died of disease, or 
which was diseased when killed.

CHAPTER XIII. 



REGULATIONS CONCERNING POTABLE 

WATERS. 



N. B. All these regulatioTia are recommendatory. Each Local Board 
will adopt those it thinks best suited for its local conditions. 



2022. The Board of Health may make rules and regulations for the 
protection from contamination of any or all public supplies of 
potable waters and their sources within the State ; 

2023. Impose penalties for violation thereof or the non-compliancO 
therewitli, not exceeding $200 for every such violation or non- 
compliance. 

2024. Every such rule or regulation shall be published at least once 
a week for six consecutive weeks, in at least one newspaper of 
the parish where the waters to which it relates are located. 

2025. The cost of such publication shall be paid by the corporation 
or municipality benefited by the protection of the water supply, 
to which the rule or regulation published relates. 

2026. The affidavit of the printer, publisher or proprietor of the 
newspaper in which such rule or regulation is published may be 
filed, with the rule or regulation published, in the parish clerk's 
office of such parish; such affidavit and rule and regulation 
shall be conclusive evidence of such publication, and all the facts 
therein stated in all courts and places. 

.2027. The Officer of Board shall make such inspection of the sources 
of such water supply, and such Officer of Board deems it advis- 
able, to ascertain whether the rules and regulations of the Board 
of Health are complied with. 

2028. If any such inspection discloses a violation of any such rule 
or regulation, such Officer of the Board of Health shall cause a 
copy of the rule or regulation violated to be served upon the 
person violating the same, with a notice of such violation. 
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said premises, by himself, or through his agent, to provide and 
keep on hand said quantity of water, and pay the water rates or 
charges for said quantity of water, which shall be supplied by 
hydrant connection with the water system or water-works. 

2039. In case of drought or other causes, whereby the supply of 
cistern water, to the amount hereinbefore stated, is decreased or 
prevented, then the said owners or landlords of property 
situated on the Hues and within the limits of the pipes of the 
water supply or waterworks, shall immediately supply such 
deficiency by hydrant connection and supply, so as to keep on 
hand the said two hundred gallons of water, as hereinbefore 
provided. 

2040. In all cases where the owner or owners of the property or 
premises referred to in this ordinance shall not reside in the 
city, or where such property shall belong to an estate, succession 
or corporation, it shall be the duty of tlie agent, or representa- 
tive of the owners thereof, or the persons why shall have charge 
of said property for the owners thereof, or who shall collect the 
rent of such premises, if the same are under lease, to provide 
and furnish to such premises the adequate means and quantity 
of water by hydrant or cistern, at the expense of the owner or 
owners thereof, upon notice of any deficiency in that respect by 
the Board of Health or police authorities ; and 

2041. In case such owner, person or representative of the owner, 
shall fail or neglect to supply the same to such premises, withiit 
ten days after due notice, he shall he held responsible as owner, 
as hereinafter provided. 

2042. In all cases, when the owner or owners, lessors or their 
agents, shall furnish the cistern capacity required for the 
premises, it shall be the duty of said persons to keep the same 
and the conduits thereto in proper repair. 

2043. It shall be unlawful for any person to u?e water from any 
well, canal, sewer, ditch or other excavation in the ground, 
within the liitiits of the city, for the purpose of making bread, 
or any other article intended for human consumption or sub- 
sistence, nor shall any person use the water so procured for the 
purpose of washing of cleansing implements or utensils used in 
the preparation, manufacture or vending of any article or com- 
moditv intended for, or used as human food or drink.

but against manufacturers of oil ; and when not up to the test 
and gravity purchased, refuse to pay for same, and save your 
nK>ney, as you have the proof in your hands to settle it. 

2134. Ten degrees difference in test is equal to one per cent, per 
gallon in valuation, and one d^^ee difference in gravity is equal 
to another cent 

♦2135. The following is a short description of the method used 
by the inspector in New Orleans in testing illuminating oils, and 
the names of apparatus employed: 

*2i36. Samples from all tanks received in New Orleans are taken 
before same are opened ; then the specific gravity of the oil is 
found by means of the thermometer-densimeter. This is suffi- 
' cient for gasoline. 

*2i37. When the specific gravity is found, the flashing point and- 
fire test is taken with a special apparatus called ''Tagliabuco 
Pyrometer" 

♦2138. The oil to be tested is put in a brass cup; that brass cup is 
placed into another cup filled with water, which water is slowly 
heated by a lamp. The cup containing the oil is covered with a 
little top, which top has an opening especially made for the gas 
to escape. A Fahrenheit thermometer belonging to the ap- 
paratus is placed in the oil. 

*2I39. I then wait until the oil begins to heat, watching the ther- 
mometer, and at the same time, with a match placed always at 
the opening of the top, I wait until the gas produces a flash, 
which I see when tlie light of the match is blown out. The 
d^^ee of flashing point, as required by the law is 125 ; except 
for one or two special oils, and sometimes for one called "300 
Mineral Seal Oil,^' for which I am obliged to use a Fahrenheit 
thermometer graduated to 300 degrees. 

*2I40. When the flashing point is determined, I remove the top and 
proceed to ascertain the fire test, still applying heat and using a 
lighted match ; I then wait until the oil ignites. The degree at? 
which this occurs is given to mfe by the thermometer. 

*2i4i. Every test requires from 20 to 30 minutes.

CHAPTER XV. 



LAWS AMI) REGULATIONS CONCERNING 
PREMISES, BUILDINGS, ETC. 



N. B. The Acts of the State of Louisiana are obligatorp. The RegU' 
lations of the State Board marked by a star are aUo obUgatorp* 
The others are recommendatory and educational. Each LoooT 
Board urill adopt those which it thinks best suited for its local oon- 
ditions. 



2155. A "tenement-house'' shall be taken to mean and include every 
house, building, or portion thereof, which is rented, leased^ let 
or hired out to be occupied, or is occupied, as the house, home^ 
or residence of three or more families living independently of 
one another, and doing their cooking upon the premises, or by 
more than two families upon a floor, so living and cooking, but 
having a common right in the halls, stairways, yards, water- 
dost ts, or privies, or some of them. A **lodging-house'^ shall 
U' ^aken to mean and include any house or building, or portion 
I hereof, in which persons are harbored or received, or lodged 
for hire for a single night, or for less than one week at a time, 
or any jKirt of which is let for any persons to sleep in for any 
term less than a week. A "cellar" shall he taken to mean anrf 
inchidc every basement and lower story of any build- 
ing or house of which one-half or more of the height 
from the tlt.K»r to the ceiling is below the level 
o\ tile street adjoining. The phrase **boarding- 

1k 'Use* shall he held to include every building, and every story 
and ix»r(ion therei^f, which is at any time or usually used, leased, 
*^r occu[>ied. <'r intended so to be. by any number of persons 
exceeding ten, as boarders thereat. The word "manufactory^ 
shall he held to include everv* building, and every story and 
f>ortion rhei«H:>f. in which any sort of labor or work is done. 
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which calls for the continual or usual oresence of several 
persons during several hours of the day or night, engaged about 
said work or labor; and the word "saloon" shall be held to 
include every portion of any building in which the business of 
selling meals, liquors, drinks, or refreshments of any kind, shall 
be conducted, and includes "concert-saloons/' 

2156. The term "theatre'^ shall be held to include the building, 
rooms, and place where any play, concert, opera, circus, trick 
or jugglery .show, gymnastic or other exhibitiov!. masquerade, 
public dance, drill, lecture, address, or other public or frequent 
gathering or amusement, are, is, or may l)e held, given, per- 
formed, or take place, and the approach or appr caches thereto^ 
and appurtenances thereof. 

2157. Nuisances Defined. 

2158. Whatever is dangerous to human life or health. Whatever 
building, or part )©r cellar thereof is overcrowded. 

2159. Or not provided with adequate means of ingress and egress. 

2160. Or is not sufficiently supported, ventilated, sewered^, drained, 
. lighted or cleaned. 

2 16 1. Whatever renders soil, air, water or food impure or un- 
wholesome, are declared to be nuisances, and to be illegal.

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2227- The certified cost shall be the whole of the contemplated re- 
pair or improvement, including all foundations, piles, concrete,

competent officer. 

2228. No charge shall be made for the alteration, repair or enlarge- 
ment of any building already erected when the cost of such 
alteration, repair or enlargement shall be less than seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars ($750).

No building shall be erected within the fire limits with 
wooden studding, faced and packed with brick. 

2232. No alteration, extension or addition shall be made, nor shall 
any person cause the same to be made to the exterior of any 
building within the fire limits unless such alteration or addi- • 
tion beof brick, stone or other non-combustible material, except 
on piers extending into the river, or on the levee, where the 
same may be sheds or frame buildings, plans of which shall be 
approved by the Local Authorities. 

2233. "He who first builds in this city in a place which is not sur- 
rounded by walls, may rest one-half of his wall on the land of 
his neighbor ; provided, he build with stone or bricks, at least as 
high as the first story, and not in frame or otherwise ; and pro- 
vided, the whole thickness of this Wall does not oceed eighteen 
(18) inches, not including the plastering, which must not be 
more than three (3) inches.

The height and thickness of walls of buildings more than 
eight (8) stories high shall be subject to the special approval of 
the Local Engineer. 

2241. All stone walls less than twenty-four (24) inches thick shall 
have at least one header extending through the walls in every 
three (3) feet in height from the lx)ttom of the wall and in 
every four (4) feet in length: and if over twenty-four (24) 
inches thick, shall have one header for every six (6) superficial 
feet on both sides of the wall, and rumiing into the wall at least 
two (2) feet; all headers sliall be at least eighteen (t8) inches 
in width and eight (8) inches in thickness. 

2242. In every brick wall every fourth course of brick shall be a 
heading course, except where walls are faced with diflFerent 
brick, in which case every fifth course shall be bonded into the 
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backing by cutting the corner oi the face brick and putting in 
diagonal headers behind the same, or by splitting the face brick 
in half and backing the same by a continuous row of headers. 

2243. In all walls which are faced with thin ashlar anchored to the 
backing, or in which the ashlar has not either alternate headers 
and stretchers in each course, alternate heading and stretching 
courses, the backing shall be of hard burnt brick, and shall be 
laid up in cement and sharp sand. 

2244. All heading courses shall be good, hard, perfect brick. 

2245. In all buildings where the walls are built hollow, each wall 
shall be nine (9) inches thick for two-story buildings, thirteen 
(13) inches thick for first two stones of three, four and five- 
story buildings, balaiKe nine (9) inches thick; seventeen (17) 
inches thick for first two stories of six and sevf n-storv build- 
ings; thirteen inches (13) for next story, and nine (9) inches 
for balance of wall. 

2246. No hollow walls shall be built unless the two walls forming 
the same shall be connected by ccmtinuous vertical ties of the 
same material as the wall, and not over twenty-four (24) inches 
apart. 

2247. The height of all walls shall be computed from the grade 
level. 

2248. No swelled or refuse brick shall be allowed in any wall or 
pier ; and all brick used in the construction, alteration or repair 
of any building or any part thereof shall be good, hard, well- 
burned bricU ; shall be well wet at the time they are laid, excepfl 
in freezing weather, when they shall be laid dr)'. 

^ 2249. In no case shall the side, end or party walls of any building 
be carried up more than two stories m advance of the front an<f 
rear walls. 

2250. The front, rear, side or party walls of any building hereafter 
to be erected shall be ancliored to each other every six (6) feet 
in their height by tie anchors, made of one and a quarter by 
three-eighths (ijx^) inches wrouglit iron. 

2251. The said anchors shall be built into the side of the party walls, 
not less than twenty-four (24) inches, and into the front and! 
rear wails at least one-half the thickness of the ^ront or rear 
walls, so as to secure the front and rear walls to the side wall, 
and all stone used for the facing of any building, e.xcept where 
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built with alternate headers and stretchers, as hereinbefore set 
forth, shall be strongly anchored with iron aiirhors in each 
stone, and all such anchors shall be let into the stcne at least one 
(i) inch. 

2252. The side or party wall shall be anchored at every tier of 
beams to every fifth beam, by wrought ifx>n not less than three- 
eighths by one and three-quarter ( Jxif ) inches, and with a lip 
on end of anchor notched in the wood, and the anchor spiked to 
the beam by not less than two (2) spikes. 

2253. The portion of anchor going into the wall to be split, and the 
split portion to be eight (8) inches long. 

2254. Where the floor beams are supported by girders in such man- 
ner that tlie Poor beams rest on the top of girders, they shall ex- 
tend full width of girder and be spiked together. 

2255. W^here it is impractical to rest beams on top of the girder, 
they will butt against the girder, and be thorovghly secured 
thereto by wrought-iron straps, in such manner as may be ap- 
proved by the Local Engineer, and every fifth beam will have a 
strap placed on top of beams connecting same together and 
spiked thereto. 

2256. All joists or timbers shall be splayed so as to have the upper 
edge flush with the inside face of the wall. 

2257. All plate irons shall be built into the side or party walls, and 
the iron anchors used to secure the plate pieces shall be at least 
two (2) inches wide and om^half (.}) inch thick: and the an- 
chors at the end of every plate piece shall be worked or builts 
into the side or party wall of the building, and the said anchors 
shall turn down at least four (4) inches. 

2258. No stone or iron cornice shall ])roject more than the thickness 
of the wall oti which it rests, unless made of sh'^et metal, and 
the stone shall run through said wall. 

2259. Rrick cornice shall be carried on stone or iron similarly ex- 
tended throuj^h the wall. And in any case the greater weighf 
of stone or iron, or other metal, shall be on the inside of said 
line of said wall or walls. 

2260. ;\ll discharging or arched pieces used in the chimney of any 
building hereafter erected or built shall recede from any flue in 
the chimney at least six (6) inches, and all chimney flues shall 
be lined with terra cotta lining from top to bottom. In no build- 
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ing shall any wooden girder, beam or timber, resting on the 
walls, be placed nearer than eight (8) inches of any flue, 
whether the same be smoke, air or any other flue. 

2261. No chimney shall be built against any piece of timber, nor 
shall any timber he used in the construction of any chimney 
flue. 

2262. No plank or other combustible material shall be laid on chim- 
ney tops. 

2263. No oven, furnace or forge shall be constructed against a par- 
tition wall, unless a counter wall of masonry be made ; provided, 
that if a partition wall be made of brick or stone, a space of one 
(1) foot shall be left between, and if of pales or plank a spacel 
of four (4) feet; and if any one shall find any chimney, oven, 
furnace, forge or apparatus so defective as to be dangerous, he 
shall make a report of same to the proper authorities, who shall 
cause same to be examined, and satisfying himself of the dan- 
gerous condition of said chimney, oven, furnace, forge or ap- 
paratus, shall, in writing, direct the owner or his agent to repair 
or remove the cause of such danger within such time as he shall 
deem reasonable. 

2264. All buildings more than thirty-two (32) feet in width shall 

be built in such a manner that all the floors and roof thereof 

throughout their whole extent shall be supported by and rest 

upon one or more partition walls, or walls of bric«c or stone, and 

not less than twelve (12) inches thick, running from front to 

rear, or upon proper and sufficient posts, girders sustained by 

proper and sufficient pillars or columns of wood, iron, brick or 

stone, and so that through the whole extent of such floor or 

roof, and each of them, the said walls shall not be distant from 
each other or from such immediate support or supports of brick, 

stone or iron, or wood, more tlian thirty-two (32) feet, except 
when the joints are supported by trusses or truss rods; pro- 
vided, such immediate support or supports may be wooden posts 
or pillars ; provided, further, that this section shall not apply tq 
churches, libraries, armories, theatres and other public build- 
ings. 

2265. Floors of all residences to be calculated to carry a dead load 
of eighty (80) pounds per square foot, and floors of all office 
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buildings to be calculated to carry a dead load of one hundred 
and twenty-five (125) pounds per square foot. 

2266. Floors of all stores and warehouses to be calculated to carry 
a dead load of two hundred and fifty (250) pounds per square 
foot. 

2267. ^\11 calculations of the strength of floors and of material for 
the construction of buildings to be With a factor of five, 

2268. It shall be unlawful for occupants of stores or warehouses to 
load the floors in excess of tliat which is calculated to be a safe 

load for the floors to carry, as provided in this section. 

2269. All scuttle frames or scuttle doors on every building required 
by law to have a fire-proof roof, hereafter to be erected, shall be 
made- or covered with coppper, zinz, tin or iron, and every 
window and entrance above the first story in the rear of every 
storehouse over thirty (30) feet in height to the peak or highest 
part thereof from the level of the sidewalk, shall have shutters 
and doors thereon, made of copper or iron, or other fire-proof 
materials. 

2270. All buildings having iron shutters on front of same shall have 
one or more of them provided with such arrangements for 
openitig same from the outside as shall be approved by the Chief 
of the Fire Department and Local Engineer. 

2271. The planking or sheathing of the roof of every brick or stone 
dwelling, store, storehouse, or other building in the fire limits, 
so erected or buillt as aforesaid, shall in no case be extended 
across the party or side walls thereof, and every such dwelling, 
store, storehouse or other building, and the top and sides of the 
domier windows thereon shall be roofed and covered with slate, 
iron, copper, tin, zinc or other fire-proof material. 

22'j2. All beams or other timber in the party or other walls of any 
(lu clling". stv)re. storehouse or other building, hereafter built or 
cTixncd of brick or stone in this city, shall be sepaiated from the 
beams or timrx^r entering into the opposite side of such walls by 
the distance of at least eight (8) inches between the nearest 
points of such beams or timbers, and. when necessary, said walls 
shall he corbelled out to receive such beams. 

2273. All side, rear or party walls of such buildings shall be built up 
and extende<l at least four (4) feet above the planking or roof- 
ing, and shall not be less than thirteen (13) inches thick, if 
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brick; and seventeen (17) inches thick, if stone: which said 
fire wall shall be laid in and covered with hydraulic cement and 
sharp sand; provided, no Mansard or French roofs shall be 
built within the fire limits of this city. 

2274. Mb front, rear or other wall of any such dwelling, store, 
storehouse or other building now erected, or hereafter to be 
erected as aforesaid, within the city, or any brick or stone build- 
ing or buildings in the city, shall be cut off or altered below ta 
be supported in any manner, in whole or in part by wood, but 
shall be wholly supported by brick, stone or iron ; and no wood 
or timbers shall be used between such wall and such supporters, 
nor shall any wood or timbers be used or bedded in any wall. 

2275. The gutters to all buildings whereon fire-proof roofs are re- 
quired shall be made of tin, copper, zinc or other non-combus- 
tible materials, and they shall be finnly secured to the building 
by irons. 

2276. No steeple, cupola, spire or tower shall be erected oiv the top 
of any building in the fire limits, unless the same be covered 
with non-combustible materials. 

2277. All rooms to be built for sleeping apartments shall have at 
least five hundred (500) feet cwhxc contents for each person 
therein, and must communicate with the open air by a glazed 
and movable opening of at least ten (10) square feet area. 

2278. The occupant or occupants of any store, storehouse, manu- 
factory, or other buildings, in which hatchways or hoistways, 
or openings of any kind except the usual stairways, are used 
throughout any or either floor thereof, or in case the said build- 
ing or buildings are unoccupied and not leased, the owner or 
owners thereot, and in case they are leased, the lessee or lessees 
thereof, shall cause the said hatch, hoistways or other openings 
to remain closed or protected by a railing at least three (3) fee( 
high, and to he opened only when needed for rhe passage of 
merchandise, and the said owner, lessee or agent shall cause the 
same to be securely shut, closed and fastened c*t the close of 
each day. 

2279. The City Engineer shall examine, or cause to be examined, 
all buildings in the course of erection, alteration or repair, and 
inquire into any and all violations of the laws regelating the 
erection, alteration or repair of buildings, and shall forthwith

report in writing to the proper authorities any violation of the 
laws he may discover, tog;ether with the street and number of 
the building upon which the violations are found, and the names 
of the owners, agents, lessees or occupants, and the builders and 
architect, or the artisan or tradesman who may be guilty of such 
violations ; and further, he shall report the nature of the viola- 
tion of law and all matters relating thereto, and the proper 
authorities shall immediately take action to enforce the observ- 
ance of these ordinances and the law thus violated, and to pro- 
ceed also to recover any and all fines imposed for such violation. 

2280. Whenever any wall, building, staging or other structure in 
this city shall be so unsafe as to be dangerous to human life or 
limb or property, the proper authorities shall be authorized to 
instantly demolish and remove the same, after having first given 
the owner of such building, or his agent, notice to remove said 
danger within three (3) days, and on his failing to do so. 

2281. Any expense incurred in the enforcement of the forgoing 
Section shall be borne by the party owning the said unsafe wall 
i^)r structure, which sum or sums expended in such demolition or 
removal alxve provided for, together with attomey^s fees, shall 
Ix* recoverable before any court of com|>etent jurisdiction, and 
the judgment of said court to c<^>nstitute a first lien and privilege 
uf)()ii the f)r()pctty. 

22S2. Xo vSUjXTstructure shall he erected until the lot is raised 
higher than the sidewalk, according to the lines and levels to be 
obtained from the Local Engineer or his deputy. 

2283. Xo iKTson shall huikl uix)n any lot or portion of ground 
without first obtaining from the Local Engineer a permit show- 
ing that the lot has been filled to the grade required as estab- 
lished by law. 

2284. riie grade shall be from an established curb, sloping upward 
• )!ie-'ialt (A) inch for every Uyoi in width of l>anguette; front 
edc^e or ix)rtu)n of lot of ground to be two (2) mches higher 
than inner c.lge of banquette, and surface of lot or portion o£ 
^ToiiiKJ ^radnally ascendnig in grade one (i ) inch to every teri 
(to) feet to the rear. 

2285. Should it l>e represented that it is impossible to obtain the fill- 
ing for the proper grading of lot according to above section, 
i>wirig tr» hieh river or other cause, a permit wiH be issued on 
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filing of a bond in a sum equal to the filling required to fill lot to 
grade at the rate of one ($i ) dollar per yard, to guarantee the 
proper grading when filling can .)e obtained. When lot is 
properly filled the bond to be canceled. 

2286. The portion of lot to be filled to embrace the whole area 
within fences 

2287. The Board of Health shall withhold permits on unfilled lotsi 
in cases where ponds or filth exist, wliere the material proposed! 
to be used as filling is sanitarily unfit therefor, where the drain- 
age proposed to 'be established is ii^sufficient to properly drain 
the premises, or for any other unsanitary cause prejudicial to 
the public health, and to tliat end all existing ordinances con- 
cerning sanitation of such premises are hereby continued in full 
force and effect, and are not to be considered as repealed by this 
ordinance. 

2288. All frame dwellings hereafter created, or whose superstruct- 
ures or frames are hereafter repaired, shall not have the upper 
portions of their joists less than three (3) feet from the surface 
of the ground. 

2289. All buildings hereafter erected within the city shall be pro- 
vided with a healthy supply of water, not less than five hundred 
(500) gallons for each room in said building; provided, the 
aggregate capacity of cistern capacity shall not be less than 
twenty-five hundred (2500) gallons. 

2290. All cisterns, the water of which is used for drinking or cul- 
inary purposes, shall be provided by the owner thereof with 
suitable covers. 

2291. The chimneys of all forges and furnaces connected with 
steam engines, used in factories of every description, and other 
establishments, shall be carried up at least twenty (20) feet 
above the highest peak or portion of any building within a 
radius of one hundred (100) feet from said factory or estab- 
lishment, and all such chimneys shall liave caps on them so con- 
structed as to prevent cinders and s(X)t from falling upcm neigh- 
boring houses. 

;J292. Where any debris remains in any lot or on the banquette 
contiguous in this city, resulting from a fire or in the demolition 
or partial demolition of any building on such lot, it is hereby 
made the duty of the owner, or his agent, of the property to 
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remove, or cause to be removed from the sidewalk and street, 
all such debris within six (6) days after a notice served upon 
him by the proper authorities, and to place such debris in such 
manner on his lot as not to be dangerous. 

2293. Builders in the repairing, construction and erection of build- 
ings in the city limits shall use one-half of the banquette and 
one-third of the street, for the piling of material to be used in 
the construction of such building. During the construction of 
such building the contractor shall maintain free and clear one- 
half of the width of banquette, and sliall protect pedestrians by 
placing a wooden awning over the whole banquette. 

2294. No person shall set up or use a stove, any portion of which 
shall be within two (2) feet of any part of the woodwork or 
walls, partitions or floors of any buildings within the limits of 
the city without protecting such woodwork with metalis cover- 
ing so as to effectually protect the same from fire. 

2295. In all cases where a stovepipe projects or passes through the 
roof, partition or wall of any building, a part or the whole of 
which may be wood, the pipe shall be supported from such roof 
or woodwork at least six (6) inches by sheet iron or other non- 
combustible materials, and shall project above or beyond the 
roof or wall of the building, as the case may be. at least three 

(3) feet. 

2296. No stovepipe shall be allowed to project over any sidewalk 

or into any street. 

2297. It is made the duty of the owner or his agent of any btiilding 
having a balcony extending over any portion of the banquette 
to provide such balcony with a metal gutter attached to the 
outer edge, and leaning into a metal down pipe leading acro^ 
the banquette into the street gutter; provided, when said bal- 
conies are entirely covered by roof, the gutter shall be attached 
to said roof in the manner above described. 

2298. Tt is further made the duty of the owner or his agent to keep 
the gutters in such repair as to prevent leakage and dripping on 
the sidewalks. 

2299. All gutters across the banquette shall be of covered gutters 
approved by the Local Engineer, or of proper size drain pipe. 
No awning or balcony shall drain direct into the street, and all 
buildings now having balconies or awnings draining direct into 
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the street shall be required, within ten days from the pass^e of 
this ordinance, to provide the necessary- gutters to cover the- 
water, as provided in this section. 

2300. If the owner or owners of any lot or portion of ground : 
whereon any building is to be constructed or erected, or of any 
building already erected whereon any repairs, alterations of 
additions are to be made, shall begin such construction or 
alteration, etc., without having first obtained the certificate 
required in section i of this ordinance, he shall be deemedl 
guilty of a misdemeanor and he shall be subject 10 a fTneoi not: 
less than five ($5) dollars or more than twenty-five ($25 )> 
dollars, and tor each day he persists in such violation shall con- 
stitute a new oflfence, and on his failing to pay said fine he shall 
be imprisoned in the Parish Prison one (i ) day ior each dollar 
of the fine imposed. -* '^•" i^^ 

2301. If after obtaining permit therefor, any owner of lot or por- 
tion of ground on which a building is to be erected, or owners* 
of any building which is to be repaired, in accordance with thi^ 
ordinance, or whosoever shall violate any ot the provisions of 
this ordinance, shall be deemed guilty of a misclemeanor and' 
said owner i.hall be subject to a fine of not less than five ($5) 
nor more than twenty-five ($25) for each and every violation- 
of these laws, and each da/s persistence in said violation shalt> 
constitute a new offence, and the owner or owners or his oir 
their agent shall be notified by the proper authoi ities to correct 
said faulty construction to conform to the provisions of this 
ordinance; on his or their failure to do so, in addition to the 
jabove penalties, proper action will be taken to prevent his per- 
sistence in such faulty construction, and such fault shall be 
repaired or the work demolished at the owner's expense. 

2302. On his failing to pay said fine or fines he shall be imprisoned 
in the Parish Prison one ( i ) day for each dollar of the fine 
imposed. 

2303. The powers or duties herein imposed or conferred on tBe 
Local Engineer can be delegated by him to such assistants as are 
hereinafter provided for. 

2304. The Local Engineer shall, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the City Council, appoint one or more assistant Local 
Engineers, who shall also be practical and theoretical architects^ 
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whose exclusive duties shall be to properly enforce the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. 

2305. The Local Engineer shall have general supervision of this 
department, which is hereby made part of his office, and he shall 
have power 10 remove his assistants for incompettncy, malfeas- 
ance in office, or their failure to do and carr>' out the duties 
devolving upon them by virtue of this ordinance 

2306. The salaries of such assistants is hereby fixed at one hundred 
and fifty ($150) dollars per month. 

2307. It is further made the duty of the Local Enginter and his 
deputies to see to the proper enforcement of this :>rdinance, and 
to make affidavit for any violation of it, and to notify the 
Mayor of same. 

2308. In case the violation is such as to give rise to civil action, the 
Superintendent of Police and the Local Engineer and his depu- 
ties, as provided above, shall report the facts to the Mayor. 

2309. Any owner or other party interested who shall fed aggrieved 
by or dissent from the rulings of the Local Engineer shall have 
the right to appeal to the proj^er authorities for relief. 

2310. All laws olr parts of laws in conflict with the foregoing 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

2311. It shall not be lawful to erect or establish within the city 
limits any forge, foundry or steam engine without s})ecial per- 
mission of the proper authorities. 

2312. All buildings for forges and foundries must be constructed 
of t)rick or other incombustible materials within the fire limits.* 

2313. All petitions for permission to erect any blacksmith shop, 
for^o or steam engine shall be accompanied with the written 
consent of a majority of the property owners by the foot front- 
af^c within a radius of 300 feet of the place where permission is 
asked to erect such blacksmitli shop, forge or ste.^m engine. 

2314. Whoever shall violate the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be subject to a fine not to exceed twenty-five dollars, or im- 
pris^.MKHJ in the Parish IVison for a term not to exceed thirty 
(lays, or botli, or imprisoned in the said Parish Prison for a 
term not to exceed thirty days in default of the payment of the 
fine, to be im|X)sed by the Recorder of the rlistrlct wherein the 
oti'ence is ctMumitted : provided, that the fine shall not exceed 
twenty-five dollars for each offence, nor the imprisonment more 
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than thirty da>s; provided, further, that each day any black- 
smith shop, forge, foundry or steam engine shall be operated 
in contravention of this ordinance it shall be deemed a separate 
offence. 

2315. All chimneys of dwellings, offices, stores, churches, furnaces, 
forges, ovens or apparatus, having an area not exceeding 250 
square inches, must be lined with fire clay or terra cotta lining 
at least five-eighths of an inch thick, and from top to bottom. 
Such clay or terra cotta lining shall be immersed in water at 
least ten minutes and no more than one hour before being laid 
in the chimney, and all bricks used in such chimney shall be 
immersed in water in the same manner; spra>ing from hose 
or dashing of water from buckets will not b^ regarded as 
sufficient for bricks to enter into the construction of chimneys. 

2316. All chimneys of an area larger than 18x18 inches shall be 
lined with fire brick laid in fire clay from top to bottom. All 
joints to be thoroughly filled, stnick and smooth. 

2317. For the furtherance of the benefits contemplated in this sec- 
tion, the inspector may enter premises, may remove bricks from 
any part of the chimney for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the lining has been placed in propei manner; the 
bricks removed to be replaced by the owner of the premises. 

2318. The owntr or builder will furnish every facility to the inspec- 
tor for the clear and unecjuivocal examination of any chimney. 

2319. Should it be discovered on examination that no lining has 
been put in any chimney which has been built subseciuerit to the 
passage of this amendment, said chimney shall be torn down 
and rebuilt with the proper flue lining, and at the expense of 
the owner of the premises. 

2320. The Local Engineer is obliged to keep m a proper ixx)k a 
complete record of all chimneys built in compliance with this 
ordinance, and shall, on the request of any parties, be obligated 
to furnish a certificate to that effect. 

2321. Parties not complying with this amendment shall be subject 
to penalties. 

2322. That all chimneys m low buildings shall be extended to the 
height of three feet above the gutters of adjoining buildings 
which are located within a radius of fifty feet. , 

2323. No stovepipe shall extend through the side of any buildings 
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nor extend through tlie roof of any building, unless provided 
with a metal plate or earthenware protector, or a double metal 
thimble with two- inch air space, leaving an air space one inch 
Avide between the protector and the pipe, and no woodwork 
shall I>e within a distance of eight inches of the stovepipe when 
a metal plate protector is used ; but the earthenware or metal 
thimble with two-inch air space may be set light in woodwork. 

2324. When earthenware, clay or terra cotta are used, the ware 
pipe shall not be less tliaii three-quarters of an inch thick, and 
shall l)e two inches larger in inside diameter than the outside of 
the stovepipe, and shall extend outward two inches beyond any 
woodwork on either side, and may be set tight in such wood- 
work, and opening between stovepipe and ware pipe may be 
•closed with any incombustible material, and w^here through 
•floors between two rooms, or where through partitions between 
two rooms, it shall in all instances be so closed. 

2325. This ordinance shall go into effect from and after its passage. 
^2326. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with the 

provisions of the foregoing ordinance be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

2327. All public buildings and every buildmg hereafter erected, the 
height of which exceeds seventy feet, sliall be built of fire-proof, 
:that is to say, shall be constructed with walls hi brick, stone, 
litxMi or other hard incombustible materials, in which timber 
lintels or Ixnul timlx^rs shall not be placed, and in which the 
floors and rcxjfs shall be of materials similar to the walls. 

2328. The stairs and staircase landings shall be built entirely of 
brick, stone, iron or other hard incombustible materials. 

2^2i). Xo wo<xlwork or other inflammable material shall be used in 
any of the partitions, furrings or ceilings, in any auch fire-proof 
buildings. excepting, however, the doors and windows, and their 
frames, the trims, casings, interior finish and the floor boards 
and sleeix^rs directl} thereunder may be of wood. 

23.V). In all firc-pnxj)f buildings hereafter constructed the following 
rules nuist b*: observed: 

2331. Rii.K I. All iron colunms shall be made true and smooth at 
IkHIi ends, and shall rest on cast-iron bed plates, and have cast- 
iron caps, which shall also l)e made true. 

2^^]j. All XX iron trimmer l^ams. headers and tail l)eams shall be 
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suitably framed and connected together, and iron girders, 
columns, beams, trusses, and all other ironwork of all floors and 
roofs shall be strapped, bolted, anchored and connected 
together, and to the walls, in a strong and subs«^ntial manner. 

2333. RuLK 2. Under the ends of all iron beams, where they rest 
on the walls, a stone or cast-iron template must be built into the 
walls, said templates to be eight inches wide in twelve-inch 
walls, and in all walls of greater thickness to be twelve inches 
wide, and such templates, if of stone, shall not in any case be 
less than twelve inches long. 

2334. All brick or stone arches placed between iron floor beams 
5hall be at least four inches thick, and have a rise of at least one 
and a quarter inches to each foot of span between the beams. 
Arches over five feet span shall be properly increased in thick- 
ness, as required by the inspector of buildings, or the space 
between the beams may be filled in with sectional hollow brick 
or burnt clay, or some equally good fire-proof material, having 
a depth of not ess than one and a quarter inches to each foot 
of span, a variabk distance being allowed of not over six inches 
in the span between the beams. 

2335. The said brick or burned clay arches shall be laid to a line on 
the centres, with close joints filled with cement mortar, in pro- 
portions of not more than three of sand to one of cement by 
measure. The arches shall be well grouted. 

ADDITIONAL BUILDING REGULATIONS. 

2336. No wall, structure, building, part or parts thereof shall here- 
after be built, constructed, altered or repaired in said fire district, 
except in conformity with the provisions of this ordinance. 

2337. Corrugated buildings shall not be built within the fire limits 
unless by permission of two-thirds of City Council. 

2338. All buildings hereafter erected within said fire district shall 
have all walls constructed of stone, brick, iron or other hard, in- 
combustible material, properly bonded and solidly put together 
with close joints; and the several component parts of such 
buildings shall be built and constructed in such manner as is 
herein provided. 

2339. All foundation walls shall be laid not less than two feet below 
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the surface of the earth, on good, soli<( bottom, and in case the 
nature of the earth should require it, piles shall be driven or 
timbers laid of sufficient size and thickness to prevent the walls 
from settling. The top of such pile or timber bottc«n must be 
driven or laid bdow the water line. 

2340. Where piles are driven for a foundation they shall not be less 
than five inches in diameter at the smaller end, and shall be 
driven to a firm and solid bearing. All piers, columns or posts 
resting on the earth shall be set upon a bottom in the same 
manner as the foundation walls. 

2341. All excavations upon the front or side of any lot adjoining a 
street shall be properly guarded and protected by the person or 
persons having charge of same, so as to prevent the same from 
being dangerous to life or limb, 

2342. Each fifteen (15) fwt in height to be considered one st<wy, 
except the grade line story, whiqji may be twenty feet in bdght. 
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2343. All fixitiiigs lo he twice the width oi the basement walls, 
and the depth of the footings .shall be one-half of their width. 

2344. Dwelling houses may be built wiih walls 4^ inches or one- 
half brick less in thickness than the above table shows, but no 
wall shall he less than 13 inches or i^ bricks in thickness. 

2345. The footings and foundation walls shall be laid in cement 
mortar to at least 12 inches above the grade line. 



2346- All floor joist shall rest on the 4.V-inch projections as pro- 
vided for by the law governing the thickness of walls. 

2347. All brick shall be laid with joints broken and well filled with 
mortar, and every fifth course shall be laid with headers. 

2348. All party walls shall have 4^inch projection, corbeled out 
on one or both sides, as may be necessary, to carry floor joists. 

2349. Front, rear and side walls shall be built up at the same time. 

2350. Whenever the space between side walls shall exceed 25 feet 
and not supported with partition walls or girders supported on 
iron, stone, hard wood or brick pilasters, the thickness of the 
walls shall be increased 4-^ inches for every five feet or fraction 
thereof in width, except as hereinafter provided. 

2351. All elevators shall be automatically trapped at each floor, 
and hoistways shall have close trapped doors. 

2352. No cornice shall be built on any building except of fireproof 
material. 

23^3. Parapet walls must extend above the roofs at least 3 feet, 
and shall be at least 13 inches thick. The last four courses shall 
be laid in good Portland cement mortar and covered with same 
mortar i inch thick. 

2354. Stone or terra cotta cojiing may be used histead of the fore- 
going, in which case the stone or terra cotta ^hall extend at 
least I inch over each side of the wall and all joints shall be well 
filled with Portland cement mortar. 

2355. External and party walls above the ground floor shall be se- 
curely anchored at least every twelve feet to each tier of joists 
with approved appliances, which shall allow the joists to fall out 
without injuring the wall. 

^35^; When joists arc supix)rted by girders the anchorage of the 
joists must be made continuous by approved anchors of proper 
proportions. 

2357. I'hc brick luvii in all buildings shall be good, hard, well- 
burned l>rick ; no swelled, refuse or soft brick shall be used, and 
in all brick walls every fifth course shall \yc a heading course, 
except, however, where walls are faced with brick in running 
l>ond, in which case every fifth course shall be bonded into the 
backing by cutting the course of the face brick and putting 
in diagonal headers behind the same, or by splitting the face 
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brick in half and backing the same with a continuous row of 
headers. 

2358. All brick laid in non-freezuig weather shall be well wet im- 
mediately before being laid. 

2359. All lime mortar shall be thoroughly mixed in the proportion 
of Ofie part of fresh, unslacked lime and three parts of clean, 
sharp sand, free from loam. 

2360. All lime mortar shall be at least two days old before using. 

2361. All Louisville cement mortar shall be mixed in the proportion 
of one (I ) part of fresh Louisville cement and two (2) parts 
of clean, sharp sand, free from loam. All Louisville cement 
mortar must be used within twenty (20) minute:^ after mixing. 

2362. All Portland cement mortar shall be mixed in the pro|K)riion 
of one part of fresh Portland cement to four parts of clean, 
sharp sand, free from loam. 

2363. All Portland cement mortal shall not have l)een mixed more 
than thirty minutes before using. 

2364. Iron posts in front of party walls shall be filled up stolid with 
masonry, and made perfectly tight between the ]K)sts and walls 
to effectually prevent the passage of smoke and fire. 

2365. Cast iron coUimns or |X)sls which are to be used for the 
supi)ort oi WiMMJen or iron girders or brick walls, not cast with 
one open side or back, before being set up in place, shall have 
a three-eighth ot an inch hole drilled in the shaft of each jk^si or 
column by the manufacturer or contractor furnishing the same, 
to exhibit the thickness oi the castings, and any other similar- 
sized hole or holes which the inspector of buildings or his duly 
authorized representatives may reciuire. shall W drilled in the 
said posts (^r cv^lumns by the said manufacturer or contractor 
at his own exjxMise, anvl at any time prior to the setting of the 
said pc)sts or columns. Iron jwsts of colimins shall have solid 
iron plates on top of each to prevent the passaf^e oi smoke or 
fire through them from one story to another, and the lx>ttc»nis 
and tops of all iron posts and colinnns. caps and bases shall be 
made true. 

23(y\ Xo ]>i^st or column shall be used in any building of le-s aver- 
age thickness of shaft than three-quarters of an inch. 

2367. In all buildings every fioor shall l>e oi sufticient strength in 
all its parts to bear safely upon ever>- superficial foot of its sur- 



face, seventy-five pounds ; and if used as a store, factory, ware- 
house, or for any manufacturing: or commercial purpose from 
150 pounds or upward; and in every building used as a place 
of public assembly, the floors shall be of sufficient strength to 
bear safely upon each superficial foot of its surface at least 120 
pounds ; and every floor shall be of sufficient strength to bear 
the Weights aforesaid, in addition to the weights of the material 
used in its construction, and every column, post or other verti- 
cal support shall be of sufficient strength to bear safely the 
weights of the portion of each and every floor depending upon 
it for support, in addition to the weight required as aobve to be 
supported safely upon said portions of said floors. 

2368. No building already erected or hereafter to be built in the 
fire district of the city of Shreveport, La., shall be raised, 
altered or built upon in such manner that where such buildings 
wholly built or constructed after the passage of this act, it 
would be in violation of the provisions of this title. 

2369. Before any building shall be enlarged, raised, altered or built 
upon, the same shall be first examined by the inspector of 
buildings to ascertain if the building or buildings are in good, 
safe condition to be enlarged, raised, altered or built up; and 
the decision of said inspector shall be made without delay. 

2370. The inspector of buildings shall have full power ( except as 
herein otherwise provided for) in passing upon any question 

relative to the mode, manner of construction or materials to be 
used in the erection or alteration of any building, or other 
structure provided for in this title, in ^ny part of the fire dis- 
trict of the city of Shreveport to make the same conform to the 
true intent and meaning of the several provisions hereof. He 
shall also have power to vary and modify the provisions of this 
title upon application therefor in writing, only in case of old 
buildings or the use of party walls belonging to different own- 
ers, where the same cannot be taken down and where there are 
practical difficulties in the way of carrying out the strict letter 
of this law, so that the spirit of this l^vv is observed, the public 
safety secured and substantial justice done; but no such devia- 
tion shall be permitted except a record of the same shall be kept 
by the inspector of buildings, and a certificate be first issued to 
the party applying for the same.

2384. Any person violating this ordinance, and any owner or 
premises whereon the erection or alterations arc planned to be 
made, by erecting or altering, or permitting the erection or 
alteration of buildings, without having first obtained a permit, 
or without a permit having been obtained for said erection, re- 
pairs or alterations, as herein provided, shall, for each and every 
offence, be fined not exceeding $25. at the discretion of the

2393. All traps for water closets shall be back vented with not less 
than 2-inch pipes for twenty feet or less and 3-inch pipe beyond 
twenty feet. Cjroup of three to five water closets must not have 
less than a 3-inch vent, and above five must be the same size as 
soil pipes. 

2394. \'ent pipes from all fixtures except water closets shall not 
be of less size than i] inch and where more than one fixture 
connects in same vent it shall not be less than li-inch and the 
connection nnist be made at least one foot above top of said 
fixtures. 

2395. All connections to vent pipes must be made with lead or brass 
joined as in rule 4, and each vent shall have a trap screw wiped 
into it not more than six inches above connection with trap, 
unless back vent is connected with trap by a brass union. 

2396. Vent pipes nnist in all cases be of cast iron or lead, except 
local vent of water closet, which may be galvanized sheet iron 
of approved construction. 

2397. Wrought iron shall not be used as a waste pipe for any fix- 
ture. 

2398. No soil, drain or vent pipe shall be covered or concealed 
from view until after the work has been tested, examined and 
approved by the inspector appointed for that purfxise. The 
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plumber shall notify the inspector in wrfting when work is 
ready for inspection, and the whole system of plumbing shall 
be prepared for the inspector or his assistant tu make proper 
and thorough inspection of same by the plumber filling" said 
pipes with water to the highest point, or by air pressure of not 
less than five pounds per square inch. 

2399. Every water closet shall be supplied with water from a sei>- 
arate tank or cistern, and no flush for same shall be less than 
one-quarter inch pipe. 

2400. Water closets shall be glazed with earthenware or enameled 
iron in one piece all exposed ; the woodwork to consist of seat 
and back only. En no case shall any wood casing be allowed. 

2401. Hereafter only tank closets shall be used. * Pan, plunger, 
long hopper direct supplies of any kind, or closet having any 
unventilatcd space, or whose walls are not flushed at each dis- 
charge, shall not be used. 

2402. Waste pipes from all fixtures shall be of lead or cast iron 
and not less than the following sizes, viz : For lioth tubs, laun- 
dr}- tubs and urinals, 2 inches ; wash basin, i:^ inches ; slop hop- 
pers and water closets, 4 inches. 

2403. Drif) or overflow pipes from safes under water closets of 
other fixtures or from tanks or cisterns, shall in no case be con- 
nected directly to the drainage system, but shall be run to some 
open place in plain sight. Tf run to outside of building they 
must have safe waste valves. 

2404. All urinals must have load, slate, tile or marble safes. 

2405. Waste pipes for refrigerators or other receptacles in which 
jirovisicMis arc stored shall not he connected directly with the 
drainage system, but shall be arranged to waste in an open 
tray in f)hiiii sight below the refrigerator. This tray must be 
connected with drainage pipes upon being properly tapped and 
vented like any other fixture. 

24o(). Xo >'odiment from boilers or drain tubes from stop and 
waste c<x^ks shall be connected directly with any waste water 
or sc\\ er. and no rain water pipes shall be connected with the 
sowtT or house <]rninage system. 

2407. Soil or w astc pipes placed in any building for future use shall 
Ik ventilated, tested and subjected to the same rules in every 
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respect as if intended for immediate use, and all openings closed 
by screw plugs or caulked or soldered. 

2408. .Each sewer connected with laterals must have one cast iron 
pipe for ventilation not less than four inches in diameter, carried 
not less than two feet above roof or building, dwelling or out- 
house, except when outhouse is less than twenty feet from main 
building, in which case ventilating pipe must be attached to 
main building and carried above roof. 

2409. Lead pipes for supply must not be lighter than extra sjtrong. 

2410. All waste pipes and other pipes passing through lead safes 
must be of lead and wiped into the safe. 

241 1. A stop and waste cock must be placed at the bottom of each 
riser and all pipes connected therewith so arranged that they 
will empty themselves when water is shut off. Each water 
closet must have a separate regulating cock and al! pipes in con- 
nection with the plumbing be so arranged that they can easily 
be exarnined and repaired. When they arc necessarily carried 
into walls or partitions, they must be covered »vith woodwork 
and fastened wath brass screws so as to give ready access to 
them. 

2412. No steam exhaust will be Mlowed to connect to any drain or 
soil pipe. 

2413. Each fixture must have separate trap of prescribed size 
placed as near fixtures as possible. 

2414. All joints on lead or between lead and brass must he wiped, 

except of brass in cock couplings which may be cupped. 

« 

2415. The local vent of all water closets must be entirely independ- 
ent of any other pipe and extend not less than two feet above 
the roof. 

2416. After all the plumbing in any building is complgted accord- 
ing to the foregoing rules and to the satisfaction of the inspec- 
tor, a certificate to this effect shall be issued to the plumber do- 
ing the work. 

2417. These rules for plumbing shall apply to. all extensions, alter- 
ations or other work to be done in connection with plumbing or 
house drains in old buildings (except minor repairs) the same 
as in new buildings, and minor repairs shall be construed as 
meaning repairs of leaks in pipes, traps or cocks, opening up 
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waste or supply pipes, traps and drains, and repairing broken 
fixtures and frozen pipes. 

2418. A lead drum trap to be placed for each bath tub, four inches 
in diameter with trap screw. 

2419. A lead grease trap properly ventilated to be placed under 
each sink. 

2420. All sewer pipe less than two feet in ground to be cast iron 
with brass trap screw not over twenty feet apart. 

2421. Every person desiring to follow the occupation of plumber 
either as master or journeyman shall be required to pass an ex- 
amination as to his ability before an examining board consisting 
of one master and one journeyman plumber with plumbing in- 
spector and president Board of Health, chairman of sanitary 
committee of city council. For each examination a fee of $5 
shall be charged and funds for such examination shall go to the 
treasury of city, one half to be returned to applicant in case of 
failure. 

2422. Any master plumber employing any person, and sending him 
on a job in the capacity of plumber without such person having 
received certificate as such, shall be fined not less than $25 nor 
more than $50. at the discretion of the mayor. 

2423. Any plumber, master or journeyman, violating any article in 
this ordinance shall be subjected to a fine of not less than $50 
nor more than $io)0, at the discretion of the mayor. 

2424. Any architect, owner, superintendent plumber or plumbing 
inspector who shall desii^n or put in,;uiy work contrary to these 
rci^ulations shall be .c:uilty of a^iiisdemeanor and fined not less 
than S^C) or sixtv (lavs in jail, at the discretion of the mayor. 

24J3. 'TIktc shall be three tests or inspections by the inspector, 
who .shall he notified by the pluniher in writing when work is 
ready, 'as follows : 

J426. \']v>{ — The sewer after it is laid and joined, and before it is 
covered uj). 

2427. .Second — 'i he soil and vent pipes as per rule governing same. 

24J8. Third — After the completion of the work, when the water 
has been turned on and the traps filled, the plumber must make 
a pepi)erniint test in the presence of the ])lumbing inspector and 
s»' directed by him. 

2429. All plumbing w«)rk in the city that it now in a sanitary con- 
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dition will not be disturbed by the operation of these rules and 
regulations.

2430. The fees for inspection of plumbing shall be as follows : 

2431. From $15 and all sums under, 10 per cent. ; from $15 to $25, 
9 per cent. ; from $25 to $50. 3 per cent. ; from $50 to $75, 7 per 
cent. ; from $75 to $100, 6 per cent. ; from $100 to $150, 5 per 
cent. ; from $150 to $200. and all sums over, 4 per cent. For 
all extra inspections after the third the fees shall be $1. Also 
where old street pipes are removed by lead pipes extending to 
sidewalk, $1. 

2432. These rules and regulations shall take effect from and after 
their passage. 

2433. Law Concerning^ Fire Escapes. 

Act No. 97 of 1888. 

For the better protection and security to life, and providing for 
fire escapes on all buildings four stories high and over, private 
residences excepted. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That 

2434. All buildings, except such as are used for private residences 
exclusively, in the city of New Orleans, of four stories in 
height, shall be provided with one or more metallic ladders or 
metallic fire escapes including from the first stor>' to the upper 
stories of such buildings, and above the roof and on the outer 
walls thereof, n\ such location and numbers and of such 
material and consti uction as the ?^Iayor, Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department of their respective districts, the City Surveyor 
and Cliaimuni of the Fire Committee of the City Council and 
Commissioner of Public Buildings, or a majoritv of them, may 
from time to time determine; after such determination shall 
have been made as aforesaid, the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department of said city may at any time, by a notice in writing 
served upon the owner or agent of any such building, by leav- 
ing with such owner or agent, or at his residence or place of 
business, a copy of such notice, require such owner or agent 
to cause such metallic ladder or fire escape to be placed upon 
such building, within thirty days after the service of such notice. 
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2435. Provided, however, that all buildings more than two stories 
;^ in height, used, for manufacturing purposes, aball have one 

metallic ladder for every- twenty-five persons, or less, employed 
\ * above the second story. 

2436. Sec. 2. Incase such owner or agent, so served with notice 
as aforesaid, shall not, within thirty days after the service of 
such notice upon him, place, or cause to be placed, such metallic 
ladder or fire escape upon such building, as required by this 
article and the terms of such notice, he shall be s^ibject to a fine 
of not less than twenty-five nor more than two hundred and 
fifty dollars, and to a further fine of twenty-five dollars for 
each week of such neglect to comply with such notice after the 

' service of the same. That the firies imposed for violation of 
this act sliall be collected by any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. 

2437. Sec. 3. That it is hereby made the duty of the parties herein 
designated to execute the provisions o'f this act. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc.. That 

2438. All laws or parts of laws inconsistent, contrary to or in con- 
flict with the present act be and the same are repealed. 

2439. All business buildings now erected or to be erected, being 
more than fifty feet high, covering an area of 4^00 superficial 
feet, shall have a 2j-inch or larger metallic stand-pipe within or 
near the front wall, extending above the roof, with siiitabte 
valves at each story, and arranged so that engine hose can be 
attached from the street. All hose couplings shall conform to 
the size and pattern adopted by the Fire Department. 

2440. All buildings, except such as are used for private residences 
exclusively in this city, of four or more stories in height, shall be 
provided with one or more metallic ladders or metallic fire 
escapes, with stand-pipe attached, including from the first story 
to the upper stories of such buildings, and above the roof and 
on the outer walls thereof, in such location and numbers and 
of such materials and construction as the Mayor, Chief 
Engineer' of the iMrc Department, the City Engineer and 
Chairman of the Fire Committee of the Council and Commis- 
sioner of l^iblic J5uildings, or a majority of them, may from 
time to time determine : 

244 T. After such determination shall have been made as aforesaid 
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the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department at any tiiiie, by 
notice in writing served upon the owner or agent at his resi- 
deiK'c or 'place of business, requiring such owner or agent of 
any such building, by leaving with such owner or agent, or at 
his residence or place of business, a copy of such notice, 
requiring such owner or agait to cause such building, within 
thirty days after the service of such notice, to cause a metallic 
ladder or fire escape to be placed upon such building within 
thirty days after the seivice of such notice: provided, however, 
tJiat all buildings more than two stories in height, used for 
manufacturing purposes, shall have one metallic ladder for 
every twenty-five persons, or less, employed above the second 
storv. 

2442. Tn case such owner or agent so served with notice as afore- 
said shall not, within thirty days after the service of such notice 
upon him, place or cause to be placed such metalHc ladder with 
stand-pipe or fire escape upon such buildmg as required by 
this ordinance, and the term? of such notice, he shall be subject 
to a fine of not less than twent}'-five nor more than two hundred 
and fifty dollars, and to a further fine of twenty-five dollars for 
each week he or others fail to comply with said notice. 

2443. The fines imposed for violation of this ordinance shall be col- 
lected by any court of comj^etcnt jurisdiction. 

2444. It is hereb}' made the duty of the parties herem designated 
to execute the provisions of this ordinance. 

2445. The. Board of Health may, in its discretion, for the protect- 
tion of life and J\ealth, declare any place or structure unhealthy, 

2446. And may order such structure or place forthwith to be 
vacated and closed : 

2447. And the same shall not again be Kcupied until it shall appear 
to liaive been so cleansed or repaired as to be fit for human 
habitation, ind i>ermission shall have been granted accordingly 
bv the Board of Health. 

2448. All owners of premises and cistern l)uilders, in the erection of 
cisterns for drinking and culinary purposes, shall provide 
suitable covers for said cisterns, so as to exclude dust and other 
matters suspended in the atmosphere. 

2449. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
regulation sliall be a fine not exceeding twentv-five dollars, 
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recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the 
offence was committed, 
2450. Or in default of payment of the fine imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days for each and every offence. 

2451. Regulations Concerning Hatchways and Staircases. 

2452. The proprietor or proprietors of every store, warehouse or 
other building, wherein there shall be hatchways, staircases or 
other exposed openings in the floor, unprovided with trap 
doors, shall construct a strong and durable railing around said 
openings, the same to be movable, if so desired , said railing^ 
or trap-doors to be suitably adjusted each evening upon the 
closing of ti'e building 

2453. For any violation of the foregoing provisions the occupant 
or occupants of the building shall be subjected to a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, to be recovered before any 
court of competent jurisdiction ; and for further protection to 
firemen while in the discharge of their duties, and to prevent 
the dq>lorable accidents resulting from staircases and hatch- 
ways left unprotected as aforesaid, the police of the city are 
hereby authorized and reciuired to inspect, at suitable hours, 
all warehouses, etc., upon their respective beats, and to report 
all violations of this ordinance through the Superintendent of 
the Police to the Mayor, in order that the proper fines may be 
inflicted, and that this ordinance may be effectually enforced. 

Regulations Concerning Dangerous Buildings. 

2454. It shall he the duty of the Surveyor, Street Commissioner, 
aiul of the police officers, to inquire concerning all houses or 
<»thcr huiUhngs that may be in a ruinous coUshtion, as also 
about whatever might, by falling, impair the security of 
passage through the public way, or give occasion to any acci- 
dent, and to re|K)rt the same to the Mayor; and 

2455. ( )n the same report the Mayor shall order the owner of the 
house, (^r 

2436. In his absence his attorney in fact or agent, to cause the 
danger to cease within such time as he may thmk proper to 
prescribe to Inin fv^r that purpose: 

2457. IVovided, alwavs, that the said owner, or his attomev in 
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fact or a^cnt, shall have a ri^ht to contest the statement made 
in said reporr. by having" the premises examined by a person of 
acknowledged skill, to be chosen by the owner of the house or 
other building, or his attorney in fact or agent, w'hich person 
shall previously be sworn by the Mayor; 

2458. But if, after said examination, it shall appear to the Mayor 
that the danger has been duly ascertained, the owner, or his 
attorney in fact or agent, as aforesaid, shall cause the danger to 
be removed within the delay assigned by the Mayor, under 
penalty to be imposed by the Recorder of the district in which 
the offence was committed, of not more than twenty-five dollars 
for each day ihat the owner, or his attorney in fact or agent, as 
aforesaid, shall fail to comply with rhe order of the Mayor, and 
default of payment of the fine to imprisonment in the Parish 
Prison for a term not exceeding thirty days ; and 

2459. Should the danger be imminent the Mayor may cause the 
building to he demolished at the expense of the owner. 

2460. The owners, lessees an^ occupants of any building in which 
hatchways 01 'well-holes exist or shall hereafter be constructed, 
shall cause the same to be effectually barred or enclosed by 
railing, gates or by other contrivances approved by the Board 
of Health, for the prevention of accidents therefrom. 

2461. Laws Concerning Cleaning of Privies. 

Act No. 84 of 1877. 

To authorize and regulate the cleaning of Vaults and Privies ; pro- 
viding for the use of odorless apparatus ; to fix the limits of 
rates and charges : to establish penalties, and to repeal all lawi 
in conflict herewith, and to repeal and to revoke all exclusive 
privileges heretofore granted, and the exclusive privileged 
granted to the Xew Orleans Sanitary and Excavating Com-" 
pany. 

Si'XTioN I. Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Louisiana in General 
.'Issemhiy convened, That 

2462. It shall be unlawful for any person or f)ersons to engage in 
the cleaning of vaults or privies and remove all fecal and 
stercoraceous matter in the city of New Orleans: provided. 
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application l:c made and pemiission obtained from the City 
Council and Board of Health of said city, 

2463. Who shall reciuire of the applicant or applicants good and 
solvent security in the sum of five hundred dollars for the faith- 
ful performance of his or their duties, and the faithful observ- 
ance of the laws and city ordinances in reference to the subject. 

Si-:c. 2. Be if further enacted, etc., That 

2464. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to clean and 
remove from any privy or vault the fecal and stercoraceous 
matter deposited therein when in a liquid state, c>therwise than 
by some odorless apparatus. 

Skc. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That 

2465. The City Council and Board bf Health shall designate the 
<xlorless apparatus to be used, selecting" such as is best adapted 
to secure the objects contemplated by this act. 

Skc:. 4. Be it further enacted, etc.. That 

2466. The person or persons engaged in the cleaning of privies, 
vaults, etc., :shall be entitled to charge for the cleaning for every 
privy. \'ciult. etc.. in the city of New Orleans, not to exceed the 
following rates: 

2467. For vaults of houses inhabited by two or four persons, viz. — 
seven dollars. 

2468. I'or vaults of houses inhabited by five or ten persons, viz. — 
ten dollars. 

2469. l-'or vaults o* houses inhabited by twelve or more persons, 
viz. — twelve <!ollars. 

2470. Vi>r vaults of houses inhabited by keepers of furnished rooms 
where three or ten roomers are accommodateil, ten dollars. 
I'Or same class of houses where more than ten rcx)mers are 
accommodated, fifteen <lollars. l*ov vaults of boarding-houses 
where more than i\\<: persons are accommodated, ten dollars. 

2471. I'Vjr \aults of boarrling-houses where more than ten persons 
are accommodated, fifteen dollars. 

2472. I'or vaults of ])oarding-houses where more than twenty-five 
{Persons are accommodated, twenty-five dollars. 

2473. l-'or vaults of hotels of more than twenty-five rooms shall be 
charged at the rate of cnK- dollar for each and e^-'='ry room. 

2474. lM)r vaults of |)ublic <^r charitable institutions, fifty dollars. 

2475. i'<»r vaults of houses used for stores or any mercantile busi- 
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ness, twelve dollars ; provided, that this section shall apply only 
to corporations. 

Sec. 5. Be it further cmcled, etc, That 

^2476. No person or persons engaged in the cleaning and removing 
from privies, vaults, etc., fecal matter and stercoraceous mat- 
ter shall dispose of or dump the fecal and stercoraceous matter 
taken from them, except in such manner and places as the 
Board of Health and City Council, or any law of the State, may 
direct, and 

2477. Any violation of this law shall be considered a misdemeanor, 
and 

2478. Shall subject the person or persons so offending to a fine not 
more than five hundred dollars, and imprisonment not to 
exceed thirty days in the Parish Prison, at the d'scretion of the 
court. 

Sec. 6. Be it further euacted, etc., That 

2479. This act shall take effect from and after the passage thereof, 
and that 

2480. All laws or parts of laws in conflict therewith, and all exclu- 
sive privil^es granted to the New Orleans Sanitary and Ex- 

• cavating Company, heretofore granted, are hereby repealed and 
revoked. 

2481. Regulations Concerning Privies, Disposition of Fecal 

Matter, Nuisance Wharves. 

2482. Any privy constructed shall be not to exceed two feet below 
the surface of the ground, and be walled with brick or stone, 
laid in cement with sharp sand, its whole lengfth, with water- 
tight bott*>m, and said wall shall be rai.sed at least one foot 
above the surface of the ground, and 

2483. Shall be so constructed as not to have any issue or opening 
on any street, way, yard or place ; 

2484. Nor shall it be within three feet of any street or way, 

2485. And shall, if built adjacent to any wall, whether a party wall 
or otherwise, be sejmrated therefrom by solid masonry of not 
less than two feet in thickness, laid in cement, and thoroughly 
water-proof ; 

2486. And shall have a flue or ventilator sufficient for ventilation, 
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extending above the surrounding windows or communicating' 
with a chimney. 

2487. Any person buiJding, or causing any privy to be built in con- 
travention of this section, or any part of it, shall be liable to a 
fine not to exceed twenty dollars. And 

2488. The court before which suit may be brought for violation of 
tliis section, or any part of it, shall, in rendering its judgment, 
order such privy to be reconstructed in accordance with the 
provisions of this section, within a reasonable time, and 

2489. Tn default of such compliance with such order, the party so 
failing to comply shall be subjected to like penalty and pim- 
ished as in he first instance ; and 

2490. The Board of Health may cause such order to be complied 
with at the expense of the person ordered as aforesaid, said 
expense to bo recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction 
at the suit of said board. 

2491. \Miencver, in the opinion of the proper officer or officers of 
the Board of Health any privy or privy vault shall be in a con- 
dition such as to require the same to be deodorized or disin- 
fected, he or they shall cause notice thereof to be given to the 
owner or tenant of the premises, where such privy or privy 
vaults may be. to deodorize or disinfect such privy or privy 
vault within a delay of thirty-six hours ; 

2492. For any refusal or neglect to obey such notice, within sai^ 
time, such offender shall he liable to a fine not exceeding the 
sum of ten dollars. 

2493. X'o person or persons engaged in the cleaning and removing 
from privies, vaults, etc., of fecal matter, shall dispose of or 
(lump the same except fnnii the nuisance wharves established 
at the head of ; 

2494. Provided, that parties engaged in the manufacture of com- 
mercial fertilizers may receive and use such fecal matter by 
special permit, and under the regulations prescribed by the 
r>oardof Health. 

2495. In all cases of permits or orders issued for the abatement of 
nuisances, the I>oard of Health will cause reinspection to be 
made after ^he expiration of the time allowed for compliance, 
and no party concerned will be acquitted of the order until sat- 
isfactory compliance shall have been made. 
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2496. Whenever any privy vault shall be found defective or leaky, 
the Board of Health, through its proper officers, may order the 
same to be emptied and repaired, or to be rebuilt. 

2497. The emptying of privy vaults shall be made between the 
hours of S A. M. and 8 P. M. 

2498. At least twenty-four hours previous to such emptying, the 
contents of the vault shall be thoroughly deodorized by means 
of copperas a^id carbolic acid, or other agents approved by the 
Board of Health, and immediately afterward the vault shall be 
again deodorized with lime and carbolic acid. 

2499. No privy shall be emptied otherwise than by some odorless 
apparatus approved by the Board of Health. 

2500. The solid matter shall be placed in air-tight barrels, under a 
tent, with the aid of such disinfecting measuies as may be 
approved by the Board of Health. 

2501. Whenver, in the opinion of the proper officers of the Board 
of Health, any privy vault may require disinfecting or deodor- 
izing, the same shall be done by the owner or tenant of the 
premises, upon an order therefor, within thirty-six hours, 

2502. No person or persons engaged in the cleansing and removing 
from privies, vaults, etc., of fecal matter, shall dispose of or 
dump the same, "except by depositing the barrels unopened, 
containing such matter, in barges or other craft moored at the 
wharves pr':)vi(led for such purposes, same to be towed to a 
point below the city limits and there emptied in mid-stream, 
barrels to bo thoroughly deodorized before being returned to 
the point of departure ;" 

2503. Provided, that parties engaged in the manufacture of com- 
mercial fertilizers may use such fecal matter by special permit^ 
and under regulations prescribed by the Board of Health. 

2504. In all cases of permits or orders issued for the abatement of 
nuisances, the Board of Health will cause reinspections to be 
made after Uic expiration of the time allowed for compliance; 
and 

2505. No persons concerned will be acquitted of the order until 
satisfactory compliance shall have been made. 

2506. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not ejcceeding twenty-five dollars. 
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recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the 
offence was committed; 

2507. Or, in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not 
exceeding: thirty days for each and every offence. 

2508. Any vidangeur, agent or employee of a vidangeur, or any 
other person who shall convey through any street or public 
way, any excrement not thoroughly deodorized, shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and 

2509. In default of paying such fine, such offender shall suffer 
imprisonment in the parish prison not exceeding thirty days. 

2510. Any person who shall convey through said street or public 
way other ordure, foul and (or) offensive matter, except in 
air-tight barrels, so as not to be offensive to smell or injurious 
to health, shall l)e subject to a like penalt\, and suffer in the 
same mamier as prescribed above. 

251 1. In cases where a system of one or more "vats'* or "receiving 
tanks'* connecting with privies shall be constructed oif 
premises, such as factories, foundries, mills, refineries, large 
mercantile <*ritablishments or offices, exchanges, banks, schools, 
colleges, as vi urns, hospitals, prisons, courts, halls, barracks or 
other jxlaces requiring the presence of considerable numbers of 
workmen, c.nployees, officers, residents or other persons, then 
in such cases, and by previous consent of the Board of Health 
had and obtained, as by plans submitted to said board, such 
"vats'' or "receiving tanks'* may be constructed, but they shall 
not severally exceed in inside depth eight feet bc?ow the street 
level surface of the ground, iK>r have a superficial area to each 
**vat** or "tank" exceeding sixty-four square feet, nor a greater 
c(,)ntaininj:i' capacity than 4000 gallons. 

2512. In all other essential particulars they must, in the interest of 
the i)ul)lic health as to locality, seclusion and facility of empty- 
m^, be conformed to such regulations as may be made regard- 
ing same, 

2513. i^rovided, that no "vat" or ^'receiving tanks" in use shall be 
allowed to remain unclean for a longer period than six (6) 
months, and sliall l)e cleaned oftener when considered necessarv 
by the Uoard of J lealth according to law. 

2514. Pipes emptying into vats or tanks to be placed according to 
grades given by the Ixxral Survevor. 
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2515- Whenever and wherever it can be conclusively shown to the 
satisfaction of the Board of Health that said "vats" or "receiv- 
ing tanks^' are to contain only urine and the overflow from 
privy vaults, permission may be granted by the Board of 
Health to construct them of wood, the sides and bottoms to be 
three (3) inch cypress boards free from all defeats and laid so 
as to be water-tight, the construction of which, when com- 
pleted, shall be inspected and approved by tht- said board, 
through its mspectors. 

2516. All "vats/' "receiving tanks,^' or other receptacles for human 
or animal excrement, shall contain a square or circular opening, 
or manhole, at least sixteen (16) inches in diameter, which 
shall be coveted by a close-fitting and adjuijtable cap of iron or 
wood, which opening or manhole shall be adjusted and placed 
so as to admit of a thorough inspection of said vats, tanks or 
receptacles, by the sanitary officers of the Board of Health, and 
that 

2517. Said manholes or openings shall be so placed within sixty 
(60) days from and after the passage and official promulgation 
of this ordinance ; and 

2518. This regulation and the amendments therein contained shall 
apply to **vats'' used for the collection of excrement of animals 
in stables. 

^519. All proprietors, owners, or agents failing to comply with the 
provisions of this ordinance within the delay hereinbefore fixed, 
shall be liable to the pains and penalties already fixed. 

2520. No person shall empty or attempt to empty any vault, sink, 
privy, or cesspool pursuant to a permit therefor first received 
from the I3oard of Health. 

2521. No person shall throw into or deposit in any vault, sink, 
privy, or cesspool, any offal, ashes, meat, fish, garbage, or other 
substance, except that of which any such place is the appropri- 
ate receptacle. 

2522. Privy vaults shall be ventilated and shall be constructed or 
repaired; and manure vaults shall be covered, provided with 
drains, and built or repaired in accordance with directions from 
and orders made therefor by the Board of Health. 

2523. No privy, vault, or cesspool, shall be allowed to remain on 
any premises, or shall be built, unl^s when uiiavoidable and 
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in accordance with tho ternis of a permit issued by the Board 
of Health. 

2524. The sides and bottoms of every privy, vault, cesspool, or 
school-sink must be impermeable, and secure against any 
saturation ot the walls or the ground above the same. 

3525. No person shall draw off, or allow to run off into any 
ground, street or place of said city, the contents (or any part 
thereof) of any vault, privy, cistern, cesspool, or sink; nor shall 
any owner, tenant, or occupant of any building to which any 
vault, sink, privy, or cesspool shall appertain, or be attached, 
permit tlie contents or any part thereof, to flow therefrom, or to 
rise within two feet of any part of the top, or permit said con- 
tents to become oif ensive ; nor shall any privy or other erectiort 
in this section mentioned be filled with or covered with dirt till 
its filthy condition shall be emptied. 

2526. No part of the contents of any privy, vault, sink, cesspool, 
except substances other than excrements, insoluble in water, or 
any accumulation of any offensive fluid, liquid, or semi-hquid 
substance or material, being in any excavation, "ellar or place, 
shall Ix; removed therefrom, nor shall the srme be transported 
through any of the streets or avenues of said city, unless and 
except the same sl;all be removed and transported by means of 
an air-ii.c^lit apparatus, or in any such manner as shall prevent 
entirely the < scape of any noxious or offensive odors tlierefrom, 
and by a permit from the Hoard of Health. 

2527. All privy vaults built within ten feet of any house shall be 
supplied witii an adcciuatc flue for ventilation, said flue to 
extend alnjve adjacent windows. 

2528. Whenever any privy vaults shall be filled within one foot of 
the surface thereof, or whenever the Board of Health, through 
its projKT officers, shall so order, such privy shall be emptied 
by the owner, agent or tenant, within forty-eight hours after 
notice, under a penalty not exceeding twenty-fi\e dollars, and 
in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty clays in the parish prison; 

2529. Provi<le(l. that in all cases when the tenant or lessee shall 
luive assumetl in writing the obligations of emptying said privy 
vaults, the penalty shall be inflicted upon the tenant or lessee, 
and not upon the owner, lessor or his agent.

2530- No privies shall be emptied without a permit from the Board 
of Health, directed to the owner, agent or tenant of the 
premises, under a penalty not exceeding $25. 

^2531. Regulations Concerning Hotels and Boarding Houses 

2532. Any proprietor of any hotel or boarding-house kept in this 
city, and capable of accommodating more than seventy-five 
boarders or lodgers, shall keep a cart well covered and so 
constructed as to be capable of carrying off all the slops and 
offals from paid hotels, as well as the sewera*ze from their 

' water-closets and privies, without emitting any offensive odors, 
at the hour hereinafter designated. 

2533. It shall be the duty of the proprietor of every such hotel or 
boarding-house to cause all such slops, offals and sewerage 
from their respective establishments to be removed in a cart, 
constructed as aforesaid, and emptied into the river at the 
nuisance wharves of the city, every night, between the hour^ 
of 1 1 o^clock p. m., and 3 o^clock a. m. ; and on 

2534. Failure to do so every night, as above ordained, each and 
every proprietor so offending shall be liable to pay a fine of 
one hundred dollars, recoverable before any court of competent 
jurisdiction, for the use of the city. 

^535- It shall be unlawful for the proprietors of any hotel or 
boarding-house to empty, or cause to be emptied, the slops or 
offals of their respective establishments in the streets, 

2536. Or to establish and maintain, or to maintain and carry on, 
if already established, any sewer from their water-closets or 
privies into the gutters of the streets of the city ; 

2537. Every proprietor of any hotel or boarding-house violating 
this section of the above-named ordinance shall be liable to a 
fine of one himdred dollars, recoverable before anv court of 
competent jurisdiction, for the use of the city, 

2538. For each offence and for every day that such sewer may 
exist. 

» 

2539. No owner, lessee, or keeper of any tenement-house, lodging- 
house, boarding-house, or manufactory, shall cause or allow 
the same to be overcrowded or cause or allow so great a 
number of ptrsons to dwell, or sleep in any such house, or any 
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portion thereof, as thereby to cause any dangler or detriment 
to life or health. 

2540. Every person who shall be the owner, lessee, or keeper of 
manager of any tenement-house, boarding-house, lodging- 
house, or manuf actor)', shall provide, or cause to be provided, 
for the accommodation thereof and for the use of the tenants, 
lodgers, boaders and workers thereat, adequate privies, or 
water-closets, and the same shall be so adequately ventilated, 
and shall at all times be kept in such cleanly and wholesome 
condition, as not to be offensive, or be dangerous or detrimental 
to life or health. And no offensive smell or gases, from 6r 
through any outlet or sewer, or through any such privy or 
water- closet, shall be allowed by any person aforesaid to pas* 
into such house or any part thereof, or into any other house or 
building. 

2541. For all lodging-houses a permit in writing from the Board of 
Health shall be required, and no person shall have, lease, let, or 
keep any such lodging house or the lodgings therein, or assist 
in the keeping, hire, or assist in hiring, or conduc^ the business 
of any such lodging-house, or the lodgings therqin^ except 
pursuant to the terms and conditions of a permit in writing 
previously obtained therefor from the Board of Health, an appli- 
cation for which shall be made in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the Board of Health by the person or persona 
who propose to use the same. The beds in all lodging-houses 
and in every room 

2542. No owner or lessee of any building, or any part thereof, shall 
lease or let. or hire out the same or any portion thereof, to be 
occupied by any person, or allow the same to be occupied, as a 
place in which, or for any one, to dwell or lodge, except when 
said l)uHdin«T;s or such parts thereof are sufficiently lighted, 
ventilated, provided and accommodiited, and are in all respects 
in that condition of cleanliness and wholesomen'*ss, for which 
they or either of them require any such premises to be kept. 

2543. Nor shall any such person rent, let. hire out, or allow, having 
power to prevent the same to ]^e used as or for a place of 
sleeping or r.^sidence, any portion or apartment of any building, 
which apartment or portion has not at least iwo feet of its 
height and jpace alx)ve the level of every part of the sidewalk 
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and curbstone of any adjacent street, nor ot which the floor is 
damp by reason of water from the ofround, or which is impreg- 
nated or penetrated by any offensive gas, smell, or exhalation 
prejudicial to health. 

2544. But this section shall not prevent the leasing, renting, or 
occupancy oi cellars or rooms less tie\ated than aforesaid, and 
as a part of an\ building lented or let, when they are not let or 
intended to be occupied of used by any p'.rson as a sleeping 
apartment, or as a principal or sole dwelling apartment. 

2545. Every owner, lessee, and tenant and manager of any 
boarding-hcjse or manufactory, shall cause everv part thereof 
and its appurtenances to be put, and shall thereafter cause the 
same to be kept in a cleanly and wholesome cordiiion, and shall 
speedily cause every department thereof in which pny person 
may sleep, awell, or work, to be adequately lighted and ventil- 
ated ; and, if the same be a manufactory, shall cause every part 
thereof in v»hich any peison may work, to be maintained at 
such temper 'I tu re, and be provided with such accommodations 
aUid safeguards, as not, by reason of the want thereof, or of 
anything about the condition of such manufactory or its appur- 
tenances, to cause any unnecessary danger or dctrmient to the 
life or health of any person being properly therein or thereat. 

2546. The walls and ceilings throughout any tenement or lodging 
house shall be thoroughly whitewashed as required by the 
Board of H'^alth, and not less than once in each year. 

2547. Every keeper or proprietor of a hotel or Ixiarding house, and 
every other person having for use a bathing-house upon any 
beach or shore of the ocean, ior the accommodation of his 
guests, or of other persons for pay, shall provide for the safety 
of such bathers two lines of sound, serviceable and strong 
manila or hemp rope, not less than one inch in diameter, 
anchored at some point above high water, it the same distance 
apart as the line of bathing-houses, or space fronting on such 
beach occupied by him is in width ; and from the two points 
at which such life lines arc so anchored, such line shall be made 
to extend as far into the surf as bathing is ordinarily safe and 
free from danger of drowning to persons not expert in 
swimming, and at such points of safety such lines shall be 
anchored and buoyed. From the two points of such lines so 
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extended, anchored and buoyed, a third line shall be extended, 
connecting the two extremities, and buoyed at such points as 
to be principally above tlic surface of the water, thereby enclos- 
ing a space within such lines and the beach within which 
bathing is believed to be safe. Ever}' such keeper or proprietor 
or other such person shall cause to be painted and put up in 
some prominent place upon the beach, near such bathing 
houses, the following words : * ^'Bathing beyond the lines 
dangerous/^ Such lines so placed, anchored and buoyed, and 
such notice .-o put up, shall continue and be so maintained by 
every such keeper, proprietor or other person during the entire 
season of surf bathing. The owner of a bathing-house shall 
not be subject to the provisions of this section where it is used, 
occupied or maintained by a lessee for hire, but such lessee shall 
be deemed the keeper or proprietor thereof. 

2548. No person owning, occupying, or having charge of any stable 
or other premises, shall keep or allow thereon or therein any 
dog or other animal which shall by noise disturb the quiet or 
repose of any person therein or in the vicinity, to the detriment 
of the life or health of any human being. 

2549. Every owner, lessee, tenant, and occupant of any stall, stable, 
or aparlnicHL in the built-up portions of the city in which any 
horse, cattle, or other animal shall be kept, or of any place in 
which manuie, stable refuse, or any liquid discharge of such 
animals shall collect or accumulate, shall cause such manure, 
stat)]c rcfus'.', or liquid to be promptly and prooerly removed 
tliorcfrom, ::nd shall at all times keep or cause to be kept such 
stalls, stables or apyrtments, and the drains, yards, and appur- 
tenances ihcre<3f, in a clean and sanitary condition, so that no 
olYeusive odors shall bo allowed to escape therefrom. 

2550. It shall be the duty of every such owner, lessee, tenant or 
occupant, to cause all manure and stable refuse to be removed 
daily from such stable or stable premises, unless the same are 
pressed in t)ales, barrels or boxes, as hereinafter provided. It 
shall not be lawful to remove manure and stable refuse in carts 
or wagons, or to cart the same within the city limits without a 
permit from the Board of Health, and such cart:, and wagons 
shall be of a construction approved by said Bo ird, and every 
such cart or wagon must have a ))ermit from the Board in 
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writing, and be used in accordance with the terms of such 
permit and not otherwise. 

2551. Manure carts and wagons shall be loaded within the stable 
premises and not upon the street or sidewalk, and shall be 
removed from such premises in a manner not in any way 
offensive or to cause any nuisance. 

2552. All manure and stable refuse when transported through the 
streets must be so covered and secured that no part of the 
same will fall upon the street, and so as to prevent the escape 
of offensive odors, and the same shall not bo unloaded or 
deposited within the city limits, except upor the conditions of 
a permit in writing from the Board of Health, and at such 
docks and places as shall be approved by the Board, and to 
which a permit in writing for such use shall have previously 
been granted by said Board. No manure or stable refuse shall 
be allowed to be thrown upon or fall and remain upon any 
street or sidewalk or upon any ground near any stable, and no 
manure and stable refuse shall be allowed to remain for more 
than twenty-four hours in any place within any stable, unless 
it is pressed in bales, barrels or boxes. 

2553. No manure vault or receptacle shall be built or used on any 
premises within the built-up portions of the city, nor in any 
other part of the city, except pursuant to the terms of a permit 
granted therefor by the Board of Health. 

2554. Every owner, lessee, tenant or occupant of any stall, stable 
or apartment, in the built-up portions of the city, in which any 
horse, cattle or other animals shall be kept, and f roip which the 
manure and stable refuse is not removed daily as hereinbefore 
provided, shall cause the same to be pressed in bales, barrels or 
boxes, at least once each day, and so pressed as to reduce the 
same to not more than one-third of the original bulk. 

2555. Manure and stable refuse pressed in bales, barrels or boxes, 
shall be removed to such docks or places as shall be appioved 
by the Board of Health, and to which a permit in writing for 
such use shall have previously been granted bv said Board, 
and such bales, barrels and boxes shall uot be opened until 
delivered at such docks or places. 
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255^- Regrulations Concerning* Drains and Sewers. 

2557.* All house-sewers or drains for the conveyance of deleterious 

or offensive matters shall be water-tight ; 
2558. The plans and methods of their construction shall be subject 

to the approval of the Board of Health. 
2559- In streets or avenues where public sewers are or shall be 

constructed, the Board of Health ma\ order house-connections 

to be made therewith. 

2560. It shall be the duty of every person using, making, or having 
any drain, soil-pipe, passage or connection betwc-:en any sewer 
and any ground, building, erection, or place of business, and 
in like manner the duty of the owner and tenant of all grounds, 
buildings and erections, and of the parties inteiested in such 
place of business or the business thereat, and in like manner 
the duty of all boards, department?, offices, and persons Cto 
the extent of the right and authority of '^ach), to cause and 
require that such drain, soil-pipe, passage and connection shall 
at all* times i)Q adequate for its purpose, and shall convey and 
allow, freely and entirely, to pass whatever enters or should 
enter ihc same, and no change of the drainage, sewerage, or the 
sewer connection of any house or premises, invrWing changes 
in the drainage, sewerage, or sewer coimection of any other 
house or premises, unless notice of at least thirty days in writing 
thereof shall have been previously given to this Department. 

2561. It shall be the duty of all boards, departments, officers, and 
persons having power and authority so to d<, or require (and to 
the extent thereof) to cause to be used sufficient water, and 
other a(lec|U'ite means to be taken, so that whatever substances 
may enter any sewer shall pass speedily along and from the 
same, and sufficiently far into some water or proper reservoir, 
so that no accumulations shall takj place, and no exhalations 
from thence pn^ceed, dangerous or prejudicial to life or health. 

2562. The proper officers and authorities shall, to the extent of 
their power and ability, cause the sewers and drainage to be 

so wdl located and constructed, so adeciuate in size and to be 

.so kept in r -pair and cleaned, and so adequately supplied with 

water, and with such proper arrangements and constnictiond 

in every particular, that life and health shall no* be needlessly 

exposed, or suffer unnecessary peril or detriment by their 
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neglect, or by reason of the defects or deficiencies of any 
sewers or drainage, or the want thereof. 

2563. The house drain of every dwelling, manufactory, theatre, 
store or building used or occupied, or intended to be used or 
occupied by human beings, must be of iron with a fall of at 
least one-quarter inch to the foot, and where water-closets 
discharge into it the drain must be not less than four inches in 
diameter. 

2564. No brick, sheet metal, earthenware or chimney flue shall be 
used as a sewer ventilator, or to ventilate any trap, drain, soil or 
waste pipe. 

2565. The soil, waste and vent pipits in an extension to any buliding 
must be extended above the roof of the main buildiD^ if within 
thirty feet of the windows of the main building or of an adjoin- 
ing building, or when so located as to cause a nuisance. The 
diameter of any soil pipe shall not be less than four inches. 

2566. A waste pipe into which a line of kitchen sinks discharge 
must be not less than three inches ii\ diameter, and when 
receiving the waste from five sinks or when connected with five 
sinks or fixtures, the branch waste pipes shall be not less than 
one and a half inches in diameter. 

2567. All joints in iron drain pipes, soil and waste pipes, must be 
so filled with oakum and lead and hand-caulked as to make 
them gas-tight. 

2568. All connections of lead with iron pipes must be made with a 
brass sleeve or fernile of the same size as the ler»d pipe, but in 
the hub of the branch of the iron oipe, and caulked with lead. 
The lead pipe must be attached to the ferrule bv a wiped or 
overcast joint 

2569. All connections of lead waste and vent pipes shall be made 
by means of wiped joints. 

2570. Every water-closet, urinal, sink, basin, wash-tray, bath and 
every tub or set of tubs and hydrant waste pipe must be 
separately and effectively trapped : except where a sink and 
wash tubs immediately adjoin each other, in which case the 
waste pipe from the tubs may be connected with the inlet side 
of the sink trap. 

2571. Traps must be placed as near the fixtures as practicable, and 
in no case shall a trap be more than two feet from the fixture. 
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257^- In no case shall the waste from a bath tub or other fixture 
be connected with a water-closet trap. No trap vent " pipe 
shall be used as a waste or soil pipe. 

2573. No drain pipe from a refrigerator shall be connected with the 
soil or waste pipe, but shall discharge into an open and water- 
supplied sink. No overflow pipe from a tank shall discliarge 
into any soil or waste pipe, water-closet trap or into the drain 
or sewer, but it may discharge upon the roof or into an open 
water supplied tank. 

2574. Rain water leaders shall not be used as soil, waste or vent 
pipes, or be connected therewith : nor shall any soil, waste or 
vent pipe be used as a leader. When within the house, the 
leader must be of cast iron, with leaded joints ; when outside 
of the hous? and connected with the house drain it must be 
trapped beneath the ground or just inside of the wall, the trap 
being arranged in either case so as to prevent freezing. In 
every case where a leader opens near a window or a light-shaft, 
it must be properly trapped at its base. The joint between a 
cast iron leader auvl the roof must be made gas and water tight 
by means of a brass ferrule and lead or coppet pipe properly 
connected. ^ , 

2575. The waste or soil pipe in every tenement lodging-house, or 
other dwelUncf shall ])e ventilated by extending the same by 
means of a pipe of the same size to the height of not less than 
two feet abwe the roof of the building, or pursuant to the 
terms of a permit in writing from the Board of Health, t 

2576. All sinks, basins, and stationary tubs in every hotel, lodging, 
tenement, Ixxirding-house, or other dwelling shall be provided 
with proper stench traps directly under eich sink, basin, or 
stationary tub, so connected with the waste or soil pipe, and 
so constructed as directed or approved by the Board of Health, 
and with the traps so adjusted as to prevent the escape there- 
from of foul odors and gases. 

2577- ^<'* person, persons, company or corporation shall cause, 
pernn't or allow any sewage, drainage, factory refuse or any 
foul or offensive liquid or other material to flow, leak, escape 
or be emptied or discharged into the waters of any river, 
stream, canal, harbor, bay or estuary, or into the sea within 
the city limits, excepting under low- water mark, and in such 
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manner and under siicli conditions that no nnisanre can or shall 
be caused therebv or as a result thereof. 

2578. Regulations Concerning Distilleries, Breweries, Work- 
shops, Manufactories, Laboratories, Warehouses, Soap 
Boiling Establishments. 

2579. No distiller, brewer, or keeper of any workshop, manufactory 
or laboratory, or warehouse keeper, or owner, or soap-boiler, 
cliandler, or any other person, shall liave, keep or use, produce 
or store, within the limits of the city, foul, fetid, putrid or 
offensive or injurious matters, substances, odcrs or vapors 
liable to injure health, 

2580. On complaint of the Board of Health, unless the evil com- 
plained of be at once discontinued, the police shall order such 
places to be forthwith closed, and such business stopped, the 
continuance of which is liable to injure health. 

2581. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, 
recoverable hefore the recorder of the district wherein the 
offence was committed; 

2582. Or in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days for each and every offence. 

2583. Ft is unlawful for any person or persons to keep for sale in 
any close building, occupied in part as a dwelling place, fish, 
fruit, vegetables or fowls ; and 

2584. It shall l>e the duty of the police to cause all such articles 
to be removed to a public or private market by the owner or 
owners thereof, within twenty- four hours after notification 
served upon the keei)er of any such establishment, through his 
proper officer. 

2585. An/^' person violating tlie provisions of this resolution shall, 
upon conviction, be subject to a fine of not more than twenty- 
five dollars for each and every offence, and 

2586. In default of nayment, to imprisonment in the Parish Prison 
for a period of not over thirty days; 

2587. Said fine or imprisonment to be enforced by any court of 
competent jurisdiction within the corporate limits of the city. 
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2588. Regulations Concerning Noxious Trades. 

2589. No person or company shall erect or maintain any manufac- 
tory or place of business dangerous to life or detrimental to 
health, or where unwholesome, offensive or deleterious odors, 
gas, smoke, deposit or exlialations are generated, without the 
permit of the l>oard of Health : 

2590. All such establishments shall be kept clean and wholesome 
so as not to l)e offensive or prejudicial to the public health ; 

2591. Nor shall any offensive or deleterious waste-substances, gas- 
tar, sludge, refuse or injurious matter be allowed to accumu- , 
late upon the premises or be thrown or allowed to run into 
any public waters, streams, water-course, street or public 
place ; 

2592. Every person or company conducting such manufacture 
or business shall use the best approved and all reasonable 

means to prevent the escape of smoke, gases and odors, and to 

protect the health and safety of all operatives employed 

therein. 

2593. Any violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 

subject the offending party to a penalty of not less than 

nor more than for each offence. 

2594. Regulations Concerning Offensive Odors and Liquids. 

2595. No person sliall permit or have any offensive water or other 
liquid or substance on his premises or grounds, to the prejudice 

of life or health, whether for use in any trade or otherwise; 

and no estahlisbnicnt or place of business for tanning; skinning, 

or scon ring, or for dressing hides or leather, or for carrying oa 

any offensive or iioisonie trade or i)usines*. shall hereafter be 

oix?ned, slancd, o • establish<xl in the city without a jxrmit 

from the Board of Health. And every such establishment 

now existing sliall be kept cleanly and wholesome, and 

be so conducted in every particular as not to be offensive, or 

prejudicial to life or health. 

2596. No person or company being a manufacturer of gas, or 

engaged al)ont the manufacture thereof, shall throw or deposit, 
<»r allow t<i run, or. having the right or power to prevent the 
same, shall iKTmit to be thrown or dei)Osited mto any public 
waters, river or stream, or into any sewer therewith connected, 
or into any street, or public place^ any gas, t^r, or any refuse 
matter of or from any gas-house, works, manufactory, mains 
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or service pipes; cr permit the escape of any oiTensive odors, 
or gas from their works, mains or pipes; nor sliah any such 
person or company permit to escape from any of their works, 
mains, or pipes, any gas dangerous or prejudicial to life or 
health; or manufacture illuminating gas of such ingredients 
and quality that in the process of burning, it or any substance 
which may escape therefrom, shall be dangerous or prejudicial 
to life or health; or fail to use the most approved or all 
reasonable means for preventing the escape of odors. 

2597. No buildings shall be erected or converted into or used as a 
place for the manufacture of illuminating gas, unless they be 
located upon the water-front, and until the plans thereof have 
been duly submitted to the Board of Health ajid approved in 

• writing by said Board. 

2598. No water-closet, sink, tub, vat, or other structure shall 
hereafter be constructed, having connection with, or bv any 
sewer or underground passage, unless th»» same is provided 
with ade(|uate or the best generally approved constructions and! 
precautions for preventing gases and other offensive currents, 
substances, or smells from passing up or out through such 
connection from such sewer or passage; nor shall any such 
water-closet or privy be constructed without adequate provision 
for the effectual and proper v<intilation and cleansing thereof. 

^599. No person shall boil any. offal, swill, bones, or fat in the 
built-up portions of said city, save in ordinary cooking, nor 
shall the business of bone crushing, bone boiling, bone grind- 
ing, bone burning, shell burning, fat burning, gut cleaning, 
nor the skinning or making of glue from any dead animals or 
parts thereof, nor any other occupation that is dangerous or 
detrimental to life or health, be hereafter established within 
said city ; and no business or pursuit of the kind in this section 
named sliall be carried on anywhere in said city, unless the 
same be allowed by a permit from the Board of Health. 

2600. No person shall boil, heat, dry, keep, store or manufacture 
any offal, swill, blood, bones, fat, tallow or lard, or any decay- 
ing animal or vegetable matter ; nor shall the business of bone 
crushing, bone boiling, bone grinding, bone or shell burning, 
lime making, gut cleaning, skinning or making glue from any 
part of dead animals, heating, drying, storing, shipping or 
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transporting any blood, scr^, fiat, grease, or ofiFensive animal 
or vegetable matter or manufacturing materials for manure, be 
allowed or conducted in the cit\-. or in its waters, without a 
special permit from the Board of Health, to be applied for io 
writing, specifying the nature and precise location of the pro- 
posed fat, lard, or animal matter. 

2601. All persons engaged in the business of boOing or rendering 
fat. lard, or animal matter, shall cause the scrap of residuum to 
be dried or otherwise prepared as effectually to deprive such 
material of all offensive odors, and to preserve the same entirely 
inoffensive, immediately after the remo\'ai thereof from the 
receptacles ir which the rendering process may be conducted. 

2602. Xo fat. tallow or lard shall be melted or rendered, except 
w hen fresh from ihc slaughtered animal, and taken directly 
from the places of slaughter, and in a condition free from sour- 
ness and taint and all other causes of offence at the time of 
rendering, iud that all melting and rendtring are to be in 
steam-tight vessels, the gases and odors thcrfrom to be 
destroyed by combustion or other means equally effective, and 
according to the l>est anr! most improved means and processes : 
and everything preccdincr. lollowini^. and in connection with 
such melting and rcndcrini^. and the premises wlierc the same 
shall Ix* cond^icted. must he 'free from all offensive odor, and* 
other cause of cletrinicnt to the public health. Xo fat, lard or 
tallow, shall he brought into the city to be rendered or melted* 
and nunc is \o he rendered or melted that lias come from anv 
place outside of said city, except as part of the living animal 
and except such fat as is suitable for fcxxl purposes, and is 
handled in accordance with the terms of a special permit in 
writing from the Board of Health. 

2603. Xo person shall hereafter erect or establish in said city any 
manufactor}' or place of business for boiling any varnish or oil, 
or for the distilling of any ardent or alcoholic spirits, c»r for 
making any lampblack, turpentine, or tar, or f'^r conducting 
any other business that will or does generate any unwhole- 
some, offensive, or deleterious gas. smoke, deposit, or exhala- 
tion, withou: a permit from the Board of Health. 
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Law^ and Regulations Concerning the Protection of the 

Health of Employees in Factories. 

2604. ACT NO. 123 OF 1890. 

To protect the Health of operatives and employees in manu- 
factories, workshops, laboratories and other places in 
which substances, materials or compounds are used, man* 
ufactured, compounded, prepared or handled, which arc* 
poisonous or detrimental to their health, to authorize the? 
Board of Health to enact such Regulations as will more 
perfectly protect said operatives and employees from in- 
jury to their health, and providing penalties for the viola- 
tion of such rules and regulations when established. 
Secfion I. Be it enacted' by the General Assembly of the- 
State of Louisiana, That 
2605. The Board of Health of the State of Louisiana be and the 
same is hereby authorized to enact from time to time all needful 
rules and regulations for the better protection ot the health of 
operatives and employees working in manufactories, work- 
shops, laboratories and other places in which substances, mate- 
rials or compounds, poisonous in their nature, or otherwise 
injurious to the health of said operatives or employees are 
used, manufactured, compounded, prepared or h?ndled. 
Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That 
2606. Said rules and regulations, when so adopted by the Board of 
Health, shall be observed and complied with by the owners and 
proprietors of said manufactories, workshops, laboratories, or 
other places described in the first section of this act. as well as 
by all persons, superintendents, managers, foremen, lessees or 
sublessees in charge of such establishments, within twenty 
days (20) after being served by the Board of Health with a 
copy of said rules and regulations and a notice to comply 
therewith. 

Sec 3. Be it further enacted, etc.. That 
2607. Any person failing to comply with the provisions of this act 
or the rules and regulations thereunder, or violating the pro- 
visions thervjof. shall be fined twenty-five ($25) dollars, or be 
imprisoned 'n the parish jail, not more than ten days for each 
and every offence. 
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2608. ExaminatioQ and Quarantine of Children Admitted to 
Institutions for Orphans, Destitute or Vagrant Chil- 
dren, or Juvenile Delinquents. 

2609. Every institution in this State, incorporated for the express 
purpose of receiving or caring for orphans, vagrant or desti- 
tute children or juvenile delinquents, except hospitals, should 
have attached thereto a regular physician of its selection, duly 
licensed under the laws of the State and in good professional 
standing, whose name and address shall be kept posted conspic- 
uousIy/Withm such institution, near its main entrance. 

2610. The words "juvenile delinquents^' here used, shall include 
all children whose commitment to an institution is authorized 
by the penal code. 

261 1. The officer of every such institution upon receiving a child 
therein, by commitment or otherwise, shall, befoie admitting it 
to contact with the other inmates, cause it to be examined by 
such physician, and 

2612. A written certificate to be given by him, stating whether the 
child has diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, whooping cough of 
any other contagious or infectious disease, especially of the eyes 
and skill, wlMch might be communicated to other inmates, and 
specifying the physical and mental condition of the child, the 
presence of any indication of hereditary or other constitutional 

disease, and any deformity or abnormal condition found upon 
the examination to exist. 

2613. No child shall be so admitted until such certificate shall have 
been furnislied, which shall be filed with the commitment or 

other papers: on record in the case by the officers of the institu- 
tion. 

2614. Who shall, on receiving such child, place it in strict quaran- 
tine thereafter from the other inmates, 

2615. Until discharged from such quarantine by such physician, 

2616. Who shall thereupon endorse upon the certificate the length 
of quarantine and the date of discharge therefrom. 

2617. Such physician shall at least once a month thoroughly exam- 
ine and inspect the entire institution, aiul report, in writing, in 
such form as may be approved by the Board of Health, 
to the lk)ard of Managers or Direct<:jrs of the I institution, and 
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to the local board of the district where the institution is situated^ 
its condition, especially as to its plumbing, sinks, water-closets, 
urinals, pri%^ies, dormitories, the physical condition of the 
children, the existence of any contagious or infectious disease, 
particularly of the eyes or skin, their food, clothing and cleanli- 
ness, and whether the officers of the institution have provided 
proper and sufficient nurses, orderlies, and other attendants of 
proper capacity to attend to such children, to secure to them 
due and proper care and attention as to their personal cleanli- 
ness and health, with such recommendations for the improve- 
ment thereof as he may deem proper. 

2618. Boards of Health shall immediately investigate any 
complaint against the management of the institution or of the 
existence of anything therein dangerous to life or health, and, 
if proven to be well founded, shall cause the evil to be remedied 
without delav. 

2619. The beds in every dormitory in such institution shall be 
separated by a passageway of not less than two feet in width, 
and so arranged that under each the air shall freely ciratlate 
and there shall be adequate ventilation of each b'^d, and 

2620. Such dormitory shall be furnished with such means of ventil- 
ation as the local Board of Health shall prescnhe. 

2621. In every dormitory six hundred cubic feet of air space shall 
be provided and allowed for each bed or occupant, and no more

CHAPTER XVI. 



LAWS AND REGULATIONS CONCERNING 

STREETS. 



N. B. The Acts of the Btate of Louisiana are (^ligatory. The Begula'^ 
tions of the State Board are also obligatory. The others are recom" 
mendatory and educational. Each Local Board will adopt those 
which it thinks best suited for its local conditions. 



J2630. The word "street/" when used in the Health Ordinances sh^ 
be held to include avenues, sidewalks, gutters, and public alleys; 
and the words "public place" shall be held to include parks, 
piers, docks, and wharves, and water and open spaces thereto 
adjacent, and also public yards, grounds, and areas, and all 
open spaces between buildings and streets, and in view of such! 
streets ; the word "ashes'* shall be held to include cinders, coal, 
and everything that usually remains after fiies; the word 
"rubbish" shall be held to include all the loose and decayed 
material and dirt-like substance that attends use or decay, or 
which accumulates from building, storing, or cleaning; the 
word "garbage"' shall be held to include every accumulation of 
both, animal and vegetable matter, liquid or otherwise, that at- 
tends the preparation, decay, and dealing in, or storage of 
meats, fish, fowls, birds, or vegetables; and the word "'dirt"' 
shall be held to mean natural soil, earth, and stone. 

2631. No person being owner, lessee, or tenant of any house or 
building, shiill allow any water or other liquid to run from or 
out of his building or ground upon or across any sidewalk or 
cUrb-stone, and if such substance is allowed to pass upon any 
street, it must reach the same by a passage, to be kept at all 
times adequate and in repair by such person, under or through 
such flag-stone or curb-stone; and no such v/ater or other 
liquid, or ice therefrom, shall be allowed to gathei or remain on 
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the upper surface of such curb, flag'-stone, or pas^j^e ; nor shall 
such person allow any accumulation of such water or liquid, 
or the ice therefrom, upon any street or place, bat shall at all 
times cause the same to be removed or to pass al mg the gutter 
or s6me proper passage to one of the rivers or into a sewer. 

2632. Every owner, tenant, lessee and occupant of any building or 
lot (whether vacant or occupied) within or near the built-up 
portions of said city, shall keep and cause to be kept the 
sidewalk and flagging, and curb-stone in front thereof, free 
from obstructions and nuisances of every kind, and shall not 
allow anything in the area or yard or on or about his premises 
to become a nuisance, or dangerous and prejudicial to life or 
health.. 

2633. No person shall take, or allow to go or be taken (having the 
right and ability to prevent the same), any horse or other ani- 
mal, nor any vehicle, upon any sidewalk or foot-path in front of 
any building, to the peril of any person ; nor shall any person 
block up or obstruct any street or place, or contribute thereto. 

2634. No person shall deposit upon any street or public place 
within the g^^ncrally built-up portion, or upon any paved street, 
any dirt or brick, or other material, or dirt taken from any 
ground therein, in such manner as to occupy more than one 
hundred square feet of surface of any street or place (and the 
same shall be compact and at one side) , nor allow the same to 
remain more than t^velve hours. Nvithout a permit from the 
Board of Health, or unless such occupancy sliall be otherwise 
duly authorized by paramount authority. Nor shall any such 
substance be so deposited or allowed to remain by any person 
as to obstruct the free flowage along any gutter. 

2635. That every person, when cleaning any street, shall clean, and 
every contractor shall cause to be cleaned, the gutters and parts 
of the street aloTic^ which the water will run, before using any 
water to \\ ash the same ; and no substance that could be before 
scraped awa\ shall be washed or allowed to be cs.rried or be put 
into the river, save through the proper underground sewers. 

2636. No part of the contents of or substances from any sink, 
privy, or cesspool, nor any manure, or other offensive substance,, 
shall be by any person flung or allowed to run or drop into or 
remain in any street or public place, except as herein elsewherr 
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specified ; nor shall the same be thrown or allowed to fall or ran 
into th river, save through the proper underground sewers. 

2637. 'No person shall gather, collect, accumulate, store, expose^ 
carry, or transport in any manner through the streets and 
public places of this city, or in or to any tenement -house, cellar, 
or house in said city, any bones, refuse, or offensive material, 
without a special permit in writing from the Board of Health, 
in accordance with the conditions and subject to limitations 
thereof, and in such manner as not to cause offensive odors or 
any nuisance whatsoever. 

2638. No swill, brine, urine of animals, or other offensive animal 
nuisance, nor any stinking, noxious liquid, or other filthy 
matter of any kind, shall by any person be aiiowcd to run or fall 
from or out of any buildnig, vehicle, or ^wCtion into or upon 
any street or public place, or l>e taken or put therein, save as 
herein elsewhere provided. 

2639. No blood, butcher's offal or garbage, nor any dead animals, 
nor any putrid or stinking animal or vegetable matter, shall bd 
thrown by any person or allowed to go into any street, place, 
sewer or receiving basin, or into any river or standing or 
running water or excavation, or upon any ground or premises 
in the built-up portions of the city. 

2640. Act No. 13s of 1894. 

To prevent the tearing up of public streets, except under certain 
conditions and to promote the public Health ; also to provide 
penalties for its violation. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the Gencial Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That 

2641. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm contractor or cor- 
poration to tear up any street in any city for the purpose of 
laying tracks, sewer pipes, gas or water pipes, or other work 
of like charicter which might necessitate digging and overturn- 
ing of the earth of said streets, from May i to September i in 
each year, except under the following conditions : 

2642. Provided, that the contractor, builder or persons carrying on 
such work fhall not tear up, interrupt or obstruct more than 
three blocks of any mile of street at one and the same time ; 
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2643- Provided, that permission be first obtained from State Board 
of Health to conduct such operations during such season under 
its supervision. 

Six. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That 

2644. Any contractor, foreman of contractor, superintendent or 
other persons who shall violate this law shall be forthwith 
arrested, and on conviction shall be fined not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100), or imprisonment for not less than 
sixty days, at the discretion of the court, for each oflFence. 

2645. Regulations Concerning Excavations. 

2646. That it shall be* a misdemeanor for any person or persons, 
corporation or corporations, to make any excavation in the soil, 
grade or open any street, dig out or clean out any canal, within 
the limits, from the first day of May until the fifteenth day of 
October, of each year, unless permission shall have been first 
obtained from the Board of Health for such excavation, grading 
or digging. 

2647. This shall not apply to excavations necessarily made to 
secure proper foundations for buildings to be erected ; provided. 
tlic contractor or owners of such huiklmg, separately or 
conjointly, shall cause to be used such disinfectants and in such 
quantities over and about the excavated material as the Board 
of Ilbalth may direct. 

2648. Any person or persons violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be fined a sum not less thiiU $10, or be 
imprisoned n jxriod of not less than ten d^ys, or lx>th, at the 
discretion of the court having" competent jurisdiciion.

2630. At no rime shall you excavate in more than one block at the 

time. 

2651. At no lime shall the liack fillinc^ be placed in more than one 
block at the time. In other words no more than two adjoining 
blocks will be used at any one time when fresh earth will be 
cither oxcav-ited or used as filHnp^. 

2652. Perfect (Irainag^e is to be maintained on blocks refilled until 
thcv arc paved, which pavinj^ will follow as close upon the 
r<'tlllint; as i> consistent with p^ood work.

2658. Regulations Concerning Street Cars. 

2659. It shall not be lawful for any person afflicted by any con- 
tagious or infectious disease, or for any person who is intoxi- 
cated to enter any car within the limits of the city of 

2660. It shall not be lawful for any person to place any obstruction 
on the track of any railroad located or running in or through 

the city of , or unnecessarily to interfere with or 

obstruct the free passage of any car, or to endanger the safety 
of any car or any person in any car running in or through the 
said city. 

2661. It is understood, however, that the provisions of this section 
shall not in ^ny way conflict with the privileges and right of 
way granted to fire engines, hook and ladder trucks, wagons 
carrying Babcock fire extinguishers, and other vehicles belong- 
ing to the fire department. 

2662. It shall be unlawful for the parent or guardian of any minor 
child to allow such child to hang to or swing on the outside of 
any car of any railroad within the limits of the city, while the 
same is in use or motion upon said roads. 

2663. It is hereby made the duty of the company owning the afore- 
said railroad, their employees and the police of the city, to use 
due diligence to secure the enforcement of the provisions of 
this ordinance. 

2664. Any person who shall be found guilty of a violation of any 
of the provisions of sections one and two of this ordinance, 
before any of the police courts of this city.. shaL be fined not 
less than $5, nor more than $25, and, in default of payment, 
imprisoned not more than five days nor less than one day. 
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2665. In case of any violation of the provisions of the third section, 
the minor child so offending shall be arrested, and upon convic- 
tion sentenced to imprisonment for not less than twelve nor 
more than twenty- four hours, in default of pavment by the 
parent or guardian of said minor of a fine 01 not more than $5, 
nor less than $2 for each offence. 

2666. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
operate any electric, trolley or other cars or trains on the 
streets of this city without first providing in some reasonable 
manner for the abatement of the dust caused by the running of 
their cars. 

2667. The companies, firms or persons now operating in the city 
be and they are hereby granted thirty days from the promulga- 
tion of this ordinance to thoroughly comply with its provisions. 

2668. Any person, firm or corporation violating this "ordinance shall 
be fined twenty-five dollars or thirty days in jail, and in default 
of pavment of the fine, to an additional imprisonment of thirty 
davs.

2669. It shall be unlawful for any street 'railroad company to run 
any car on the streets of this city unless the same are provided 
with ventilators in the top or roof thereof, affording a ventila- 
tion of at least four square feet ; "and between the first day of 
November and the ist of April each of such cars will be 
required to have sliding or swinging: doors.'' 

2670. No railroad car, or vehicle constructed for or engaged in 
the business oi carr\-ing passengers on any ^ine of railruad. and 
which car is propelled by horse-power, and not by steam-power, 
shall be used with cushions on the seats or on the backs of the 
seats thereof. 

2671. Each and ever\' car used upon any railroad in a city for 
die carrying or transportation of passengers shall, on each and 
cver>* day on which it may be used for the carrving or transpor- 
tation of passengei s. be carefully and thoroughly washed and 
denied, so that all filth and dirt anv removed from the mside 

if the car. And no dirt, sand, ashes or other sinrlar substance 

mU be deposited by any person operating a ra-'road or stag^ 

in the city upon the surface of any paved street in said 

itbout a permit from the Board of Health. 

Iierson shall at any time carr>' or con\-ey in or upon any 
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passenger railroad car, nor shall any conductor or person in 
charge of any such railroad car allow to be carried or conveyed 
in or upon such car, except on the front platform, any soiled of 
dirty articles of clothing or bedding, in baskets or bundles. 

2673. Every car used for the transportation of passengers in a city 
shall be so constructed as at all times to provide and secure good 
ventilation. 

2674. Every company, corporation or person operating a line of 
railroad cars for the carriage of passengers for hire in the cit^ 
shall in connection with the running and operation of cars, as 
aforesaid, have and provide closed cars to be run on said rail- 
road ; and at all times shall have, provide and operate at least 
one closed car in every four cars so operated and run for the 
carriage of passengers as aforesaid. 

2675. No conductor, driver, gripman or motorman of any railroad 
car or other vehicle running on tracks in the city, shall allow 
or cause the same to be pulled, drawn or propelled on or around 
any curve on the surface of any public street or avenue unless 
the means and appliances by which said car is operated and 
controlled are of such character and efficiency that the move- 
ment of said car is entirely and at all times under absolute 
control, so *hat the car can be stopped at will at any point of 
said curve, and be held motionless upon it upon the surface of 
any paved street in said city without a permit from the Board of 
Health. 

2676. No person shall at any time carry or convey in or upon any 
passenger railroad car, nor shall any conductor or person in 
charge of anv such railroad car allow to be carried or conveyed 
in or upon such car, except on the front platform, any soiled 
or dirty articles of clothing or bedding, in baskets or bundles. 

2677. Every car used for the transportation of passengers in the 
city shall be so constructed as at all times to provide and secure 
good ventilation. 

2678. Every company, corporation or person operating a line of 
railroad cars for the carriage of passengers for hire in the city 
shall, in connection with the running and operation of cars as 
aforesaid, have and provide closed cars to be run on said rail- 
road ; and at all times shall have, provide and operate at least one 
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in a sum not exceeding five dollars or imprisoned in the Parish 
Prison for a term not exceeding ten days. 

2683. One-half of the fines received from the violations of this 
ordinance shall be paid by the Treasurer of the city to any 
person who shall furnish information which will lead to the 
conviction of the offender. 

2684. There shall be posted in every street car in this city, a notice 
conspicuously placed, and sufficiently large to be easily read by 
the passengers, the sign "Do not spit upon the floor under 
penalty of "^he law,^' and it shall be the duty of <he officers of 
corporations or persons operating said street cars to post said 
notice and maintain same, under the same penalty hereinbefore 
provided. 

2685. Regulations Concerning Cabmen. 

2686. Each and every cabman or driver having a vehicle or vehicles 
of any description whatever for hire, located upon any of the 
thoroughfares of the city, be and the same are hereby required 
to remove or cause to be removed all offal or droppings created 
by the animal or animals attached to said public vehicles, twice, 
daily, to-wit: At or before 12 m., and at or prior to 5 p. m. 

2687. Any failure upon the part of said cabman to conform to the 
requirements of this ordinance shall subject such driver or 
cabman so offending to a fine not greater than twenty-five 
dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, at the 
discretion of the Recorder of the district in which the offense 
was committed. 

2688. Regulations Concerning Nuisances in Public Streets. 

2689. No person shall commit a nuisance in any public street, 
square, or other place, whereby the purity of the atmosphere 
is liable to suffer. 

2690. Regulations Concerning Gutters and Drains. 

2691. No person shall impede or obstruct the flow of water in any 
gutter, canal, pipe or other conduct used lor diaining of the 
city. 

2692. It shall be unlawful for any person to throw into any street 
or canal, wilnin the limits of the city, any slops, or any animal, 
vegetable, fruit, scrap, refuse, trash, paper, wood, tin, iron, 
garbage, manure, dirt, offal, ashes or debris.

To provide for the disposition of Offal, Garbage, Night-Soil and 
Dead Animals within the parishes of Jefferson, Orleans and 
Saint Bernard, and to provide for the disposition of Offal, 
Droppings of Slaughterhouses and Dead Animals in said Par- 
ishes. 

Section i. Be it further enacted by the Setiate and House of 
Representatives of the State of Louisiana in General 
Assembly convened, That 

2694. From and after the passage of this act, it shall not be 
lawful for any person, firm, company or corporation, acting 
under any city or parish ordinance, or under any laws of this 
State, to cause or allow to be dropped from any wharves or 
landinjj^s within the parishes of Jefferson, Orleans and St 
Bernard, any offal, garbage, night-soil, or dead animals. That 

2695. It shall be the duty of all persons, firms, companies or corpor- 
ations engaged in removing offal, garbage, night-soil or dead 
animals to | rovidc, or cause <o be provided, suitable boats at 
each nuisance wharf or landing, designated for the purpose by 
the proper authorities in the above-mentioned parishes, in 
whicli I)oats all offal, garbage, night-soil or dead animals shall 
be dropped. That 
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2696. It shall further l)e the duty of said persons, finns, compan- 
ies or corpo! ations to cause such boats to be towed daily to the 
lower limits of the city of New Orleans, there to be emptied in 
the Mississippi river. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc, That 

2697. All boats used for the purpose of receiving night-soil shall 
be water-tight, and 

2698. Provided with proper appliances for emptying the same, 

2699. They shall be covered with air-tight decks and hatches upon 
which pipes of heavy sail-cloth, or any other suitable material, 
shall be adapted, and through which night-soil shall be 
dropped. 

2700. An air-hole shall be provided in each of said boats for the 
escape of gases; 

2701. On all such holes there shall be kept constantly burning a 
charcoal furnace of sufficient capacity to consume all gases 
escaping therefrom, 

2702. Or any other proper appliance approved by the Board of 
Health. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc. That 

2703. It shall not be lawful for any person, firm, conipnny or 
corporation slaughtering animals, or disix)sing of the same in 
any manner, within the parishes of Orleans, Jefferson and St. 
Bernard, to empty into the Mis^sissippi rivor from wharves or 
landings, any offal, or droppings of said animals, or any dea<f 
animals. 

2704. It shall be their duty to provide suitable boats into which 
shall be emptied all said offal droppings or dead animals, and 
to cause the same to be towed daily to the lower limits of the 
city of New Orleans, there to be emptied into the middle of th^ 
Mississippi river. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc. That 

2705. All persons violating any of ilic provisions of this act, or 
causing the hame to be violated, shall he guilty of nitsdomcanor, 
and shall be punished by fine and imprisonment, at the (lincrc- 
tion of the court ; 

2706. All fines not to exceed five hundred dollars, and inipriflon" 
mcnt not to exceed thirty days. That 
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2707. It shall be the duty of the Board of Health to prosecute all 
persons violating any of the provisions of this act. 

2708. Any resident of the parishes above-mentioned shall have a 
right to enjoin any and all from performing or causing to be 
performed any action contrary to the provisions of this act ; he 
shall further be dispensed w ith furnishing any bond therefor.

2713. No person shall keep, throw or deposit any offal, filth, foul or 
offensive matter, corrupt or putrid matter, or any sJiells, hay, 
straw, kitchen stuff, paper, tloth, vegetable n:jitter, or any 
substance whatever, that may be offensive to smell, or injurious 
to health, or liable to become so, in any yard, lot, space or 
building, sidewalk, gutter, drain or canal, or shall permit the 
same to be (!one or to remain ; provided, that ordinary refuse 
and sweepin«;s from stores, dwelling-houses and other 
tenements, and kitchen offal, shall be deposited in tubs, barrels

2714. The penalty for. violation of any section or portion of this 

ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, 

recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the 

offence was committed ; or, in default of payment of the fine, 

imprisonment not exceeding thirty days for e»Hch and every 

offence. 

No person shall deposit or dump manure, offal or other foul 
d offensive matters on any lots, enclosure, open areas or 

ts ; provided, that the Board shall designate certain locali- 

^ used as dumping grounds for such masters, or direct 

«rs to be bunied, when practicable. 

be unlawful for any person or persons to keep or 
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deposit any offal, ashes, cinders, filth, foul or offensive matter, 
corrupt or putrid water, or any shells, hay, straw, kitchen stuff, 
paper, vegetable matter, any substances of any kind that may be 
offensive to .-mell or injurious to health, or liable to become so, 
in any yard, lot, space or building, qt to throw the same on any 
sidewalk, or in any gutter, street, drain or canal, or cause the 
same to be done, or to permit or suffer any servant, employee 
or member of the family so to do. 

2717. Upon being notified, it shall be the duty of the occupants or 
owners of the dwellings, stores, offices, buildings or lots before 
which or in vhich the said stulf may be found, to immediately 
remove the same. 

2718. It shall be the duty of the ward superintendents, and all the 
members of the police, to make against any person or persons 
violating the foregoing section, an affidavit before the Recorder 
of the district in whose jurisdiction the offence is committed, and

stable refuse, or liquid to be promptly and properly removed 
therefrom, and shall at all times keep or cause to be kept sucW 
stalls, stables or apartments, cind the drains, yards, and appur- 
tenances thereof, in a clean and sanitary condition, so that no 
offensive odors shall be allowed to escape therefrom. It shall 
be the duty of every such owner, lessee, tenant or occupant, to 
cause all manure and stable refuse to be removed daily from 
such stable or stable premises, unless the same are pressed iii 
bales, barrels or boxes, as hereinafter provided. It shall not bd 
lawful to remove manure and stable refuse in ca» Is or wagons, 
or to cart the same within the city limits without a permit 
from the Board of Health, and such carts and wagons shall be 
of a construction approved by said Board, and every such cart 
or wagon must have a permit from the Board in writing, and 
be used in rxcordance with the terms of such permit and not 
otherwise. Manure carts and wagons shall be loaded within thd 
stable premises and not upon the street or sidewalk, and shall 
be removed from such premises in a manner not in any way 
offensive or to cause any nuisance.

fail, leak, or spill therefrom ; and either the vehicle or vessel 
carried by it, shall be so covered as to be inoffen-ive. 

2741. That no driver of such cart or vehicle, nor any person having 
undertaken or being engaged about the loading or unloading 
thereof, nor person engaged about the cleanmg or emptying, or 
having undertaken to empty or remove any manure, garbage, 
offal, or the contents of any vault, sink, privy, cesspool or any 
noxious or offensive substance, shall do or permit to be done 
about the same, or in connection therewith, that which shall be 
needlessly offensive or filthy in respect to any person, street, 
place, building or premises.

I ' building, nor shall any straw, hay. or other substance, 
or the contPDfs of any mattress or bed. be depo^'ted or burnt, 
nor shall accumulation thereof be made within two hundred 
feet of any street, without a permit from this Board. 

2746. No substance^ matter or thing of any kind whatever, which 
sliaJl l)e dan^^erous or detrimental to health, shall be permitted 
to exist in connection with any pemiitted business, or be used 
therein, or to exist in connection with, or be used in any work 
or labor, carried on or to be carried on or prosecuted :n the 

city of , and that no nuisance shall be permitted to 

exist in conrection with any business, or in connection with any 
sucli work or Ialx)r. 

2747. No pile or deposit of manure, offai, or garbage, nor any 
accumulation of any offensive or nauseous substanco 
shall be made within three hundred feet of any church 
or place of worship, nor within the limits of said city

within three hundred feet of any inhabited dwelling, 
nor shall any person or corporation unload, discharge 
or put upon or along the line of any railroad, jtreet, or high- 
way, or public place within said city, any manure, offal, gar- 
bage, or other offensive or nauseous substance within three 
hundred feet of any inhabited dwelling ; nor shall cars or flats 
loaded with or having in or upon them any such substance or 
substances be allowed to remain or stand on or nlong any rail- 
road, street or highway within the limits of said city, within 
three hundred feet of any inhabited dwelling, and no manure, 
garbage,, or other material that is liable to emit an offensive ex- 
halation, shall, in or adjacent to the built-up portions of the 
city of , be turned or stirred (except about its re- 
moval), in such way as to be liable, by reason thereof, to in- 
crease such exhalations. 

2748. Every proprietor, lessee, tenant, and occupant of any oyster- 
house, oyster-saloon or other ,premises where any oysters 
clams, lobsters, or shell or other fish are consumed, used, or 
sold, or whore any of the refuse matter, offal, or shells thereof 
accumulate, shall daily cause all such shells, offal, and refuse 
matter to be removed therefrom to some proper place, and 
shall keep his house, saloon and premises at all times free from 

. any offensive smells or accumulations. 

2749. No hotel or^ house swill or garbage or offensive material of a 
« liquid natur *, or partly liquid nature, not removed or required 

to be renx)ved by the contractors for street-cleaning, shall be 
transported throiigh or along any street in the city except in 
tightly-covered iron-bound casks or boxes, and none of the con- 
tents of such casks or boxes shall be allowed to fall, or leak, or 
spill therefrom. 

2750. That the owners, lessees, tenants, and managers of every 
blacksmith or other shop, forge, coal-yard, foundry, manufac- 
tory, and premises where any business is done, or in or upon 
which an engine or boilers are used, shall cause all ashes, cin- 
ders, rubbish, dirt, and refuse to be removed to some proper 
place, so that the same shall not accumulate at any of the 
above-mentioned premises, or in the appurtenances thereot, nor 
the same become filthy or offensive. Nor shall any smoke, cin- 
ders, dust, gas, steam, or offensive odor be allowed to escape 
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from any such building, place^ or premises, to the detriment or 
annoyance of any person not being therein or thereupon en- 
gaged, and that every furnace employed in the working of en- 
gines by steam or in any mill, factory, printing-house, dye-fac- 
tory, iron-foundry, glass-house, distillery, brew-house, siigar- 
refiner>', bake-house, gas-works, or in any other buildings, used 
for the purposes of trade or manufacture, shall be so con- 
stnicted as to consume or bum the smoke arising therefrom, 
unless a permit to the contrary be obtained from the Board of 
Health. 

2751. No ship, boat or other vessel or article shall be taken or 
allowed by any person to come into or lay to, or at, or withii* 
any dock, pier, bulkhead, or slip, or be placed thereon for thct 
purpose of the shipment or removal of any offal, garbage, rub- 
bish, blood or offensive animal or vegetable matter, dirt or dead 
animals, or for the use of any contractor about the removal of 
any of the ifdregoing substances, without a permit from this 
board. 

2752. Xo boat, scow, or other receptacle used in transporting gar- 
bage to the place of disposal, shall be permitted to remain 
nux^red or bo at any dock, wharf or place within the limits of 
the city for a longer period than twelve hours from the time 
garbage is first delivered to or placed thereon. Every boat, 
sanv or other means of iraiii^porting garbage from said city 
shall be si> constructed as to i>e capiible of being tightly closed, 
and all air outlets seakxl by water seal ; and all garbage placed 
on any suclt Ixxit. sci^w or receptacle for remo\'al shall be 
deixlorizeil in a nr.mnor to Ik> ai>proved of by the Board of 
Health. 



CHAPTER XVIII. 



LAWS AND REGULATIONS CONCERNING 

ANIMALS. 



N, B. The Acta of the State of Ixmisiana are obligaiory. The Regula* 
tione of the State Board marked by a star are aUo Migatory. The 
others are recommendatory and educ€Uional, Each Local Board 
will adopt those which it thinks best suited for its local conditions. 



2753. The word "cattle" shall be held to include all animals, except 
birds, fowl, and fish, of which any part of the body is used as 
food; the word "butcher'' shall be held to include whoever is 
engaged in ^he business of keeping, driving, or slaughtering 
ariy cattle, or in selling any meat ; the words "private market^* 
shall include every store, cellar, stand, and place (not being a 
part of a public market) at which the business is the buying, 
selling, or keeping for sale, of meat, fish, or vegetables for 
human food. 

2754. Act No. 147 of 1894. 

Constituting the Police Juries of the different Parishes of the 
State, live stock sanitary commissions with authority to enact! 
and enforce ordinances and regulations for the suppression of 
glanders, farcy and other contagious or infec^^ious diseases 
afflicting live stock. 

2755. The police juries of each and every parish in the State of 
Louisiana are hereby empowered to organize and act as Live 
Stock Sanitary Commissions with authority to enact and 
enforce ordinances and regulations for the suppi ession of glan- 
ders, farcy, and other contagious and infectious diseases afflict- 
ing live stock, as may seem needful and necessary, and, 

2756. It shall be the duty of said police juries acting as Live Stock 
Commissions, when in their judgment it is necessary, 
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2757- To employ a veterinary surgeon to co-operate with them 
in determining whether or not there exists contagious disease 
among the hve stock of their respective parishes, and, whenever 
in the opinion of said Commission and surgeon 

2758. The public safety demands the destruction of any animal 
or animals affected with an incurable contagious or infectious 
disease, 

2759. Then such killing shall be done under the order and direc- 
tion of said commission and veterinary, surgeon. 

2760. And without compensation to the owners or owner of such 
animals. 

2761. It shall be the duty of any person who discovers or suspects, 
or has reason to believe that any domestic animal belonging td 
him or in his charge, or that may come under h«s observation 
belonging to others is affected w' ith any contagious disease. 

2762. To without delay report such fact or l)dief to the police mem- 
ber of his ward 

2763. And to the president of the police jury, and 

2764. Any person or persons as above specified, who shall neglect 
or refuse to notify the proper authorities as above specified and 
designated, of the existence of any contagious or deadly disease 
that may have been brought to his knowledge, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and 

2765. »,Uix)n conviction thereof, shall be fined in a sum not less 
than ten nor more than one hundred dollars, 

2766. ( )r l)e imprisoned and 

2767. \\ orked on the public roads not less than ten nor more than 
ninety days, or both, at the discretion of the court. 

2768. That any person, who wilfully hinders, obstructs or other- 
wise disregards or evades such sanitary regulations as providedl 
for in this act. or violates any of the rules and regulations that 
nia\' he enacted in any of the parishes as herein authorized for 
the restrictions and stamping out ot any disease amon.p: live 
st(K'k as aforementioned, 

276*;. ( )r who shall resist the orders of the parish live stock com- 
mission, 

2770. ( )r any officer acting under authority of same, in the dis- 
cliargo of their duty, 

2771. Shall he guilty of a misdemeanor, and,

27^2. Upon conviction shall be punished in the same manner as 
provided in the preceding section. 

2773. Any person who knowingly shall bring into any parish of 
this State any animal affected with any contagions disease such 
as glanders, faircy, or any animal which has been exposed to 
any such disease, 'shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 

2774. Qn conviction of same, shall be fined in a sum not less than 
one hundred nor more than five hundred dollars, with the 
addition of all damage that may have occurred in consequence 
of such importation. 

2775. Regulations Concerning Dogs« 

2776. No dog shall be permitted to run or be at large, upon any 
street, alley, highway, common or public square, within the 
limits of the city, 

2TJ7, Provided that this section shall not apply to any dog to which 
a tag obtained from the Treasurer is attached. 

2778. Any person who shall harbor or permit any dog upon or 
about his or her premises shaJ be deemed to be the owner or 
keeper of such dc^. 

2779. It shall be the duty of the owner or keeper of a dog to have 

such dog confined within his or her yard or enclosure, or 
secured by a chain therein. 

2780. It shall be unlawful for the owner or keeper of any dog to 
allow such a dog to be at large in any tenement building or 
yard thereof occupied by two or more families. 

2781. It shall be unlawful for any person to release or. entice any 
dog secured by the owner or keeper within his or her yard, or 

by a chain, out of the premises of such keeper or owner ; 

2782. Nor shall any one molest or seize any dog upon the public 
thoroughfares, or in the public squares, when such dog has 
attached to his cdlar the tag obtained from the Treasurer, as 
provided for in this ordinance. 

2783. Whoever shall keep a vicious dog, and shall permit the same 
to run at large, unmuzzled, in the streets, squares or public 
thorougiifares, shall be subject to the penalty imposed. 

2784. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Police and the 
members of 'he police force, to slay such vicious dog wherever 
found. 

2785. If any one shall be injured in his person or apparel, by a 
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dog on the streets, in the squares, or on the public thorough- 
fares, the owner or keeper of such dc^ shall suffer the penalties 
provided in section 19 of this ordinance. 

2786. (The Treasurer is directed to cause to be made, about the 
iirst of January of every year, metal dog tags, stamped with 
some device deemed suitable by him and numbered, and he 
shall furnish them to all persons applying for the same, at the 
rate of two ($2) dollars each, said tags to be available only fot* 
the vear in which issued. 

2787. Arty person who counterfeits or imitates the tags made and 
delivered, as herein provided by the Treasurer, cr any person 
who shall put on a dog any such counterfeit or imitation tag 
shall suffer the penalties imposed by section 19 of this ordin- 
ance. 

2788. Any person who shall maliciously or wantonly remove or 
cause to be removed, directly or indirectly, any such tag from 
the dog of another person, shall be subject to the penalties 
provided in section 19 of this ordinance. 

2789. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Police to take up 
and impound in the workhouse all dogs found running, or 
being at large, contrary to the provisions of this ordinance. 

2790. The Commissioner of Police is authorized to appoint, with 
the approval of the Council, a keeper of the dog pound, a driver 
of the dog vagoii, and such number of assistant?, of age, as he 
may deem necessary. 

2791. The pound keeper shall furnish security in the sum of five 
hundred dollars ($500 ) for the faithful dischargr of his duties, 
and sliall receive a compensation of fifty dollars ($50) per 
month, and also the profits, if any, that may accnie from the 
keeping and feeding of dogs impounded under this ordinance. 

2792. The driver shall receive a salary of forty dollars ($40) per 
month.

2817. Regulations Concerning Animals Sick With Con- 

tagious Diseases. 

*28i8. Xo animal affected witli any infectious or contagious disease 

shall be brought or kept within the limits of this State, parish! 

or nmnicippJity, except by the permission of the Board of 

I iealth ; 
'^2819. The IkkHcs of animals dead of such disease, or killed on 

account thereof, shall not be i^u^ied within five hundred feet 

of any residence ; 
'^2820. Xor dispensed of otherwise than as the said Board or its 

heahh officers shall direct. 
'^2^2 1 . Any violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 

subject the offending i)arty to a penalty of not less than 

-''2822. Xo person or iktsous shall bring into or within the limits of 

the city, any animal sick with glanders. 
=^2823. It is made the duty of the officers of the police force, and also

of all owners or persons in charge of animals, as well as veterin- 
ar>' surgeons, to promptly report to the Board of Health any 
cases of animals sick with glanders disease, or any cases whichi 
may be regarded as suspicious, or exhibiting symptoms of said 
disease ;

♦2840. TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE. 

*284i. The local Board of Health shall investigate concerning the 
existence and cause of tuberculosis in cattle, and the danger 
to the public health therefrom, and shall use all reasonable 
means for averting and suppressing such disease. 

^2842. State Board may cause all proper information in its posses- 
sion, respecting tuberculosis in cattle, to be sent to the Local 
I»oar(ls of Health nearest to the cattle affected.

2845. Suppression of Tuberculosis. 

*2846. Whenever tuberculosis shall be found among cattle in any 
part of the State, the local Board of Health shall take measures 
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to prevent and suppress such disease, and prevent the spread 
thereof, and, 
*2847. ^^^y order all persons to take such precautions against the 
spread of such disease as it may deem necessary, or expedient. 

^2848. Such Boards may call upon any peace officer in the neie^hbor- 
hood of such disease to enforce the orders of such Boards 
respecting such disease, and to observe and carry out the rules, 
orders and instructions which he mav receive therefrom. 

♦2849. Such Boards may prescribe regulations for the destruction of 
cattle affected with tuberculosis : 

*285o. For the proper dispensation of their hides and carcasses ; 

^2851. And of all objects which might convey infection or con- 
tagion, and 

^2852. For the disinfection of premises, buildings, boats, cars, 
stables and other objects, or places from or by nhich such 
infection or contagion might be communicated. 

^2853. The Boards of Health may employ such medical aid, veterin- 
ary practitioners and other persons as it may deem necessary to 
assist hi the inspection, isolation, destruction or disposition of 
cattle affected with tuberculosis, prescribe rules and regulations 
for such inspectors and employees, and fix their compensation. 

2854. Destruction of Domestic Animals Affected With Tu- 

berculosis or Glanders. 

*2855. Whenever the Boards of Health may deem it necessary for 
the prevention of the spread of tuberculosis in cattle, 

*2856. Such Board may cause to be killed, any animal affected 
thereby, 

♦2857. Or which, by contact with diseased animals or by exposure 
or infection, or contagion therefrom, such Board may determine 
is liable to contract or communicate such disease; but 

*2858. No such diseased animal shall be so killed on account of 
tuberculosis, unless first examined by a veterinary practitioner 
in the employ of the Board* of Health, and, if desired by the 
owner, 

^2859. -^^ local Board of Health shall cause to be killed, every horse 

affected with glanders, found within its jurisdiction, but. 
*286o. If the animal be killed on account of tuberculosis, the 
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veterinary practitioner in charge thereof shall forthwith make 
a post-mortem examination of the animal. ^ 

2861. Regulations Concerning Dead Animals. 

*2862. No person shall hereafter deposit or throw any dead animal, 

carrion or other offensive or unhealthy matter into the river, 
except at the points and in the manner designated by law. 

2863. Removing and Rendering of Dead Animals. 

2864. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, corporation or 
corix)rations, to remove, for the puipose of rendering, or to 
render, the remains and carcass of any dead horse, mare, mule, 
ox, h'teer, cow, calf or ass that may l3e found within the limits of 
city, except such as are lawfully slain for the purpose of 
human food, unless such removal and rendering is done under 
and in accordance with the provisions of this ordinance. 

2865. Before any person or persons, corporation or corporations, 
shall have the privilege of removing or rendering the remains 

and carcasses of dead animals above mentioned, thev shall make 

application to the Mayor of the city, 

2866. Which application shall set forth the locality to which the 
removal is to be made, where the rendering is to be done, and 
the nature of the apparatus to be used in such rendering. 

2867. If the Mayor is satisfied with the locality and the sufticiency 
of the apparatus to l>e used, he shall, upon the applicant's 
furnishing Ix^nd in the sum of five thousand dollars, with good 
and valid security, conditioned upon the faithlul compliance 
with all the provisions of this ordinance. 

2868. Issue to said applicant a license to remove and render dead 

animals. 

2869. Which license shall be personal and not transferable. 

2870. That all such establishments so licensed shall be and remain 
uiuler the control and super\'ision of the Board of the city, 

2871. The licenses so granted shall be revoked and withdrawn at 
any time. when, in the opinion of the Board, such establish-^* 
nients become nuisances and injurious to the public health of 
the city, c^r the ])roprietors thereof fail in a strict compliance 

with all the provisions of this ordinance. 

2872. It shall be the duty of persons or companies licensed, as in 
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the foregoing^ section, within five hours after being notified by 
the police, or any sanitary inspector, or any a\ithorized agent of 
the Board of Health, to remove the carcass of any of said 
• animals, the same to be conveyed away in the most inoffensive 
manner possible, causing them to be covered with tarpaulins or 
otherwise. 

2873. ^^^^ drivers of teams conveying away said carcasses shall not 
stop on the way, unless detained by some unforeseen accident, 

2874. Under a penalty of not less than $5 or more than $25 fine, 
for each offence, or imprisonment not exceeding ten days, to be 
enforced against the driver before the Recorder of the district in 
which the offence occurs. 

2875. The dead animals removed or rendered under the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be so removed and rendered without any 
cost or expense whatever to either the city or the owner of such 
carcass. 

2876. It shall be the duty of the police department to notify the 
person or company, their officers or agents, the locality of 
whose licensed rendering establishments is nearest to the place 
where anv such carcass mav be found, of the whereabouts of 
such carcass, 

2877. If within five hours of such notification, the person or com- 
pany does not remove such carcass, they shall be liable 10 a fine 
of not less than $10. nor more than $25, or to imprisonment for 
ten days; 

2878. In case the person thus delinquent is an incorporated com- 
pany, the president thereof shall be the person on wliom the 
penalty shall be imposed. 

2879. None of the products of rendering any carcass shall \ye em- 
ployed or utilized for purposes of human food. 

2880. All grease and other products, except such as are manu- 
factured as fertilizers, rendered or manufactured, or packed 
for use or transportation to or from market in the city or else- 
where, shall l)e branded on each and every package, with a 
burning brand, as follows: "Product of Dead Animals." 

2881. Any violation of the provisions of this section shall ipso facto 
cancel the license granted, and operate as a forfeiture of the 
lx)nd given as herein provided, 

2882. The amount of such bond being hereby fixed as a i)enalty in 
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the nature of liquidated damages to ensure compliance with the 
provisions of this section. 

2883. It shall be the duty of each and every proprietor of any of the 
above-named animals, or person having such animals in his 
custody, or under his control, v;ithin tlu*ee hotirs after the death 
of such animal, to cause the same to be removed to some 
licensed place of rendering, or within the same time to notify 
the nearest police sanitary oflicer of the whereabouts of said 
carcass, and permit the same to be removed by the licensed 
person notified, as provided in this ordinance, without delay of 
hindrance, on due application for that purpose by the license, 
his agents or servants. 

2884. Any person violating any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall l>e adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof before the Recorder of the district in which the offence 
is conmiitted shall be fined in a sum of not less than twenty-five 
dollars for each oflrence, or imprisoned not less than thirty days. 

2885. Any person or persons conveying or carrying in any manner 
any dead animal or animals through the streets of this city 
shall, and it is hereby made their duty, to convey the same in 
vehicles or wagons suitable for the purix)se, and covered so as 
to slnit out from view all sight of the carcass of dead animal 
or animals aforesaid ; 

2886. Any person or persons violating the provisions of this ordin- 
ance shall be punished by a fine of not less than five dollars, nor 
more than twenty-five, or imprisonment in the Parish Prison 
lor a period of not less than ten days, nor more than thirty. 

2887. Regulations Concerning Hides, Peltry, Bones and 

Rags. 

2888. Xo jxTson shall bring or cause to be brought into the limits 
any hides, bones, peltry, rags, or other articles whatsoever, 
which may tend to produce infection, or in any way to injure 
or endanger health. 

2889. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, re- 
coverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence 
was conmiitted ; or, in default of the payment of the fine. 
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imprisonment not exceeding thirty days for each and every 
offence. 

2890. No cattle, sheep, horse, goat, goose, or mule, or any dangerous 
or offensive animal, shall be allowed by any owner, or by any 
person having charge of, or who shall have charge of the same^ 
to go at large in any street or public place. 

2891. And no pigs, swine or cattle shall be unloaded from any 
cars upon any street or public place, except pursuant to a 
written permit from this Board of Health. 

2892. Nor shall any cattle, pigs, swine or sheep be driven to any 
slaughterhouse, except between the hours of eight of the 
evening and one liour after sunrise of the next morning; noi* 
shall more than twenty cattle, or more than one hundred pigs or 
swine, or more than one hundred and fifty sheep, be driven 
together; and they shall be driven in streets and avenues 
(leading toward their destination) where they will least 
endanger the lives of human beings, as the Board of Health 
may designate ; provided, that when the landing or transporta- 
tion of cattle shall have been delayed or prevented by ice, fog 
or unavoidable accident, the Board of Health may, at its discre- 
tion, give a permit to land and drive such cattle at other hours 
than those herein designated. 

2893. But in no case shall cattle be driven past any school or 
church. 

2894. No person shall allow any swine or goat to run at large in 
said city, and no person shall, within the built-up portions of 
said city, keep any swine or goat, without a permit so to do 
from this Board. 

2895. No cattle shall be kept in any place to which the w-ater^ 
ventilation, and food are not sufficient and wholesome for the 
preservation of their health, safe condition, and wholesoraeness 
for food. 

2896. No person shall keep or allow to be kept in any building, or 
on any premises, or on grounds of which he may be the owner, 
lessee, tenant, or occupant, more cows or other cattle than at 
the rate cf fifteen to an acre (in or near the built-up portions 
of said city), without a permit from this Board. And every 
such person shall cause every stable and place where any cows, 
horses, or other animals may be, tabe kept at all times in a 
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ckanly and wholesome condition, and shall not allow any 
animal to be therein, while infected with any disease, contagious 
or pestilential, anxmg: such animals, without a pennit from this 
Board ot Health. 

2897. Xo cattle, swine, or sheep, geese, goats, or horses, shall be 
x-anled within or adjacent to the buik-up portions of the dty, 
witlkxit the p^?nnit of this Board of Heahh. or otherwise than 
iccordii^ to its regulations. 

2898. Xo cattle shall be placed or carried w hile bound or tied by 
their k«:s« or bound down bv their necks, in anr vefaide in saad 
cit>\ but shall be allowed fredy to stand in such Tcfaide when 
iranspofted, and while beii^ therein. 

2^)a Xo cattle shaD be unloaded fnom boats or shall be driven or

Every animal which is mad or has the hydrophobia, or shows 
symptoms thereof, shall, by the persons owning the same, or 
having the possession, charge or control thereof, be at once 
killed ; and every animal that has been exposed to such disease 
shall be at once confined in some secure place for such length 
of time as to show that such exposure has not given such 
animal said disease, and so as to avoid all danger to life or 
health. And the dead body of any animal that died of such 
disease, or being suspected to have such disease, has been killed, 
shall be disposed of by the Board of Health.

unloading of any such substance, to do the same with dispatch, 
and in every particular in a manTier as cleanly and little 
offensive, and with as little danger and prejudice to life and 
health as p)ossible, and no matter or material shall lay piled up, 
or partially raked together, in any street or place before the 
removal thereof, more than a reasonable time, nor more than 
four hours in the daytime under any circumstances. 



CHAPTER XIX. 



REGULATIONS CONCERNING VESSELS. 



N. B. The Acta of the State of LouiHana are obligatory. The Regu- 
lations of the State Board of Health marked by a star are also 
obligatory. The others are recommendatory and educational. 
Each Local Board will adopt those which it thinks best suited for 
its local conditions. 



2915. Every master, owner, charterer, part owner, or consignee of 
any vessel, that shall bring any cotton into port, and within the 
limits, l)etween the first day of May and the first day of No- 
vember of each year, shall at once report to the Board of Health, 
or cause to be made, in writing, a report to this Department of 
the fact of any such cotton being in a dangerous, infected, or 
unsound condition, or having been exposed to any infection. 

*29i6. No master, charterer, owner, part owner or consignee of any 
vessel, or any other person, shall bring to any dock, pier, wharf, 
or building within one thousand feet thereof, in said city, or 
unload at any dock, building, or pier therein, or have on storage 
in the built-up portions of said city, any skins, hides, rags, or 
similar articles or materials, having been brought from any 
foreign country or any infected place. 

*2()iy. X<i person shall sell, exchange, remove, or in any way make 
exix>sure of any straw, bedding or other articles used by immi- 
grants upon any vessel bringing immigrants to this port, until it 
has been ade(]uately and properly cleansed or disinfected ; 

*20i8. All straw, bedding or other articles that have been exposed on 
any vessel to contagion or infection of any contagious disease; 
or have been or are liable to communicate such disease, shall be 
destroyed by fire on said vessel. 

*29i9. No owner, agent, or consignee of any vessel, or cargo, and no 
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officer of any vessel (in respect of either of which vessel or 

cargo a permit, according to any law, ordinance, or regulation^ 

shall or should have been obtained to pass quarantine, or to 
come up to the water front) shall unlade, or land, or cause to bo 

unladen pr landed, such cargo, or any part thereof, in said cityi 

without having first received the written permit of the Board 

of Health so to do.. 

2920. No captain, officer, consignee, owner, or other person in 
charge of any vessel (having right and authority to prevent 
the same) shall remove or aid in removing from any vessel to the 
shore (save as legally authorized by the Health officer of the 
port, and into quarantine grounds and buildings only) any per- 
son sick of, or person that has been exposed to, and is liable 
very soon to develop any contagious disease, nor to remove or 
aid in removing any articles that may have been exposed to the 
contagion of any such disease, except in accordance with a per- 
mit from the Board of Health, or with its special regulations. 

*292r. No master, charterer, consignee, or other person shall order, 
bring or allow (having power and authority to prevent) any 
vessel or person, or article therefrom, from any infected port, 
nor any vessel, or person or article therefrom, liable to quaran- 
tine (and whether such quarantine has been made or suffered 
or not), to come or be brought to any point nearer than tfiree 
hundred yards of any dock or pier, or to any building in said 
city without or otherwise than according to a permit from the 
Board of Health.

any foreign port, without a permit from this Board, except as 
allowed by the quarantine authorities. 
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ATLANTA CONVENTION 

OF THE 

SOUTH ATLANTIC AND GULF STATES. 



1. This convention was called in pursuance of the following resolution, 
adopted by the Quarantine Convention of the South Atlantic and Gulf States, 
held at Mobile, Ala., February 9, 1898: 

:>. To Establish Uniformity of Quarantine Rules and Regula- 
tions In Certain States. 

3. Resolved^ That it is the sense of this Convention of the States bordering 
on the South Atlantic and Gulf Coast, viz.: Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas, that they should, as soon as practicable, meet in conference and 
prepare a Code of Rules and RegulatiouB for the purpose of controlling and 
preventing the spread of Yellow Fever and other Contagious and Infectious 
Diseases ; said rules and regulations to be uniformly accepted and honored 
by the several Health Boards of the States mentioned ; and further to adopt 
a system of pratique and health certificates to be used in times of epidemic, 
to be likewise honored by the several Health Boards of the States named. 

4. The convention w^as called to order at 10 o'clock Tuesday morning in the 
ballroom of the Kimball House, by Mayor Collier. Kev. Dr. Landrum 
opened with prayer. Owing to the non-arrival of many delegates, the ses- 
sion adjourned until noon, after the appointment of a credential committee 
and a committee on permanent organization. 

5. The report of the credential committee was received at the noon session, 
allowing all health and sanitary ofilcers present, representing States, to vote, 
and allowing each State five votes.

32. REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF DISINFECTION 

AND DETENTION STATIONS OR CAMPS DURING THE EX- 
ISTENCE OF YELLOW FEVER AT ANY POINT WITHIN 
OUR BORDERS. 

33. General Principles. 

34. The regulations are somewhat numerous and exacting, but it is by the strict 
obsiervance of like regulations that the art of Surgery has accomplished its 
wonders. 

35. In case yellow fever should occur at any point of the Southern States, the 
most effective method to prevent shotgtm quarantines and their disastrous 
effects upon Commerce is to establish Disinfecting and Detention Stations or 
Camps on the lines of travel by rail or boat. 

3<). It is by practical actions that the people will be reassured and not by agree- 
ments and persuasion based on words, assurances or legislation. To show 
the people that all possible care is effectuall}' taken to prevent yellow fever 
from reaching them is the best and only argument they should yield to. 

37. Parties coming from localities infected by yellow fever should not be allowed 
to ent^r quarantine localities capable of being infected by yellow fever, 
unless they have had their persons, clothing, baggage, etc., disinfected as 
needed, and unless they have remained at the station ten days after such 
thorough disinfection, and places holding communication with localities 
under insutticient restrictions may themselves be held in quarantine. 

38. These Stations or Camps will be erected by the Tnited States Marine Hos- 
pital Service. 

39. They will be operated by the United States Marine Hospital Scr>-ice. 

40. The Marine Hospital Service will also be requested at an immediate date to 
prepare at least four disinfecting plants, including four cylinders for fur- 
nishing steam disinfection. 

41 . Medical Inspectors from interested States and localities will be admitted to 
the Stations to witness that the regulations are thoroughly complied with. 

42. Regulations Applying to Persons, Clothing and Baggage. 

*43. Persons arriving at the Disinfecting Stations will have their clothing and 
elKects disinfected.

(c) Goods in textile material, not broken or packed in an infected locality and 
kept perfectly dry. This includes coffee, grain and spice in sacks; cured 
hams in canvas, osnaburgs and other cotton goods in solid bales with close 
covering. 

(d) Chemicals, patent medicines, drugs and druggists' sundries, not put up in 
an infected locality, when enclosed in glass, wood or metal, also hardware, 
when these articles are packed with sterilized excelsior. 

*61. CLAMiS III. 

Articles not in classes I and II may be shipped after disinfection. 

(a) This refers to all classes of merchandise not in classes I and II, which are 
kept in stock for distribution at wholesale stores not -exposed to any recog- 
nized infection. 

(b) Articles that can be kept in excelsior in crates so as to render the excel- 
sior and contents capable of disinfection belong to this class. 

(c) Methods of disinfection are treated in a separate section of these regulations 

62. Class IV. 

No. bedding or household effects shall be received for shipment under any con- 
ditions.

106. It must never be allowed to become infected. 

107. If it does the camp must be moved. 

108. Regulations Qoverning Railroad Traffic from an Infected 

Town to Points North. 

109. Through traffic—i. c, to points incapable of receiving yellow fever infec- 
tion« to be designated hereafter as '* pointu North/' 

1 10. Freight in sealed cars can go without hindrance to destination. 
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111. Regulations Governing tlie Mails to Points North. 

112. Through mail not distributed South needs no restrictions, except disinfection 
of bags. 

113. Regulations Qoverning Passenger Traffic to Points North. 

114. Passenger Traffic to points North can be allowed by preventing all chance 
of such passengers conveying infection en route^ either by themselves leav- 
ing the train en route or by returning to points South, or byfomites. mainly 
their clothing. 

115. This traffic should be on special cars reserved for these passengers, and pre- 
ferably on a special train. 

116. A Sanitary Inspector must accompany them through the quarantine terri- 
tory, under whose absolute sanitary charge the train is. 

117. The coaches which carry these passengers must be disinfected before the 
return South. 

118. Laundry of Pullman cars must not be done in an infected place. 

119. Regulations Governing Duties of Inspectors. 

120. Train mspectors must be properly relayed. 

121. Those running from the infected town should be immune. 

122. If they sleep in clean territory they must be immune. 

*123. Regulations Governing Steamboat Communications. 

They may be carried on — 

124. By supervision of the landing of freight and loading of the saino. so as to 
prevent communication between the people ashore and the boat. 

125. Regulations Governing Yellow Fever Localities. 

*12(5. Localities infected with yellow fever, and localitit:S contiguous thereto, may 
be depopulated as rapidly as possible, so far as the same can be safely done. 

127. Persons from non-infected localities, and who have not been exposed to 
infection, being allowed to leave without detention, and on leaving such 
place shall be provided with health certiticate of the following form by the 
legally constituted health authorities of the place:

128. When deemed necessary atlidavit shall be required by the Health OfHcer. 
^*^^, The certiticate shall be issued without fee. 
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13(). Regulations Qoverning Measures To Be Taken in a Town 
or Locality Which May Not Require Quarantine. 

*131. If the inspection of a town in which yellow fever exists shows ail foci of 
infection, possible fomitcs and persons liable to develop t)i<* disease are 
under observation, the town should not be quarantined. 

132. When practicable, the patient shall be removed to hospital, or other quar- 
ters little liable to infection, and so situated as to involve a niinimnni of 
danger, if infected. 

133. If the patient can not be removed, all possible precautions must be taken to 
prevent contamination of his premises. 

134. Those certainly immune to yellow fever may be given free pratique after 
disinfection of effects. 

135. Non-immunes may be permitted to go to places incapable of infection, to 
remain there during the period of incubation, re<iuiring disinfection of 
baggage, unless certain that they will remain in such territory. 

136. Non-immunes not going to such places shall, if practicable, be isolated 
under observation in non-infected quarters, so situated that if fever 
develops among them there shall be as little danger as possible of convey- 
ing infection; their effoTts being disinfected upon isolation. 

137. Such persons as are isolated under observation on account of exposure to- 
yellow fever shall be isolated for a period of not less than ten days from 
the last possible time of exposure to infection. They shall be inspected — 

twice daily is advised. 

138. Premises occupied or having been occupied by a case sicls with yellow fever 
shall be treated as infected and be under sanitary control. 

139. Such neighboring premises as are close enough for their inmates to receive 
infection from the above shall also, with their inmates, be Under sanitary 
control. 

140. These premises shall be strictly guarded and no communication allowed 
with those outside except under such rules and supervision as will prevent 
the conveyance of the disease. 

141. All possible precautions shall be taken to prevent exposure of the guards 
and other attendants to infection. 

142. If possible, they shall be immune. 

143. They shall be under proper supervision. 

144. On the recovery, removal or death of a case of yellow fever tlie premises 
shall be immediately disinfected. 

146. Such neighboring premises as from proximity are presumably infected are 
also to be disinfected, 

140. Coincidentally with the foregoing measures a house-to-liouse inspection 
should be made of the whole community to determine whether other cases 
exist. 

147. In the case of the death of a patient the body shall be disposed of under 
such sanitary precautions as will prevent the conveyance of infection. 

148. Regulations Qovernins Measures To Be Taken When a 

Town or Locality Requires To Be Quarantined. 

149. If the inspection of a town in which yellow fever exists does not show that 
all foci of infection, possible fomites and persons liable to develop the 
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disease, are under observation (''in quarantine") or if cases occur which 

can not be traced to any known focus, such town shall be subject to 
quarantine. 

IfiO. Those who have been exposed or who come from infected localities shall 
be ret]uired to undergo. In the camp of probation, or other designated 
place, a period of detention and observation of ten days from date of last 
exposure, before being permitted to proceed to a locality capable of bein|? 
infected, their clothing and other effects capable of conveying infection 
being disinfected upon entrance to place of detention. 

ItM. For persons known to be immune to yellow fever detention is not required 
merely the disinfection of their baggage and clothing. 

•152. The evidence of immunity shall be satisfactory to the health otWcer of the 
place to which he is bound. 

153. Persons who have been exposed may be permitted to proceed, under proper 
sanitary supervision while passing through infectable territory, without 
detention, to localities incapable of being infected, and whose authorities 
are willing to receive them, to remain there ten days. 

154. Tbe baggage of such i>ersons shall be disinfected unless it is certain they 
will not return into infectable territory. 

155. This exemption from disinfection shall not apply to baggage from an 
infected house for any point, or to baggagi' to points which object to 
rei^eiving it undisinfected. 

156. NoTK.-On account of the extreme ditiicultv of the health oflicer determin- 
ing the ultimate destination of passengers l>ound for Atlanta. C'barlotte. 
Nashville and similar distributing points for passengers south, the baggage 
of such passengi'rs should be disinfected. 

157. An adjacvnt town whicli is in direct communication with an infected 
town must bo considered as being uoutral territory, and therefore under 
quarantine. 

158. Also such territory as from its prL»ximity or nlaiion- i«» an irif**iied town 
can not l>e pn^nounced certainly clean.

(e) Where surface disinfection is required formaldehyde gas of not less 
than a 4 per cent, per volume strength and not less than six hours' expo- 
sure, or by sulphur dioxide for not less than twenty-four hours. 

1G6. The dejecta from cases of yellow fever to be disinfected by an eflicient 
germicidal solution. 

166. Mails to be disinfected by one of the following methods : 

(a) By formaldehyde. 

(b) By sulphur dioxide. 

(c) By steam. 

167. Newspapers must be made up in such packages as shall be penetrable to 
the disinfectant used. 

168. Articles injured by steam, such as rubber, leather and containers, to which 
disinfection by steam is inapplicable, to be disinfected : 

(a) By thoroughly wetting all surfaces with an efficient germicidal solu- 
tion, the articles being allowed to dry. 
(6) By exposure to sulphur dioxide, 
(c) By exposure to formaldehyde gas. 

J 69. The application of gaseous disinfection to these articles should hv made in 
a closed space, air-tight, or as nearly so as possible. 

J 70. The following are considered etHcient germicidal solutions: 

(1) Bichloride of mercury, acid, 1-1000. 

(2) Carbolic acid, pure, 5 per cent, solution. 

(3) Trikesol, 2 per cent, solution. 

(4) Solution of formaldehyde. 1-500 (which is 2 parts of a 40 per cent, 
solution of formaldehyde to 25 parts of water). 

(5) Solutions of hypochlorite of calcium (chloride of lime). 

171. Other Resolutions. 

172. Resolved^ lliat this convention approves the plan of having medical inspec- 
tors attached to those consulates where yellow fever and cholera are 
epidemic, with a view of securing for our protection definite information 
as to the exact sanitary condition, and the presence or absence of con- 
tagious diseases in such consular district. And that Congress be urged to 
make the necessary appropriation to carry the plan into effect. 

173. Resolvedy That this convention is of the opinion that it is a duty devolving 
on all nations to take measures to eradicate any plague centre from their 
territory, and that the existence of such plague centres is a menace to all 
other nations, and that our State Department be requested to take measures 
through proper diplomatic channels for the conveyance of this opinion to 
the governments deemed obnoxious to the opinion as herein expressed. 

"^174. No locality shall be quarantined on cases of contagious diseases reported 
as suspicious or doubtful or disputed, provided the cases are properly 
isolated, the premises disinfected, the inmates and suspects thoroughly dis- 
infected, and both inmates and suspects kept under proper observation by 
the local health authorities, all under the supervision and control of the 
8Ute Board of Health, Stete Health Officer or United States Marine 
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Hospital Service, and such suspected case or cases shall be reported to the 

Health Officers or Boards of Health of adjacent States, and they be invited 

to send representatives to view said case or cases. 

This resolution also to apply to sanitariums, hospitals and barraclcs. 

The same to apply to the first case or cases of positive or genuine yellow 

fever. 
*175. That all municipal corporate communities which are exposed to yellow 

fever infection in the South Atlantic and Gulf States provide isolation 

quarters for persons who may become infected, or who may have been 

exposed to infection. 
*176. That the foregoing amendments be adopted as a whole, including all of the 

old Atlanta Regulations which have not been amended or stricken out. 

177. liesolved. That a copy of these proceedings be sent to the governors of the 
States of Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina. Georgia. Florida. Ala- 
bama. Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Tennessee, and Arkansas, with a 
request that they communicate the same to the different Health Officials of 
their respective States. 

178. BcHolved^ That the Health Officials, State, county, and municipal, of the 
above States be re^iuested to adopt the regulations of the Atlanta conven- 
tion as a basis of their quarantine proceedings. 

179. liesolved. That a copy of the regulations of this convention be forwarded to 
each member of Congress. 

180a. Besolvedy That the chair appoint a committee of three on publication. 
1806. The Chair appointed Dr. Edmond Souchon, of Xew Orleans, La., Chair- 
man; Dr. Khett Goode, of Mobile, Ala.; Dr. J. F. Alexander, of Atlanta, 
Ga.

182. GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 

i><-^- A. Purpose of Quarantine. 

(<0 'I'ho purpose of quarantine restrictions is to prevent the introduction of 
infectious or contagious diseases. 

(//) They sliould be sutUcient for this purpose, and none save such as are 
necessary for this purpose sliould be imposed. 

(r) Incases of doubt, the doubt should be thrown to the side of safety 
rather than of risk: but, in deciding on any measure, a balance sliould also lie- 
preserved ])etwoon the risk which is obviated by its adoption and the loss which ' 
the measure entails. 

(«0 Measures, which although safe in theory, yet are so ditllcult of execution 
that there is serious doubt that they will be carried out elUciently, can not be 
depended on, and privileges depending on restrictions of this kind should not be 
allowed. 

1^4. B. Establishment of Foci of Yellow Fever. 

{n) A focus of infection can be established only in an infectable place. To 
places in which such foci can not be established, whether from location (latitude, 
altitude or other conditions), time of year (after frost), or from other causes* 
yellow fever is not an infectious disease. Such places need not quarantine. 

(If) The same result may be obtained—/, r., not establishing a focus — by 
antiseptic treatment of cases of yellow fever. 

(r) It is not generally to be depended on save in hospitals or tents. 

185. C. Conveyance of Yellow Fever. 

(n) Yellow fever is usually conveyed from infected places by per.-*(*ns and per- 
sonal effects, the lailer already infected and the former having the fever in the 
stage of incubation. The former is by far the most common medium of 
conveyance. 
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200. D. Risk of Conveyance. 

The risk from communication with a place in which foci of yellow fever 
infection exist is, amonii^ other things, dependent on and proportional to : 
(a) Degree of infection. 

201. Where the degree is small,, the infection is, in general, confined to a small 
proportion of the residences and the risk of conveying infection is then 
confined to persons and things which have been in this quarter. 

(6) Measures taken in and adjacent to this place. 

202. If none of the persons exposed to infection and no infected article be 
allowed to leave, there is no risk, and in proportion as this is done the risk 
diminishes. 

203. The nature of the quarantine restrictions— i. «., the nature of the communi- 
cation allowed — should be modified by the risk and thus depends partly on 
the above conditions. 
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
